WHEREAS,  The  Congress  of  the  United  States,  by  the  enactment  of  Chap- 
ter 103  of  the  Acts  of  the  51st  Congress,  2nd  Session,  approved  February  13, 
1891,  granted  to  the  State  of  Montana  one  section  of  the  lands  embraced  within 
the  abandoned  Fort  Ellis  military  reservation,  for  public  purposes  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  State  Legislature,  provided,  That,  whenever  the  State  shall  cease  to 
use  said  lands  for  public  purposes,  the  same  shall  revert  to  the  United  States; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  following  tract  was  selected  November  28,  1891,  and  the 
selection  approved  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  April  26,  1892,  to-wit: 

Tlie  SEVi  of  the  SE14  of  Section  10,  the  NVo  of  Section  15,  the  SW^A  of 
Section  1.1  the  Ny,  of  the  SEi^  of  Section  15,  and  the  SWM  of  the  SE14  of  Sec- 
tion 15.  all  in  Tv.p.  2  S,  R  6  E  of  the  Montana  Meridian;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Tlie  said  land  is  situated  in  Gallatin  County  in  convenient 
proximity  to  tlie  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  and  has  been  used  for  some 
years  for  experimental  purposes  in  connection  with  said  station;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Legislature  has  never  specifically  designated  any  particular 
l^urpose  to  which  said  land  should  be  devoted,  the  past  use  of  said  land  for  ex- 
perimental purposes  having  depended  wholly  upon  the  appointment  of  the  di- 
rector of  the  experiment  station  by  successive  governors  as  custodian  of  said 
land,  as  authorized  by  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  5,  approved  March  7, 
1801:  and 

WHEREAS,  There  may  be  danger  that  the  lack  of  such  legislative  action 
might  eventually  cause  said  land  to  revert  to  the  United  States; 

NOW  THEREFOR,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives concurring,  that  the  Legislature,  in  the  lawful  exercise  of  its  discre- 
tion, in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Congress  before  mentioned,  does  hereby  dedi- 
cate the  before  mentioned  section  of  tlie  said  Fort  Ellis  military  reservation,  to 
the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  established  by  Section  89i  of  the  Revised 
Codes  of  Montana,  1!)21,  for  use  in  carrying  on  experimental  work  in  agriculture 
in  accordance  with  the  several  legislative  enactments  providing  for  the  estab- 
lishment and  control  of  said  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 

The  foregoing  Resolution  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Federal  Relations.

WHEiREAS,  The  Governor  of  the  State  of  ^Nlontniia  in  his  comprehensive 
message  to  this  legislative  Assembly  ])ointed  out  that  in  some  respects  the  Pro- 
hibition Law  is  being  violated  and  in  some  localities  not  adeiiuately  or  ]iro])erly 
enforced ; 

[  AND  \YHEREAS,  There  may  be  honest  differences  of  opinion  as  to  the  merits 
Lof  this  law,  yet  all  good  citizens  agree  that  so  long  as  it  is  a  law  it  is  the  duty 
I  of  those  in  charge  of  its  enforcement  to  employ  every  fair  and  leoitimate  means 
i"to  maintain  and  enforce  this  law ; 

AND  WHEREAS,  Out  statutes  now  give  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  the 
State  of  Montana  the  power  to  appoint  special  officers,  not  to  exceed  six,  for 
the  purpose  of  enforcing  this  law,  such  officers  to  be  paid  exclusively  from  the 
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liiw  enfoicoiiieiit  fund,  a  fund  maintained  solely  from  fines  collected  from  vio- 
lators of  this  law; 

AND  WHEREAS,  This  presents  a  situation,  that  may  be  subject  to  nmch 
abuse,  in  that  such  special  officers  have  a  pecuniary  interest  in  the  outcome  of 
trials  wherein  they  are  witnesses,  and  are  vitally  concerned  therein  in  order  to 
keep  said  law  enforcement  fund  replenished  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  paid 
for  their  services,  which  situation  may  l)econie  incentive  to  give  exaggerated  tes- 
timony or  worse; 

AND  WHEREAS,  A  law  so  pregnant  with  possibilities  for  abuse  can  be 
administered  only  by  the  most  honest  and  highest  type  of  special  officers, 

AND  WHEREAS,  The  rumor  has  for  a  long  time  been  current  in  the  State 
of  Montana  that  such  spf^fial  officers  so  employed  by  the  State  have  not  always 
been  a  type  to  wliom  the  State  can  safely  entrust  the  enforcement  of  the  Prohi- 
bition law,  in  that  it  is  current  rumor  that  one  of  said  special  officers,  now  and 
for  a  long  time  in  the  employ  of  the  State  as  a  special  officer  and  as  Chief  of 
the  Prohibition  forces  of  the  State  of  Montana  at  a  salary  of  $3,600.00,  has 
heretofore  in  a  Federal  Court,  been  convicted  of  accepting  a  bribe  while  acting 
as  an  officer  of  the  Federal  Government;  that  it  is  further  widely  rumored  that 
another  special  officer  either  now  in  the  employ  of  the  State  or  heretofore  in  its 
employ  is  an  ex-convict  of  the  Montana  State  Prison,  and  in  the  public  press  of 
the  4th  day  of  January,  1921,  it  was  detailed  that  Federal  authorities  for  Mon- 
tana had  instituted  condemnation  proceedings  against  the  automobile  of  this  same 
State  Prohibition  Officer  for  a  violation  of  the  federal  liquor  laws,  and  that  he 
liad  been  arrested  for  a  violation  of  the  Federal  liquor  laws;  that  the  records  of 
the  District  Court  of  tlie  First  Judicial  District  of  the  State  of  Montana,  in  and 
for  the  County  of  Lewis  and  Clark,  will  sliow  that  another  purported  prohibition 
officer  of  the  State  of  Montana  had  prior  to  his  employment  as  such  been  con- 
victed of  a  violation  of  the  same  law  that  he  was  employed  to  enforce. 

AND  WHEREAS,  Such  a  condition  of  affairs,  if  it  be  true  is  inimical  to 
the  best  interest  of  the  State  of  Montana,  positively  destructive  of  law  enforce- 
ment, and  is  contrary  to  the  ideals  of  those  who  have  the  interests  of  prohibition 
at  heart. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  House  appoint  a  committee  or 
five  from  its  membership  to  investigate  the  serious  conditions  referred  to  in  this 
resolution,  such  committee  to  have  power  to  call  witnesses,  and  examine  them 
under  oath,  and  to  investigate  generally  the  State  Prohibition  forces  of  Montana 
and  to  report  back  to  this  body  their  findings  and  conclusions,  as  expeditiously 
as  their  labors  may  permit.

WHEREAS,  During  the  past  few  years  many  Federal  Reclamation  Projects 
have  been  established  in  the  State  of  ^Montana,  and  the  Farm  LTnits  thereof  sold

WHEREAS,  Such  settlers  have  established  schools  and  road  districts  on 
such  projects,  which  depend  for  maintenance  and  support  upon  taxes  levied  for

WHEREAS,  By  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

Th  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Administration  of  all  Execu- 
tive Departments  and  Executive  Officers  of  the  State  of  Montana  submitted 
the  following  report: 

Mir.  PIresident:  We,  your  Special  Committee,  appointed  to  investigate 
State  Offices  and  State  Executive  Departments,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  partial  report.  That  we  have  made  a  careful  examination,  pur- 
suant to  the  terms  of  the  Resolution,  of  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

That  we  find  that  the  yearly  appropriation  for  this  department  amounts 
to  about  $51,000.00.  This  sum  covers  the  salaries  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Su- 
preme Cburt  and  his  own  aissistant.  It  also  covers  the  salaries  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  Judges,  and  all  their  clerical  help  and  the  expense  of  the  pub- 
lication of  all  the  books  and  documents  which  come  from  the  Stipreme  Ju- 
dicial Department  of  the   State   of  Montana. 

The  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Smpreme  Court  has  been  conducted  along 
the  same  lines  at  about  practically  the  same  annual  expense  for  a  number 
of  years.  Your  Committee  has  nothing  but  the  highest  praise  for  the  manner 
in  which  the  office  has  been  handled  and  the  way  that  the  expense  has 
been  kept  down  both  by  the  Supreme  Court  Judges  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Supreme  Court. 

In  addition  to  the  appropriation  of  $51,000.00  annually,  we  find  that 
the  office  receives  in  the  way  of  license  fees  from  lawyers  and  fees  collected 
for  the  filing  of  paprs,  approximatly  $7,000.00  annually.  The  fees  collected 
for  the  filing  of  papers  go  into  the  general  fund  and  the  license  money  col- 
letted  from  the  lawyers  of  the  State  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  holding  bar 
examin)a)tionsi  and  pajdng  the  expense  of  disbarment  proceedings  which  amounts 
annually  to  $7O0'.0O  or  $800.00;  the  remainder  being  turned  over  to  the 
State  Law  Librarian  for  the  purpose  of  buying  books  for  the  State  Law 
Library. 

After  making  a  thorough  investigation  of  this  office  and  consulting  the 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Montana  with  reference  to  same, 
we  recommend  that  after  June  30,  1923  no  appropriation  be  made  for  the  Su- 
preme Court  Oommisision.  The  appropriation  made  for  this  commission  two 
years  ago  w^as  Twenty  Thousand  ($20,000).  We  believe  this  amoiint  can 
be  saved  without  in  any  way  interfering  with  the  handling  of  the  business  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State.  The  Stipreme  Court  will  be  in  such  shape  by 
July  1,  1923,  that  they  will  not  need  the  services  of  the  Supreme  Court  Commis- 
sion and  with  a  small  allowance  for  additional  stenographic  help  in  case  of  nec- 
essity, the  Supreme  Court  wall  be  able  to  function  efficiently  and  satisfac- 
torily without  the  services   of   the   Supreme   Court  Commission. 

We  therefore  recommend  to  the  Finance  and  Claims  Committee  of  the 
Senate  thia^  no  appropriation  be  made  for  the  Supreme  Court  Commission 
after  the  present  fiscal  year  has  closed,  June  30',  1923,  and  we  further  recom- 
mend that  the  Finance  and  Claims  Comimittee  allow  the  Judicial  Department 
an  extra  Thousand  ($1,000.00)  to  cover  needed  stenographic  help  in  that 
department  in  case  of  necessity  and  in  the  event  that  it  is  not  necessary  to 
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use  tliis  sum  or  all  of  it,  that  whatever  is  not  needed  revert  to  the  gen- 
eral fund.

erans within  the  State  of  Montana,  and  great  cost  and  expense  is  occasioned, 
and  incurred  by  sending  certain  types  of  patients  out  of  .Montana  to  other 
hospital  units  maintained  by  said  Bureau  in  the  United  Statesi,  in  particai- 
lar,  patients  threatened  or  afflicted  with  tuberculosis  and  patients  suffering 

I  from  psycho-neurotic  diseases  and  disabilities;  and 

WHEKEAS,  veteran  patients  s.uffering  from  said  disabilitiesi  are  now 
oared  for  on  contract  at  the  ^fontana  State  Hospital  at  Warm  Springs,  Mon- 

'  tana,  and  at  the  Montana  State  Tuberculosis  Sainitarium,  at  Galen,  Montana; 
and 

WHElREAS,  the  climatic  conditions  obtaining  at  and  near  Fort  Wil- 
i  liam  Henry  Harrison  aforesaid,  make  said  point  peculiarly  adapted  to  the 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  cases'  and  likewise  Avell  suited,  from  the  standpoint 
of  environment,  for  the  treatment  of  phycho-neurotic  diseases,  and  it  is  the

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Administration  of  all  Ex- 
ecutive Departments  and  Executive  Officers  of  the  State  of  Montana  sub- 
mitted the  following  reports: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Special  Committee,  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  investigating  state  officers  and  state  executive  departments  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  partial  report  with  reference  to  the  office  of  Adju- 
tant General  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

We  find  that  this  office  will  cost  the  State  for  the  past  fiscal  year 
and  the  present  fiscal  year  approximately  Fifteen  Thousand  ($15,000.00)  Dol- 
lars per  year,  that  in  addition  to  this  sum  the  government  of  the  United 
States  is  setting  aside  around  Fifty  ($50,000.00)  Thousand  Dollars  annually 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  expenses  and  wages  of  the  National  Guard  and 
the  expenses  of  their  training.    This,  is  presented  to  the  state  free  of  charge. 

At  the  present  there  are  about  six  hundred  (600)  men  in  the  Montana 
Niitional  Guard.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Adjutant  General  tO'  increase  this 
to  nearly  double  the  present  number  allowing  for  possible  failure  to  muster 
in  that  many  men  in  the  National  Guard  and  assuming  that  the  State  of 
Montana  would  have  One  Thousand  (1000)  men  in  its  National  Guard  for 
the  next  two  fiscal  years,  this  committee  believes  that  the  sum  of  Twenty 
Thousand  ($20,000.00)  Dollars  for  each  year  appropriated  for  that  depart- 
ment should  be  sufficient  to  cover  all  existing  necessities  including  the  sal- 
ary of  the  Adjutant  and  his  stenographer;  also  taking  care  of  the  State 
Armory  and  also   for   National   Guard  maintenance. 

An  investigation  of  the  budget  will  show  that  for  the  next  biennium  the 
aum  of  Sixty  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Fifty'  Five  ($60,555.00)  Dollars  is  being 
asked  of  this  Legislature.  This  committee  believes  thait  Forty  Thousand 
($40,000.00)   will  cover  all  possible  needs

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•  Mr.  P'resident:  We,  your  Special  Investigating.  Committee,  appointed  to 
investigate  state  officers  and  state  executive  departments,  beg  leave  to  submit 
a  partial  report  concerning  the  office  of  the  State  Engineer. 

We  find  that  for  the  fisical  year  enaing  June  30,  1922,  there  was  appro- 
priated for  this  office  the  sum  of  $13,852.50;  that  in  addition  to  this  there 
was  received  $3,097.50  from  the  Carey  Land  Act  Fund.  This  appropriation 
goes  mainly  toward  the  payment  of  salaries  and  traveling  expenses  of  the 
Staite   Engineer  and  his  assistant. 

Under  the  laws  of  this  state,  the  State  Engineer  has  some  duties  con- 
cerning irrigation  districts  and  certain  work  with  reference  to  the  Carey  Land 
Board  which  must  be  fulfilled;  likewise  under  the  law  the  Montana  Irriga- 
tion C-ommission  also  has  certain  duties,  each  department  maintaining  a 
corps  of  Engineers,  A^hose  work  it  seems  to  your  Committee  is  more  or  less 
of  a  duplication  and  an  unnecessary  expense.  This  however,  is  the  fault  of 
the  Legislature.  Under  present  existing  conditions,  both  the  Montana  Irri- 
gation Commission  and  the  State  Engineer  are  functioning  in  irrigation  dis- 
tricts of  the  sitate  and  we  believe  that  owing  to  the  present  situation  it 
would  be  unwise  tO'  abolish  either  just  at  this  time.  We  believe  however 
that  a  step  should  be  taken  by  this  Legislature  toward  the  appointment  of 
a  commission  for  the  drafting  of  irrigation  laws  suitable  for  the  needs  of 
the  State  of  Montana  and  that  the  same  be  placed  under  the  administration 
of  one  head  with  one  set  of  Engineers  to  do  the  work.  This  will  be  a  saving 
and  a  great   step  toward  efficiency. 

Under  the  present  law  it  is  costing  the  State  of  Montana  nearly  $8,200.00 
a  yeaj-  for  the  measurement  of  streams  under  the  office  of  the  State  Engin- 
eer. This  work  is,  also  being  done  by  the  U.  S.  Geological  Department  and 
it  strikes  your  committee  tliat  this  work  could  be  handled  by  the  State  of 
Montana  in  another  way  and  save  the  sum  of  $8,200.00  each  year.  The  En- 
gineers working  under  the  Montana  Irrigation  Commission  have  plenty  of 
time  to  do  this  work  in  addition  to  their  other  duties  without  extra  expense  to 
the  state,  and  we  believe  that  they  should  be  required  to  do  it  under  the 
law;  especially  so  in  our  opinion  when  a  saving  of  $8,200.00  a  year  can  be 
accomplished. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  duties  with  reference  to  the  mea- 
surement of  waters  of  the  streams  of  Montana  be  placed  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  Montana  Irrigation  Commission  without  any  adaitional  help  and 
without  extra  expense  to  tlie  State,  and  that  the  Finance  and  Claims  Com- 
mittee of  the  Senate  be  re(|uested  to  make  an  appropriation  for  this  work  for 
the  ensuing  biennium.  and  tliat  tlie  law  be  changed  to  place  the  duties  of 
this   work  with   the  ^Montana   Irrigation  Commission.

In  all  cases  when 
this  consent  is  refused,  it  should  be  noted  on  the  certificate  by  the  chief 
physician,  and  it  then  becomes  his  duty  to  notify  the  inmate  and  his  guardian, 
or  nearest  known  kin  within  the  State  of  Montana,  and  in  case  such  inmate  has 
no  known  kin  within  the  State  of  Montana,  then  the  custodial  guard- 
ian of  such  inmate,  of  the  proposed  sterilization,  setting  a  date  for  him 
or  them  to  appear  before  the  State  Board  of  Eugenics  and  to  show  cause 
why  the  sterilization  should  not  take  place.  It  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the 
State  Board  of  Eugenics  to  withhold  the  approval  of  the  sterilization  of  said 
inmiate  until  the  Board  has  heard  and  passed  upon  the  merits  of  the  objec- 
tion. At  the  hearing  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Eugenics 
either   to   approve    or    disapprove    the  sterilization. 

Failure  of  complainants  to  appear  at  the  hearing  after  due  notice  shall 
be  considered  as  a  waiver  of  all  objections. 

Upon  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Eugenics,  the  secretary  thereof 
shall  endorse  the  approval  on  the  back  of  the  sterilization  certificate  of  the 
inmate,  and  the  chief  physician  shall  cause  sterilization  to  proceed  as  though 
the  consent  were  given. 

Ali  decisions  of  the  State  Board  of  Eugenics  shall  be  appealable  to  the 
District  Court  of  the  district  in  Avhich  the  custodial  institution  of  the  inmate 
i^  located  by  the  objecting  ])arty  or  parties  hereinbefore  mentioned  filing  a 
petition  againts  the  State  Board  of  Elugenics  in  said  Court,  in  which  case 
sterilization  proceedings  shall  be  suspended  until  final  disposition  of  the  case 
by  the  court.

liEPORTS   OF   SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  administration  of  all  Ex- 
ecutive Departments  and  Executive  Officers  of  the  State  of  Montana  submit- 
ted the  following-  l  eports  : 

Air.  I'resiclfnt .  We,  your  Special  Cofmmittee.  appointed  for  the  purpose 
of  investigating  state  officers  and  state  executive  departments  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  partial  report: 

That  A\o  have  investigated  the  office  of  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  and  we  find  that  there  was  appropriated  for  this  department 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1922,  the  sum  of  $31,750.00  for  the  puurpose 
of  paying  the  salary  of  the  State  Superintendent,  the  Deputy,  two  rural  sup- 
ervisors, one  High  School  Supervisor,  also  Clerk,  stenographers  and  office 
expenses.  , 

For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  expense  of  certification  of  teachers,  the 
sum  of  $8500.00  was  appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1922, 
We  find  that  none  of  this  money  has  been  expended,  that  the  fees  collected 
for  the  purpose  of  the  certification  of  teachers  has  covered  the  entire  cost 
of  such  certification  and  that  there  is  no  necessity  now  of  appropriating  any 
money  whatever  from  the  general  fund  of  the  state  for  this  purpose,  there- 
fore  we   recommend   that    this    appropriation   be  abolished. 

In  the  department  of  vocational  education,  wliich  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  one-half  of  the  money  for  this  depart- 
ment is  appropriated  by  the  state  and  the  other  half  is  appropriated  by  the 
federal  government.  For  the  last  fiscal  year  the  total  appropriation  from 
both  sources  was  $51,000.00.  We  believe  there  is  an  opportunity  for  the  re- 
duction of  some  of  the  expenses  in  this  department  and  elimination  of  some 
of  the  Supervisors  in  this  vocational  training  department  without  injury  to 
the  department  and  still  accomplish  at  least  as  «ood  or  maybe  better  results, 
therefor  wc  i-ecouimend  for  tlie  next  biennium  the  sum  of  $^0,000.00  by  the 
state  to  be  appropriated  for  this  department  which  will  mean  when  the  gov- 
ernment appropriation  is  added  to  this  the  sum  of  $40,0000.00  will  be  appro- 
priated for  vocational  purposes,  which  we  believe  is  sufficient  to  cover  all 
purposes  and  not  in  any  way  hinder  vocational  training. 

We  further  find  that  tlie  Legislature  appropriated  the  sum  of  $20,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  normal  training  in  High  Schools  for  the  fiscal  year  1922.  This 
work  is  being  conducted  over  the  State  of  Montana  for  the  purpose  of  tram-, 
ing  teachers,  but  we  believe  that  this  can  be  cut  down  to  $15,000.00  per  annum; 
without  seriously  hindering  the  normal  training  in  High  Schools  by  the  re-i 
duction  of  expenses  in  the  method  of  handling  this  work  and  the  elimination 
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of  unnecessary  teachers  by  arranoenieiit  with  tJigli  Scliool  Boards  in  the 
state  for  cooperation  in  tlie  work  of  seh'ctino-  teachers  and  the  payment  of 
expenses,  partially  by  the  High  School  Board -and  partially  by  the  state. 

■  In  the  office  of  tlie  State  Superintendent,  your  committee  was  under 
the  impression  that  tliere  were  a  large  number  of  rural  supervisors  and  high 
school  supervisors  in  the  employ  of  said  Superintendent  for  the  purpose  in- 
specting ruial  soliools  and  high  school.  Your  committee  finds  there  are  only 
two  supervisors  aiid  one  high  school  supervisor.  Owing  to  the  fact  there  is  no 
provision  ^  in  the  law  requiring  County  Sui)erintendents  to  have  any  of  the 
.nullifications  of  a  teacher  and  furthermore,  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that 
there  are  so  many  of  our  County  Superintendents  who  are  untrained  either  in 
the  Avork  of  teaching  or  in  the  work  of  administration  of  their  office,  we 
believe  that  it  Mould  be  unwise  to  abolish  these  two  rural  inspectors.  It  is  part- 
ly the  duty  of  these  two  rural  inspectors  to  assist  the  County  Superintendent 
m  the  work  of  administration  of  their  office  in  the  county  and  also  inspect 
them  as  to  their  duties  with  reference  to  taking  examinations  and  lookino- 
after  the  teachers  in  their  county.  This  costs  the  state  about  $6,600.00  per  year 
and  might  be  eliminated  but  we  believe  that  the  cost  is  so  small  that  it 
would  be  unwise  at  this  time  to  abolish  these  two  rural  inspectors. 

With  reference  to  the  high  school  supervisor  w^e  believe  that  there  is 
some  need  for  this  office  but  owing  to  the  condition  of  the  State  Treasury 
we  d'o  not  feel  justified  in  recommending  that  he  be  retained  in  office.  As 
Ithis  is  costing  the  state  about  $3,500.00  per  year  which  is  not  very  much 
Ibut  we  do  not  feel  that  he  is  needed  in  the  same  manner  that  the  rural  snp- 
lervisors  are  needed,  therefor  we  recommend  that  the  office  of  high  school 
i supervisor  he  abolished  at  a  saving  to  the  state  of  $3,500.00  per  annum.  In 
niakmg  this  recommendation  we  however  further  recommend  that  the  State 
Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Montana  prescribe  a  standard  hio-h  school 
course  for  all  accredited  high  schools  in  the  State  of  Montana;  also  we  recom- 
mend the  State  Board  of  Education  make  recommendation  to  the  hio-h  school 
boarcls  of  the  state  on  the  question  of  text  books  and  that  the  State  Board 
'>f  Education  make  or  prescribe  certain  rules  and  regulations  prescribino-  the 
manner  m  which  high  schools  shall  become  accredited  so  that  the  pupils 
""Y-n^l*^^  colleges  and  schools  of  the  state  without  examination,  and  that 
I  bill  be  introduced  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature  carryino-  out  these 
recommendations. 

If  our  recommendations  with  reference  to  this  office  are  carried  out  we 
)elieve  that  the  sum  of  $34000.00  may  be  eliminated  from  the  biennial'  ap- 
rropriation  for  this  department  of  education  without  injurino-  the  state  or 
seriously  hindering  the  duties  of  the  office.  This  would'  mean  the  elimina- 
lon  of  all  money  for  the  purpose  of  certification  of  teachers,  the  eliniina- 
lon  of  high  school  supervisors  and  cutting  the  appropriation  for  normal  train- 
ng  in  high  schools  from  $20,000.00  per  annum  to  $15,000.00  per  annum  and 
m  annual  appropriation  from  the  state  of  ^$20,000.00  for  vocational  training 
mrposes.  ^

iueting  the  expenses  amounting  to  the   sum  of  $33,859.45  there  was  turned

'^)/l.l(.4,).,.  We  also  find  that  there  was  appropriated  for  this  office  from 
n/'rr'^^V'noif^^f  '^"^^  f^'"'"  ^'^^  ^f^tor  Vehicle  Department  fund  tne 
'11   f.   .Hi..)00.0D;   that  there  was  appropriated  from   the  general   fund  the 
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suiTi  of  $8,935.00  for  the  administration  of  the  oil  inspection  laws.  All  the 
costs  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Department  are  taken  out  of  the  license  fees 
collected  from  this  department  which  amounted  last  year  to  the  sum  above 
stated.  The  salary  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  of  his  assistants  are  paid 
from  the  general  fund,  but  not  quite  all  of  the  appropriation  for  the  last 
fiscal  year  was  consumed.  The  Gas  and  Oil  Inspection  Department  consumed 
$7,2.52.65.  This  department  takes  an  annual  appropriation  of  around  $8,0000.00 
a  year  to  administer  and  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  depart- 
ment can  be  abolished  without  injury  to  the  state  and  at  the  saving  of  $16,000.00 
from  the  biennial  appropriation,  therefor  we  recommend  that  this  Gas  and  Oil 
Inspection  Department  be  abolished  and  that  the  duties  of  this  office  be  per- 
fontied  by  the  Secretary  of  State  as  Ex-Officio  Gas  and  Oil  Inspector  and 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Deputy  Siealers  of  Weights  and  Measures  who 
are  either  the  County  Auditor  or  County  Clerks  and  Recorders  of  the  respec- 
ti^■e  counties  and  that  no  additional  fees  or  salaries  be  paid  and  that  only 
where  necessery  a  small  appropriation  be  made  to  cover  actual  traveling 
e\i)enses.  We  believe  that  this  will  save  the  state  the  sum  of  $16,000.00 
biennially  from  the  general  appropriation  bill. 

With  reference  to  the  Motor  Vehicle  Department:  we  do  not  find  that 
any  change  can  be  made  advantageously  to  the  state  in  the  method  of  handling 
the  buying  and  disposal  of  automobile  license  plates  at  the  present  time. 
There  haA^e  been  some  bills  introduced  and  some  talk  about  moving  the  de- 
partment to  the  State  Prison.  This  can  be  done,  of  course,  but  the  cost 
of  the  machinery  to  do  this  would  be  a  considerable  sum  of  money  and  the 
enamelling  process  unless  well  understood  is  a  costlv  and  very  technical  job. 
If  this  part  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  business  were  moved  to  the  State  Prison, 
our  recommendation  would  be  that  in  addition  to  the  manufacture  of  motor 
\ehicle  plates,  there  also  be  installed  some  other  industrial  enterprises  where 
the  machinery  will  be  kept  busy  the  year  around  instead  of  a  month  or  two 
each  year.  If  the  machinery  necessary  to  manufacture  motor  vehicle  plates 
can  be  used  thei  year  around  for  the  production  of  other  things,  we  believe 
that  the  production  of  motor  vehicle  license  plates  can  be  produced  much 
cheaper  than  they  are  at  the  present  time,  but  under  the  present  circum- 
stances we  would  recommend  no  change  until  the  Legislature  has  provided 
for  the  installing  of  some  other  industrial  enterprise  at  the  prison  in  con- 
nection with  the  manufacture  of  motor  vehicle  license  plates.

The  Committee  on  Corporations  Other  Than  Municipal  submitted  the 
following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  on  Corporations  Other  Than  Mun- 
icipal, having  had  under  consideration,  Senate  Bill  X"o.  101,  introduced  by 
Speer,  being  a  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled: 

"An  Act  providing  the  fees  to  be  paid  by  foreign  corporations  for  filing 
a  certified  copy  of  its  charter  or  articles  of  incorporation  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana." 

Respectfully  report  as  folloAvs:  Tbat  Senate  Bill  No.  101  be  referred 
to  the  Judiciary  Committee.  HENDERSON,  Chairman. 

Report  adopted. 

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 
The   Committee   appointed   to  investigate   the   administration   of   all  ex- 
ecutive  departments   and  executive   officers   of  the   State   of   Montana  sub- 
mitted the  following  report: 

Mr.  Pl-esident:  We,  your  special  investigating  committee,  appointed  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  state  officers  and  executive  departments,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  partial  report: 

'  That  we  have  made  an  examination  of  the  office  of  State  Treasurer 
and  find  that  there  was  appropriated  for  salary  purposes  and  office  main- 
tenance for  the  Ti'easurer's .  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1922, 
the  sum  of  $26,570.00.  Of  this  amount  $23,414.55  was  expended  leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  $3,055.45  to  revert  to  the  general  fund. 

In  examining  this  office  your  committee  find  that  a  clerk  is  maintained 
and  also  a  stenographer  in  connection  with  the  Corporation  and  Inheritance 
tax  collection  and  since  the  creation  of  the  present  Tax  Commission  we  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  duties  covered  by  this  clerk  and  his  stenographer 
can  be  very  w^ell  handled  and  should  be  handled  bv  the  Tax  Commission, 
therefore  we  suggest  that  the  Corporation  and  Inheritance  Tax  clerk  at  a 
salary  of  $1,500.00  a  year  and  the  stenographer  at  a  salarv  of  $1380.00  a  year 
be  abolished  at  a  saving  to  the  state  of  $2,880.00  per  year.  This  will  cut  the 
sum  of  $5760.00  from  the  biennial  approoriation.  In  consultation  with  the 
State  Treasurer  we  find  also  that  if  this  department  is  continued  in  the 
State  Treasurer's  office  it  will  be  necessarv  for  him  to  have  an  Auditor  in 
addition  and  the  State  Treasurer  has  asked  that  an  i\uditor  be  added  with 
the  Clerk  and  has  asked  $4000.00  in  the  budsret  for  this  purpose.  If  the  duties 
of  this  department  are  moved  to  the  Tax  Commission  there  will  be  no  need 
of  having  an  Auditor,  therefor  we  recommend  the  change. 

Furthermore  in  consultation  with  the  State  Treasurer  with  reference 
to  the  funds  deposited  in  his  office,  we  findi  there  are  a  number  of  funds 
which  are  lying  idle  in  the  State  Treasurer's  office  for  a  number  of  years. 
These  funds  are  drawing  interest  at  the  rate  of  21^%  per  annum  and  no  war- 
rants have  been  drawn  againt  any  of  theiu  for  some  time  and  the  Treasurer 
recommends  that  these  funds  be  transferred  to  the  general  fund.  Mr.  Walker, 
the  State  Treasurer,  told  us  that  there  had  been  practically  no  change  in  the 
amount  of  these  funds  during  his  term  of  office  except  maybe  the  addition 
of  some  accumulation  and  that  there  was  no  reason  for  maintaining  them 
in  separate  funds.  The  state  is  paying  4%  on  its  warants  and  if  these  funds 
are  moved  to  the  general  fund  it  will  reduce  the  interest  that  the  state  is 
paying  to  that  extent,  therefor  we  recommend  that  this  change  be  made 
and  that  the  following  funds  be  transferred  from  the  special  fund  to  the 
general   fund  with    appropriate   legislation   necessary   to  make  the  transfer: 


Board  of  Health  Maintenance  Fund  $  8,747.81 

Gasoline  Inspection  Fund   6,666.44 

Teachers  Certificate  Fund   3,883.82 

War  Defense  Fund  Excess   95,897.26 

Anti-Hooj  Cholera  Serum  Fund   1,581..33 

Attorneys  License  Fund   1,880.30 

Law  Library  Fimd   11,611.85 

State  Banking  Fund  and  State  Eixaminer's  Fund   131,792.17 
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This  makes  a  sum  total  of  $260,180.68  which  can  just  as  well  be  moved 
to  the  general  fund  and  by  so  doing  the  state  will  cut  dowTV  a  number  of  out- 
standing registered  warrants  to  this  extent,  thereby  saving  4%  per  year.  If 
vou  deduct  the  21%  which  is  received  as  interest  from  the  4%  the  net  gain 
is  11.%  per  annum  or  $3900.00  making  a  saving  to  the  state  for  the  next 
biennium  of  $7800.00. 

If  these  suggestive  changes  in  the  State  Treasurer's  office  are  made,  the 
state  will  save  for  the  next  biennium  the  sum  of  $13,560.00.  and  we  recom- 
mend that  these  changes  be  made.

tion. S'lK-h  ,o()vernin<r  l)oar!l  unist  also,  nt  the  same  time,  ascertain  and  de- 
termine the  total  amount  of  all  warrants  issued  against  each  fund  during  and 
payable  out  of  the  appropriations  for  such  fiscal  year,  and  which  remained 
outstanding  and  unpaid  at  the  close  of  such  fiscal  year  because  of  insufficient 
money  in  the  fund  on  which  drawn  to  pay  the  same,  together  with  the  amount 
of  interest  accrued  thereon,  and  also  the  amount  of  all  claims  and  liabilities 
payable  out  of  the  appropriations  for  such  preceding  year  for  which  no  war- 
rants have  been  issued,  and  tlie  total  amount  of  such  claims  and  liabil- 
ities payable  out  of  eacli  particular  fund.  For  the  purpose  of  providing 
funds  for  the  payment  of  such  outstanding  warrants  and  such  claims  and 
liabilities,  the  governing  board  may,  whenever  the  total  amount  of  delin- 
quent taxes  for  such  preceding  year,  on  real  estate,  other  than  mineral  reser- 
vations, payable  into  any  fund  shall  be  more  than  ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  the 
total  amount  of  taxes  levied  during  such  preceding  year  on  real  estate,  other 
than  mineral  reservations  for  such  fund,  and  without  being  required  to  sub- 
mit the  question  of  so  doing  to  any  election  by  a  resolution  providing  for 
the  borrowing  of  money  for  such  fund  in  an  amormt  equal  to  the  excess  of  such 
delinquent  taxes  over  said  ten  per  cent  (10%),  and  shall  issue  certificates  of 
indebtedness  tlierefor  which  shall  be  in  denominations  of  $100,  or  multiples, 
thereof,  shall  bear  interest  nt  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  (6%)  per  annum  from  the 
date  thereof  until  paid  and  r(M|et'U!(Ml.  nud  sliall  be  registered  in  the  office  of  the 
treasurer  of  the  municipal  corpoi  atinu.  Sue!'  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be 
in  substantially  the  same  form  as  warrants  cliiiwn  against  the  general  fund  of  the 
municipal  corporation,  except  that  they  shall  be  known  as  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness and  each  shall  recite  in  the  body  thereof  that  it  is  drawn  against  and 
the  principal  and  interest  thereof  is  payable  out  of  a  special  fund  to  be  known 

as  the  "Delinquest  Tax  Fund  for  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30th,  19  " 

and  will  be  called  in  and  paid  and  redeemed  whenever  there  is  sufficient 
money  in  such  fund  applicable  for  such  purposes.  Such  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness may  be  sold  by  the  governing  board  at  either  public  or  private 
sale,  but  shall  not  be  sold  at  less  than  their  par  or  face  value,  or  may  be 
exchanged  for  such  outstanding  warrants,  dollar  for  dollar  with  accrued  in- 
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terost  thereon,  but  no  brokera.ue,  legal,  or  other  fees  or  conunissioiis  of  any 
kind  shall  be  paid  to  an}^  person  or  corporation  for  negotiating-  or  assisting 
in  the  preparation,  sale  or  exchange  thereof. 

Such  resolution  must  create  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Delinquent  Tax 

Fund  for  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  SOtli,  11)  "  and  shall  provide  that 

all  ilelin(]uent  tax.',  levied  dining  sucli  year  for  the  funds  for  which 

such  money  has  been  i)()ii-<M\ cd.  together  with  all  ])enalties,  interest  and  costs 
added  thereto,  shall  be.  as  fast  as  the  same  are  collected,  paid  into  and  de- 
posited to  the  credit  of  such  fund,  and  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of 
principal  of  and  interest  on  such  certificates  of  indebtedness  and  for  no  other 
purpose. 

'l^ie  moneys  so  borrowed  fen-  each  of  such  funds  sliall  be  deposited  to  the 
credit  thereof  and  shall  be  used  for  the  pur])Ose  of  calling  in  and  paying  and 
redeeming  the  outstanding  warrants  drawn  against  such  funds  and  the  claims 
and  liabilities  created  during  such  fiscal  year,  together  with  the  interest 
thereon,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  municipal  corporation, 
immediately  upon  receiving  the  money  so  borrowed  to  deposit  the  same  to 
the  credit  of  the  proper  funds  and  to  call  in  for  payment  such  warrants, 
claims  and  liabilities,  or  so  much  thereof  as  such  money  will  pay. 

The  treasurer  of  the  municipal  corporation  shall,  whenever  there  shall 
be  any  money  in  any  delin(|uent  tax  fund  sufficient  to  pay  one  or  more  of  the 
certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  against  such  fund,  with  accrued  interest, 
call  the  same  in  for  ])ayment  and  redemption  in  tlie  same  manner  that  war- 
rants against  the  general  fund  of  the  municipal  are  called  in  for  payment 
and  redemption  and  interest  on  such  certificates  shall  cease  on  the  date 
specified  in  the  notice  calling  such  certificates  in  for  payment.  If.  after  all 
certificates  of  indebtedness  drawn  against  any  delinquent  tax  fund  sliall  have 
been  fully  paid,  there  remains  any  balance  in  such  fund,  such  li-ilance  shall 
he  apportioned  to  the  several  funds  for  which  money  was  borowed  in  i)r()]>or- 
tion  to  the  total  amount  of  taxes  levied  for  each  fund  in  s\u'li  fiscal  year, 
and  such  fund  shall  thereupon  ]>e  terminated,  and  all  delinquent  taxes  for 
such  year  thereafter  iiaid  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  funds  for  which  the  same 
were  originally  levied.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  Committe  appointed  to  investigate  administration  of  all  executive  de 
partments  and  executive  officers  of  the  state  government  submitted  the  following 
reports  : 

Mr.  President  :  We.  your  committee,  appointed,  for  the  i)uri.(Ose  of  examin- 
ing state  officers  and  state  executive  departments  l)eg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing part'ial  report : 

'I'hat  we  ha\e  examined  the  office  of  the  custodian  of  the  Historical  Library 
and  we  find  his  salary  to  he  $2100.00  and  that  of  his  assistant  ISOO.OO:  that  the 
expenditures  for  said  offic(>  w  ere  $4795.77.  We  further  find  that  tlie  ai>propriatiou 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  .Tune  30.  1922  was  .$5037.00.  We  cannot  see  much 
opportunity  for  i  ('commending  any  change  or  reducton  in  this  office  owing  to  the 
fact  that  there  are  only  two  peojile  charg(Ml  with  the  duty  of  looking  after  the 
office  and  if  it  is  worth  maintaining  at  all  it  requires  the  help  of  an  assistant, 
for  in  the  event  the  Librarian  must  leave  or  is  sick  there  is  no  one  to  look  after 
the  work  or  keep  the  office  open. 

In  conversation  with  this  office  we  find  that  other  offices  are  encroaching 
upon  the  privileges  of  the  library  to  a  consideralde  (>xtent.  We  find  that'  the 
Highway  Commission  is  occiwins  ^  considemb!.'  sjin-e  in  the  library  ancl  that 
the  Board  of  Equalization  is  also  occupying  rooms  in,  the  Historical  Library 
department.  We  in-esume  this  condition  prevails  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
offices  in  the  Uapitol  l)uihling  nvo  crowded  and  that  there  is  no  room  for  these 
l>eople  to  work  elsewhere.  This  is  an  unfortunate  situation  because  it  hinders 
the  librarian  in  keeping  his  work  in  order. 

In  this  connection  it  might  not  be  out  of  phace  for  this  conumitte':^  to  make 
a  recommendation  concerning  the  Historical  Library. 


STATE  OF  MONTANA 


The  State  of  Montana  is  thv  lu'ir  liMiii  tiic  rionccis  of  one  of  its  most 
precious  institutions,  the  Historical  Society  of  Aloulnnn.  incorporarcd  by  the  first 
territorial  Legislative  Assembly  on   F<'bruary  2n(l,  ]Si\~). 

It  was  nearly  t\v<'nt\-  years  later,  Sept.  11th,  ISSj,  that  tlu^s;'  sturdy  i)io- 
neers  organized  the  i)oi>nlar  Society  of  Montana  l*ion(>ers  since  which  time  the  two 
societies  have  labored  in  harmony  to  preserve  for  future  generations  the  history 
of  this  empire  state  of  the  west. 

The  call  for  its  organization  stated  that  :  "']''he  events  of  our  early  or 
jiic.iK^er  history  are  rapidly  fading  from  tlH>  memory  of  Montanians.  The  actors 
ihenieselves,  scattered  to  nearly  every  ^jart  of  tlic  liabital)le  earth,  are  as  rapidly 
passing  away.  Cliange  Ims  already  beeii  ineffaceably  im])resse(l  upon  all  of  the 
domain  west  of  the  ^Missouri  ri\-er.  Nowhere  is  t!:at  change  more  marked  than 
within  the  limits  of  our  own  ])eerl(>ss  Montana.  'J'lie  isohition  of  the  inist  has  been 
broken  by  the  welcome  invasion  of  the  ir{>n  horse  [or,  \-er.  ^riw  tragic  chapters 
of  our  pioneer  history  have  all  been  writu^u  ami  recoKh-i.  \r(>  have  aided  in 
planting  a  civilization  and  a  commonwealt li  on  the  headwatss  of  the  mighty 
Missouri  and  on  the  babbling  brooks  and  streams  that  feed  the  t'oir.nibia  of  the 
West.  The  merciless  Indian  savage  has  been  subdued  and  sul)jected  to  tlit>  rules 
and  regulations  of  our  civilization.  I'iie  epoch  of  highway  robberies  lias  passed 
away.  No  weary  weeks  are  recpiired  to  rcnicli  oui-  onic  isolated  Montana,  for 
railway  trains  hav(>  sui^ei'seded  the  rickety  conclies  and  snail-like  ox-team  expr(-s.-;es. 
We  are  no  longer  deix'ud.ent  on  Mormon  suiiplies.  but  can  now^  reach  to  the  far 
West  and  distant  East  for  all  our  needs. 

The  strange  and  exceptional  environment  which  made  pioneers  responsible ' 
for  order  and  good  governminit  in  the  abs(>nce  of  law,  and  tested  t!ie  courage, 
prudence,  integrity,  fortitude,  intelHgenc.^  and  inventive  genius  of  old-time  Mon- 
tanians has  forever  i;  assed  away.  We  are  entei'ing  upon  an  era  which  is  io  be 
the  second  chapter  of  our  history.  I'icmeers  will  be  ])ardoned  by  tlie  pilgrim 
or  newcomer  for  clinging  with  a  vivid,  refreshed  and  affectionate  memory  to  the 
changeless  Pioneer  Past,  and  for  recalling  with  feelings  akin  to  iiride  the  days 
that  are  no  more.  The  panorama  of  human  in'ogress,  from  semi-barbarious  life 
to  our  present  culture,  has  moved  before  our  eyes  and  its  responsible  actors 
have  achieved  more  than  we  appreciate  and  for  which  they  will  never  l)e  i)ropi'riy 
credited." 

The  relation  of  the  two  societies  have  been  most  cordial  through  their  en- 
tire history  and  their  work  in  their  respective  fields  most  valuable.  The  field 
of  the  Historical  'Society  is  just  expanding  into  one  of  great  usefulness  and  it 
is  to  be  regretted  that  the  ranks  of  the  Pioneers  of  ^Montana  are  dwindling  to  a 
degree  which  indicates  that  the  days  of  their  organization   are  numbered.  Of 

;  them  the  words  on  the  tomb  of  Sir  Christopher  Wren  are  peculiarly  api)ro!i i!-:ate 
"Si  monumenlnim  requiris  circumspice"    (If  you  ask  for  their  monument,  hxjk 

: about  you.) 

I  The  State  of  Montana  should  be  es])ecially  desirous  of  fostering  the  on(> 
and  perpetuation  of  the  deeds  and  worth  of  the  other  and  in  this  desires  to  enlist 
the  interest  of  all  peo])le  of  the  state.  The  incorporators,  trnste(>s  an  1  officei-s 
of  the  Historical  Society  during  the  past  fifty-eight  years  Innc  been  gatliering 
a  wonderful  collection  of  historical  material  and  relics  of  oni'  exjtloration, 
trapper,  trader  and  i)ioneer  periods  now  occupying  its  (piarters  in  the  Slate 
Capitol,  but  it  is  evident  that  in  justice  to  its  expanding  needs  a  home  slionld 
be  erected  for  it  on  the  capital  grounds  and  which  witli  great'  jjrojiriety  miiiht 
be  a  monument  to  the  ])ioneers.  To  this  worthy  and  laudabh^  objec<^  we  l)(>!ieve 
that  scholars  and  pioneers  and  ])ilgrims  Avill  be  glad  to  contribut(>. 

We  suggest  to  the  Society  of  Montana  Pioneers  that  they  get  behind  a  movt>- 
ment  of  this  kind  for  the  erection  of  a  Historical  Building  on  the  capitol  grounds 
for  the  ])urpose  of  housing  this  most  excellent  colh^ction  i)res(n've(l  from  the  ear'y 
days  of  Montana,  togetlier  with  the  books  and  records  of  the  Society  of  Montana 
Pioneers  and  the  history  of  their  doings  together  with  all  books  and  other 
equipment  of  the  Ilistoi-ical  Lil)rary  :  that  this  liuildinu-  be  of  sufficient  size  to 
hionse  this  depa, I'TmenT  for  yeai's  to  vomv  and  tlint  a  fund  be  crealed  for  the  onr.-jsc- 
)f  recei>-ing  (  on  tribn  t !( ms  from  those  who  feel  able  to  gi\-e  ,"or  the  i)i,r;)os'>  of 
<'onstrncting  this  building  and  th.at  i)ioneers  who  ha\'e  spent  Hear  li\-es  and  ac- 
'1.  iiiatcd   tlieii'   fortun.f  s   in   this  urand  old   state   l)e  given   th(>  opjionnnity  to 
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assist  wiih  this  fund,  and  tliat  tlie  State  of  Montana  as  soon  as  it  sliall  be  able 
be  requested  to  add  to  sncli  fund  by  appropriation  so  that  a  snitabl'i  building 
may  be  erected  which  will  be  a  pride  to  the  posterity  of  the  pion..Hns  of  ]\Toutai»a 
and  a  monument  to  their  memory.  We  believe  that  if  this  is  done  the  histori- 
cal department  will  be  a  pleasure  to  all  who  journey  to  the  capitol  and  a  source 
of  great  information  and  usefulness  to  all  citizens  of  the  state.

Mr  President:  We,  your  committee,  appointted  for  the  purpose  of  investi- 
gating state  offices  and  state  executive  departments  beg  leave  to  submit  the 

followii:)?:;  pai  tuu  . 

That  we  have  examined  the  office  of  the  State  Librarian  and  his  conduct 
of  the  State  Library  and  find  substantialy  as  follows :  that  the  salary  of  the 
Librarian  and  clerk  together  are  $4,000.00  and  that  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  was 
appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  books,  that  all  other  expenses  including  the 
Reference  Library  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $860.00.  This  office  has  been  main- 
tained at  about  this  expense  for  a  number  of  years  and  we  have  nothing-  to 
offer  in  the  way  of  unfriendly  criticism  toward  the  management  of  this  depart- 
ment. 

A  certain  number  of  books  are  required  for  the  u,ri-keep  of  the  library  every 
year  and  we  (ion't  feel  t'liat  $B.CK)0.00  is  an  unwarranted  sum  for  this  pui'pose. 

A  great  many  additions  miaht  be  made  to  the  library  which  would  be  a 
great  help  and  convenience  in  the  use  of  the  library  but  owing  to  the  financial 
condition  of  the  state  we  hesitate  about  making  any  such  recommendation  at 
this  time.  Therefore  we  recommend  to  the  Finance  and  Claims  Committee  of 
the  Senate  that  the  library  should  receive  abotit  the  same  amount  of  money 
as  it  has  for  the  past  two  years. 

Report  adopted.  PAUL,  Chairman. 

Mr.  President :  We.  your  committee,  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  exam- 
ining state  officers  and  state  executive  departments  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing partial  report : 

That  we  have  examined  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State 
of  Montana  and  we  find  that  he  has  an  appropriation  for  the  past  fiscal  year 
of  $29,000.00;  that  of  this  sum  he  has  expended  about  $27,000.00.  The  expenses 
of  this  office  have  not  changed  materially  for  the  past  six  years. 

Since  the  last  biennial  period  a  great  many  foreclosures  on  behalf  of  the 
state  land  board  have  been  instituted  by  the  Attorney  General's  office  which 
has  made  considerable  extra-  work  in  this  office.  However,  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral has  .been  able  to  take  care  of  it  without  additional  help  and  if  it  were  not 
for  this  we  believe  that  a  reduction  might  be  made  in  tae  number  of  assistants, 
but  owing  to  the  fact  that  during  the  next  bienuium  there  are  around  five  hundred 
additional  mortgages  to  be  foreclosed  which  will  entail  considerable  office  work 
to  look  after  the  details  of  these  foreclosures,  therefore  we  recommend  no  change 
in  the  present  time.  We  recommend  to  the  Finance  and  Claims  Committee  of 
the  Senate  that  the  annual  appropriation  for  this  office  remain  the  same  as  toe 
the  past  fiscal  year.

On  May  20,  1921,  he  w^as 
granted  a  full  and  unconditional  pardon,  because  of  his  youth  and  the-  belief 
of  the  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  others  that  he  had  been  sufficiently  punished. 

M.  J.  MEANY — Committed  from  Silver  Bow  county  Januai-y  50.  1909,  for 
robbing  a  cigar  store  and  pool  hall  in  the  City  of  Butte.  Sentence — ^20  years. 
3e  escaped  November  5,  1917,  was  recaptured  and  returned  September  22,  1918. 
In  unconditional  pardon  was  granted  June  10,  1921,  because  of  the  fact  that 
le  was  little  more  than  a  boy  when  the  crime  was  committed,  he  came  from  a 
?ood  family  and  the  action  was  urged  by  may  people  of  prominence  through 
etters  and  petitions. 

JAMES  A.  TAYLOR— Committed  from  Fergus  county  November  9,  1919,  for 
'.rand  larceny.  Sentence — 6  to  12  years.  An  unconditional  pardon  was  granted 
fnne  13,  1921,  it  being  evident  that  the  evidence  at  the  trial  did  not  warrant 
0  heavy  a  penalty.  This  action  was  taken  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
udge  and  prosecuting  attorney  as  well  as  others. 

HENRY  AMEND — Committed  from  Yellowstone  county  June  18,  1920. 
ir  the  charge  of  assault.  Sentence — 2  to  4  years.  Because  of  his  good  con- 
uct  and  industry,  he  was  granted  a  pardon  on  June  13,  1921. 
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JOOEF    HOCEV^R — ^Committed    from    Musselshell    county    February  22. 

1919,  for  the  crime  of  sedition.  Sentence,  (j  to  12  years.  It'  was  claimed  he 
was  a  victim  of  a  "frameup."  he  was  not  a  violent  seditionist  and  the  evidence 
was  not  strong.  A  full  and  uneonditioug,'  ^tardon  was  therefor  granted  on  June 
16,  1921. 

LOUIS  ^  OT'NG— Committed  from  Blaine  county  December  4,  1920,  for  tlie 
crime  of  forgery.  Sentence — 2  to  4  years.  Because  of  his  youth,  being  not  yet 
sixteen  years  of  age  when  crime  was  committed,  he  was  granted  a  full  and 
complete  pardon  on  July  5,  1921. 

REUBEN  BAB  COCK— Committed  from  Cascade  county  March  11,  1021. 

for  the  crimie  of  arson.    Sentence  1  to  2  years.    On  July  G,  1921,  he  was 

gi'antetl  an  unconditional  ]jardon,  because  of  dependent  family  and  the  receipt 
oL  various  letters  and  petitions  urging  such  action. 

JOHN  LUGO^Committed  from  Fergus  county  December  15,  1920,  for  the 
crime  of  grand  larceny.  Sentence — 3  to  (>  years.  A  full  and  complete  pardou 
granted  July  31,  1922,  because  of  his  good  record;  ill  health  and  the  expressed 
belief  of  the  judge  and  warden  that  he  had  more  than  paid  the  penalty  for 
his  part  in  the  crime. 

WILLIAM   H.   RILEY — Committed   from    Chouteau    county   February  It. 
1921,  for  assault  in  first  degree.    Sentence — $500  fine.    On  August  2,  1921,  he  was  i 
granted  a  remission  of  that  portion  of  his  fine  still  unpaid,  in  compliance  with;! 
petitions  filed  and  recommendation  of  judge  and  county  attorney.  i 

WM.  B.  NELSON — Committed  January  27.  1921,  from  Cascade  county, 
for  the  crime  of  forgery.  Sentence — 1  to  3  years.  August  27,  1921,  he  was 
given  a  full  and  unconditional  pardon,  because  of  ill  health,  a  dependent  family  ^ 
and  excellent  war  record. 

WM.  G.  BATES^Coramitted  from  Teton  county  February  2,  1910.  Sen- 
tence—IS  to  20  years.  Sentence  commuted  on  December  10,  1919,  to  8  to  20 
years.    Because  of  his  good   record   he   was   released   on   parole   February  15, 

1920,  His  emipjoyers  earnestly  endorsed  his  application  for  pardon.    He  was 
therefore  granted  an  unconditional  pardon  on  August  27,  1921. 

CARL  FER'DINAN'D  SOHNITTGER— Committed  from  Wheatland  county 
April  19,  1919,  for  the  crime  of  rape.  Sentence — ^20  to  40  years.  Because  of 
doubt  as  to  his  guilt,  he  was  granted  an  unconditional  pardon  November  29,  1921. : 

MARY  JONES — ^^Coraraitted  from  Cascade  county,  December  7,  1921,  charged 
with  giving  and  disposing  of  intoxicating  liquors.  Sentence  GO  days  in  county 
jail  and  fine  of  $200.  On  December  21,  1921,  she  was  granted  an  unconditional 
pardon  and  her  fine  remitted.  Ten  of  the  jurors,  several  Cascade  county  of- 
ficials and  the  county  attorney  joined  in  the  petition  for  clemency,  chiefly  be-  , 
cause  her  family  was  dependent  upon  her  for  support. 

CON  LONDBRGAN — Committed  from  the  county  of  Fergus,  November  3,.' 

1919,  for  the  crime  of  grand  larceny.    Sentence  1  to  3  years.    His  sentence  ' 

was'  suspended  by  the  District  Court  of  Fergus  County  on  November  15,  1919. 
He  reported  regularly  and  conducted  himself  well.  He  is  an  old  man  and  wished 
to  return  to  his  family  in  Iowa.  A  full  and  complete  pardon  was  granted 
February  1,  1922. 

MAUDE    APPLEBURY — Committed    from    Ravalli    county    December  Z. 

1921,  charged  ^'ith  contributing  to  the  delinquency  of  a  minor  child.  Sentence 
— i  months  in  county  jail  and  fine  of  $500.  Letters  and  statement  of  circnm- 
stanceb  surrounding  the  case  gave  evidence  that  this  was  a  case  warrantini> 
favorable  consideration.

11)21, 
for  the  crime  of  murder  in  second  de-rcH'.  Sentence — 20  to  4!l  yeni's.  Oil  May 
8,  192'2.  he  was  j>ranted  a  full  and  unconditional  pardon.  This  action  was  taken 
because  there  seen.ied  to  be  extenuatin;;-  circumstances  that  were  not  l)rouj>ht  out 
when  the  sentence  was  pronounced.  He  was  a  veteran  of  the  Tnion  Army  in 
the  Civil  War.  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  tli<'  Uep'iblic.  l>ecause  of  his 
advanced  age  and  ill  health,  his  comrades,  the  Woman's  lielief  ("orps.  and  others 
were  interested  in  securing  his  pardon  in  order  that  he  would  not  lia\e  to  spend 
his  last  da.ys  in  prison,  and  also  that  he  misht  become  eligible  to  admittance 
into  the  Soldiers'  Home.

'judge  who  tried  the  case,  the  Supreme  Court  Commissioner  who  reviewed  it. 
and  various  citizens  of  P>lain(^  county  so  urged  executive  clemency  that  an  un- 
conditional pardon  was  granted   AEay  16,  1922. 

HENRY  CARR— On  :\rarch  24.  1922,  upon  charge  of  violation  of  liquor 
laws  in  Lincoln  county,  sentenced  to  a  term  of  30  days  in  the  counfy  jail  and  a 
fine  of  $300.00.  L'pon  the  I'ecommendation  of  the  county  attorney  and  judge, 
and  also  a  ph^^sician  testifying  as  to  the  ill  health  of  the  i)risoner.  a  full  and 
unconditional  pardon  was  granted  July  25,  1922. 

I  PETER  J.  BALTZER— Committed  from  Yellowstone  county  February  2. 
:1922,  for  the  crime  of  stealing  a  suit  of  clothes.  Sentence — 21/2  to  5  years.  He 
is  an  ex-service  man.  served  o.verseas.  was  Avounded  and  gassed,  discharge 
certificate  from  army  marked  "excellent."    Pardon  granted  July  31.  192*2. 

JAY  BROI^GH — Committed  from  Yellowstone  county  March  S,  1916.  for 
the  crime  of  grand  larceny.  Sentence — 5  to  10  years.  Escaped  on  October  2. 
1920.  joined  the  N^avy  and  \\as  returned  January  27,  1921.  The  evidence  shows 
'that  his  sentence  was  severe.  His  record  was  good  and  his  parents  being  very 
old  were  in  need  of  his  assistance.  A  full  and  complete  jiardon  granted  July 
:u.  1!)2:2. 

THOMAS  VAN  BT^REN— f^ommitted  from  Silver  Bow  county  October  5. 
inio  for  the  crime  of  robbery.  Sentence — -3  to  10  years.  Escaped  November  21. 
101  (!.  and  returned  September  15.  1920.  He  sei'ved  more  than  the  minimum 
^■iitMnce  originally  imposed,  and  reimbursed  the  state  for  his  return  to  the  prison. 
T'nconditional  pardon  granted  December  5.  1922. 

CHARLES  WEASEL  HEAD— Committed  from  Glacier  county  for  the 
:'rime  of  assault  in  the  second  degree.  April  1,  1922.  Sentence — IVo  to  3  years. 
[Prisoner  was  in  bad  physical  condition,  health  failing  rapidly  as  a  result  of 
rub'^rcuiar  trouble.  AVished  to  return  home  to  spend  last  days  with  his  family. 
Full  and  complete  pardon  granted  Deceml^er  5.  1922. 
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M.  L.  SARGENT--Committed  from  Flathead  county.  December  15.  1920, 
or  selling  intoxicating  liquor.  Sentence  1  year  in  county  jail  and  fine  of 
^150.<X).  Sargent's  family  were  in  destitute  circumstances,  he  was  sufferin*r 
rom  asthma  and  enlargement  of  the  heart.  On  May  18,  1921,  he  was  granted 
•ardon  on  the  condition  that  he  refrain  from  all  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors 
I'd  also  pay  the  remainder  of  the  fine  imposed  upon  him  by  the  court. 

(;T'S  NORMAN — Committed  from  Yellowstone  county  May  IT.  1920.  for 
Im>  crime  of  luirglary.  Sentence,  1  to  2  years.  Three  months  after  entering 
he  prison  he  escaped  and  went  direct  to  his  home  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota, 
le  was  retnirned  P^ebruary  S.  1921.  The  family  desired  the  boy,  19  years  old. 
0  return  home.  They  reimbursed  the  state  for  expense  incident  to  his  aipprehen- 
ion  and  return  after  his  escape.  June  11.  1921.  a  full  pardon  was  granted  on 
!i<'  condition  that  Norman  should  leave  the  state  immediately  upon  his  release 
nd  remain  without  the  state:  and  that  his  family  pay  to  the  Warden  of  the 
'rison  the  sum  of  $278.90  to  reimburse  the  state.

Escaped  September  23,  19' 
returned  two  days  later.  Tried  for  escape,  sentenced  to  additional  term 
to  2  ycnrs.  Luppino  served  more  than  the  minimum  of  both  terms.  While 
in  prison  he  made  commendable  ]>rogress  in  secnrins;'  an  ednication  and  it  is 
claimed  that  he  has  shown  evidences  of  reformation.  August  2(5,  1!)21,  he  was 
pardoned  on  the  condition  that  he  pay  the  state  $207.00,  the  amount  exipended 
by  the  state  at  the  time  of  his  return  to  prison, 

WM.  LE:MM0X— Committed  from  Flathead  county,  August  2,  1916,  for  s 
the  crime  of  burgiary.  Sentenced  1  to  3  years.  Escaped  November  20,  1916, 
retuined  February  J)  H>20.  Eeromox  is  a  young  man,  a  Canadian  subject,  ami 
his  parents  were  anxious  to  take  him  back  to  their  home.  He  served  nearly  two 
years  for  his  offense.  September  0,  1921,  he  was  granted  a  pardon  conditioned 
upon  his  payment  of  the  sum  of  ,$255.00  to  the  ^^'arden  of  the  Prison,  thus 
reiml>iirsing  tlie  stat'e  for  th(>  expenditure  incident  to  his  return  to  the  prison 
in  11)20. 

LYLE  BURGETT— Committed  from  Custer  county.  May  IS,  1919,  for  the 
crime  of  bigamy.  Sentence — IS  months  to  3  years.  Escaped  July  14,  1919, 
returned  February  IS,  1921.  Burgett  enlisted  in  Army.  His  brother  lost  his 
life  in  France.  His  father  died  a  few  days  after  hearing  of  his  imprisonment. 
The  mother  lives  in  Illinois  and  was  anxious  for  his  release  so  that  she  could 
take  him  home.  A  full  pardon  was  granted  September  9,  1921,  on  the  con- 
dition that  he  pay  to  the  AVarden  the  sum  of  $1S5.00,  representing  the  amount 
expended  by  the  State  in  securing  his  return  to  the  prison. 

JOSEPH  W.  RICHARDSON— Committed  from  Flathead  county,  December 
28,  1920,  for  the  crime  of  rape.  Sentence  15  to  30  years.  On  February  11. 
1922.  sentence  Avas  commuted  to  2  to  30  years  uinon  the  express  condition  that 
Richardson  be  delivered  to  the  Federal  authorities  and  by  them  deported  to  Can- 
ada and  that  he  shall  not  return  to  the  state  of  Alontana  and  that  in  case  he 
should  return  to  the  state  he  shall  be  returned  to  the  state  prison  to  serve  the 
remainder  of  the  sentence  originally  imposed. 
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FRANK  SCHRIVNER  OR  ORA  ALVIN  SCHRIVEN— Committed  from 
Yellowstone  county,  July  13,  1921,  for  the  crime  of  burglary.  Sentence — 5  to 
10  years.  The  sentence  was  commuted  on  October  13,  1921,  so  that  the  prisoner 
might  ser\'e  the  unexpired  poi'tion  of  his  sentence  in  the  State  Industrial  School 
where  he  might  be  given  the  benefit  of  the  training  afforded  at  the  institution 
designated  by  law  for  youthful  offenders,  Schrivner  having  not  yet  retiched 
the  aae  of  sixUMm  years. 

I'ROL  T.AKADIE — Committed  from  Yellowstone  county.  December  25,  1921. 
for  the  crime  of  burglary,  first  degree.  Sentence — 7  to  14  years.  Applications 
A\'ere  made  and  verified  to  the  effect  that  Labadie  was  17  years  of  age  Sep- 
tember 11,  1921,  asking  tl'at  he  be  transferred  to  tlie  State  Industrial  School. 
This  was  done  June  1,  1922,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
12507  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  ALontana,  1921. 

OTTO  STONE — ^Committed  from  Yellowstone  county.  D-^cember  2').  1921. 
charged  with  burglary  in  first  degree.  Sentence — 7  to  14  years.  Stone  was 
implicated  in  the  same  burglary  as  was  Labadie  and  their  sentences  were  identical. 
Stone  was  sixteen  years  of  age  when  crime  was  committed.  In  compliance  witli 
application  made  by  his  mother,  he  was  transferred  to  the  State  Industrial 
School  October  9.  1922,  -in  accordance  Avith  provisions  of  Section  12507  of 
Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1921. 

JOE  GLIKO — January  28,  1921,  sentenced  to  serve  90  days  in  the  county  jail 
of  Cascade  county  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  $200.00.  charged  with  the  violation 
of  the  prohibition  laws.  He  lias  a  family  to  support,  owais  640  acres  of  land 
on  which  he  owes  $12,000  and  has  raised  no  crop  on  the  land  for  three  years. 
To  remain  in  jail  until  the  exipiration  of  his  sentence  woukl  have  made  it  im- 
possible for  him  to  get  his  land  ready  for  seeding.  On  April  12,  1921,  his  sen- 
tence was  commuted  by  a   I'emission  of  the  fine  of  $2<10.00. 
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ROY  BRl'D'GES — rominittcd  from  Moa.uhor  county,  January  V-K  1!>1T,  for 
the  crime  of  murder  in  the  second  dc-rc:'.  Sentvnce— 10  to  12  years.  r.(n'ause 
of  the  youth  of  Brid.ues.  the  fact  that  h"  was  a  model  prisoner  and  also  showed 
indications  of  havini;  h^arned  wvU  the  h'sson  sought  to  he  impressed  upon  him 
by  the  sentence  imp'(;sed.  his  sentence  was  commuted  to  eiglit  to  twelve  years. 

J.  A.  OAKTEK — Charged  with  bootlegging  in  Flathead  county.  Sentence 
— G  months  in  county  jail  and  fine  of  $300.00.  Because  of  a  dependent  family 
and  letters  urging  such  action  his  sentence  was  commuted  on  April  30,  1921, 
to  the  payment  of  the  fine  of  $300.00. 

WILLIAM  BUCHFINCK — Committed  from  Madison  county,  December  3, 
1920,  for  the  crime  of  grand  larceny.  Sentence — 2  to  4  years.  Because  of  ad- 
verse conditions  on  a  dry  land  farm,  l*>uchfinck  killed  a  calf  belonging  to  an- 
other in  order  to  provide  himself  with  food.  Because  of  his  needy  family  and 
the  fact  that  he  was  a  model  ii:'risoner,  and  also  because  of  circumstances  which 
led  to  the  offense,  liis  sentence  was  commuted  to  1  to   1  y(>nis. 

I  K,  L.  WYMAX — Committed  from  Dawson  county,  October  13.  1918,  charged 
with  sedition.  Sentence — '(>  to  12  years.  Wyman  has  persistently  asserted  bis 
innocence.    Because  of  liis  ];re\ic'(,s  good  Character  and  exceltent   record  as  a 

!  citi/en  and  public  official,   and  the  heavy  punishment  given  him,  his  sentence 

'was  ccnDuuted  to       lo   12  .\iars. 

ANTON  SCIIAFEK— Commitfed  from  Fergus  county,  June  18,  1918,  charg- 
ed with  sedition.  Sentence — Fine  of  $12,000.  Many  letters  from  people  of 
influence  and  position  were  filed  testifying  as  to  Schafer's  industry  and  the  fact 
that  lie  was  law  abiding  citizen.  The  evidence  in  the  case  indicates  that 
the  two  principal  witnesses  who  testified  in  the  case  were  extremely  desirous 
oi  convicting  Schafer  on  account  of  a  private  quarrel.  It  is  evident  that 
the  iKMialty  imposed  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  offense  committed.  On 
June  1,  1921,  the  sentence  was  commuted  from  a  fine  of  $12,000  to  one  of  $500. 

LOUIS  L.  FOWLER— Committed  from  Madison  county,  October  16,  1918, 
charged  \vith  sedition.  iSentence — 4  to  8  years  and  fine  of  $3000.  In  support 
of  a])i)ljcation  for  commutation,  it  was  shown  that  at  time  of  trial  Fowler  ap- 
peared without  counsel.  Ten  of  the  twelve  juiois  who  tried  t'he  case  signed 
a  petition  asking  for  commutation.    The  two  othei-  jurors  were  out  of  the  state 

I  and  did  not  sign.  Some  of  the  witnesses  later  signed  affidavit  certifying  that 
some  of  the  testimony  given  by  them  was  doubtful.  ]Many  petitions  and  letters 
were  filed  in  support  of  tlu>  application  for  commutation.  It  is  shown  that 
Fowler  had  lived  many  years  in  Madison  county  and  was  generally  known  as  an 
;  .  honest,  industrious,  ]>ublic  sipirited  citizen.    On  June  1,  1921.  the  sentence  was 

'commuted  to  the  payment  of  the  $3000  fine. 

ROY   MONTGOMERY— Committed   from   Musselshell   county,   August  29. 
1920.  charged  with  the  crime  of  rape.    Sentence  4  to  8  years.    The  presiding 
judge  wrote  that  if  he  had  secured  as  complete  evidence  as  he  afterward  acquired, 
he  would  have  been  much  more  lenient  in  pronouncing  sentence.    June  3,  1921. 
J  j  his  sentence  was  commuted  to  1  to  8  years. 

t  E.  V.  STARR — Committed  from  Rosebud  county.  September  27,  1918,  for 
■  the  crime  of  sedition.  iSentence — 10  to  20  years.  The  judge  before  whom  the 
case  was  brought  in  the  Federal  Court  considered  the  severe  sentence  an  in- 
justice and  that  the  man  was  sinned  against  and  that  those  who  accused  him 
should  have  been  punished  and  not  Starr.  On  June  4.  1921.  his  sentence  was 
i  \  commuted  to  5  to  20  years. 
I  O.  B.  WHITCOMB^Committed  from  Custer  county.  November  11.  1919. 
for  forgery.  Sentence — '5  to  10  years.  Whitcomb  and  another  were  charged 
i  jointlv  for  forgery.  The  other  imn  it  seems  was  the  moving  spirit  in  the 
•  crime,  but  he  received  a  suspended  sentence.  Many  friends  and  neighbors  of 
[  Whitcomb's  joined  in  asking  for  commutation  of  his  sentence.  On  June  13, 
!  1921,  the  sentence  was  commuted  to  3  to  0  years. 

riEORGE  PERRY— Committed  from  Fallon  county,  December  29,  1920, 
.''')r  the  crime  of  burglary.  Sentence  1  to  2  \-ears.  This  man  and  his  hroth(>r 
were  jointly  charged  with  breaking  into  a  granary  and  stealing  five  or  six  sacks 
of  barley.    Many  of  his  neighbors  joined  in  petitioning  for  clemency  and  as  this 
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was  a  case  wliere  it  seemed  the  benefit  of  the  paroK'  hwv  might  well  be  extern: 
the  sentence  was  commuted  to  G  months  to  1  year.  .Imie  13,  1921. 

JOHN  PERRY— Committed  from  Fallon  county.  December  29.  1920.  Im 
fhe  crime  of  burglary.  Sentence  1  to  2  years.  The  circumstances  were  tlie 
same  in  the  case  of  John  Perry  as  in  that  of  George  Perry.  This  sentence 
was  also  commuted  on  June  13,  1921,  to  a  term  of  G  months  to  1  year.' 

AUTHER  McNARY— Committed  from  Musselshell  county,  March  24,  UYli*, 
for  crime  of  rape.  Sentence — 10  to  25  years.  McNary  was  only  seventeen 
:*ears  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  sentence.  Many  appeals  were  made  for  clem- 
ency.   His  sentence  was  commuted  on  June  13,  1921,  to  2  to  1  years. 

FRANK  C.  HALE— Committed  from  Missoula  county,  March  IS,  1917.  for 
the  crime  of  rape  Sentence — '11  to  2S  yeai's.  Numerous  petitions  were  sub- 
mitted on  his  behalf  and  on  June  13.  1921.  scuteuc;'  was  commuted  to  8  to  16 
years. 

ANDREW  H.  BRENNICK— Committed  from  I'raivie  count'y.  December 
1,  1919,  charged  with  graiid  lai'ceny.  SentPuce — 10  to  2!)  years.  Letters  and 
petitions  certifying  that  there  were  a  good  many  extenuating  circumstances  in 
the  case  were  filed.  The  ten  year  sentence  was  considered  excessive.  Sentence 
was  commuted  June  13,  1921,  to  2  to  4  years. 

CHAS.  R.  BARR— Committed  from  Glacier  county,  March  27.  1921,  for 
the  crime  of  burglary.  Sentence — 1  to  2  years.  After  four  years  of  crop  fail- 
ure on  a  dry  land  homestead,  Barr  was  driven  to  desperation,  and  stole  a  quan- 
tity of  groceries  from  a  box  car  to  relieve  the  wants  of  his  family.  It  was 
thought  best  to  give  him  opportunity  to  rehabilitate  himself  before  the  summer  was 
over  and  his  sentence  was  coranuited  June  13,  1921.  to  G  months  to  2  years. 

PAUL  SCHAILZEL  AND  MIKE  SCHAILZEI^Sentenced  on  May  21, 
1921,  to  a  term  in  Richland  coimty  jail  of  four  months  each  and  a  fine  of  $200 
each  for  crime  of  petty  larceny.  To  give  favorable  consideration  to  the  appli- 
cation for  clemency  seemed  an  act  of  simple  justice.  These  men  had  put  in  a 
total  of  500  acres  of  crops  just  before  their  arrest  and  there  was  no  one  to  care 
for  the  crop  after  they  left.  Numerous  petitions  were  filed  in  their  behalf. 
The  sentence  was  commuted  on  June  22,  1921,  to  one  month  in  the  county  jail 
and  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  $209  each. 

WILLIE  ROBERTS — ^Committed  from  Blaine  county.  May  4,  1920,  chaigi 'i 
with  manslaughter.  Sentence  5  to  10  years.  Roberts  was  jointly  charged  with 
a  man  GO  years  old,  while  he  was  only  IG.  The  older  man  was  acquitted.  U])<)n 
the  recommendation  of  the  judge  who  heard  his  cas<>.  and  the  warden,  his  sen- 
tence was  commuted  on  July  15,  1921,  to  2  to  4  years. 

OSCAR  ROGERS— Committed  from  Wh(>at!and  conuty.  January  17.  1917. 
for  the  crime  of  murder.  Sentence— 15  to  2ii  years.  The  judge,  who  presided 
at  the  trial,  expressed  tlie  belief  that  ^^hile  Rogers  was  t(>cluiically  guilty  of 
murder,  he,  had  no  part  in  the  killing  and  recommended  clemency,  which  was 
granted  on  July  22,  1921,  the  sentence  being  commuted  to  8  to  IG  y(>ai's. 

COLEN  QUENTON  CTTRRIE — Committed  from  Yellowstone  county.  Decem- 
ber 22,  1920,  charged  with  felony.  Sentence — 1  to  8  years.  Currie  was  21  year§ 
of  age' at  time  of  sentence,  Because  of  his  failing  health  and  the  desire  of  his. 
relatives  to  have  him  go  to  <''hicago  where  they  mi;:lit  giv(>  him  all  assistance 
possible,  his  sentence  was  commuted  August  IG.  1921.  to  1   to  2  years. 

STEPHEN  BYllNE  and  THEODORE  CHRONOPOULOS^Committed  to 
Silver  P>ow  county  jail  Deceinber  19.  1919.  for  ciime  of  murder.  Sentence- 
death.  Crime  committed  ,  by  five  men.  Each  given  sejtarate  trials.  One  was 
acquitted,  two  were  sentenced  to  life  imprisonment  and  tliese  to  death^  penalty. 
The  evidence  indicated  that  all  five  men  Avere  equally  grdlty  for  the  crime  com- 
mitted. l^H-anse  it  seemed  unjust  to  administei'  justice  in  this  unequal  manner, 
the  sentence  of  T!yrne  and  Chronopoulos  was  commuted  on  August  18.  1921.  to 
life  im])risonmenf. 

WM.  VITALIS— Committed  from  Powder  River  county.  February  19.  1921, 
for  burglary.  Sentence — 2  to  4  y(>ars.  The  crime  was  committed  jointly  with 
Samuel  Beach.    These  two  were  little  more  than  boys  and  it  seemed  that  they 
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acted  under  r!ie  direction  of  sonic  older  i)orson.  Believing  that  A'italis  had  been 
sufficiently  punished,  his  sentence  was  commuted  on  August  29,  1921,  to  1  !o 
2  years. 

SAMUEI.  BEACH — ^^Comniitted  from  Powder  liiver  county,  February  19. 
1921,  for  burglary.  Sentence — 2  to  1  years.  This  crime  was  committed  jointly 
with  Yitalis.  and  for  the  sam(>  reasons  as  in  his  case,  the  sentence  was  on  Aug- 
ust 29,  1921,  commuted  to  1  to  2  y(>ars. 

RICHARD  MANLP:Y— Committed  from  Musselshell  county,  January  30. 
1921,  for  burglary.  Sentence — 2  to  4  years.  l>ecause  of  the  prisoner's  youth 
and  the  recommendation  of  the  county  att'orney.  his  sentence  was  commuted  on 
August  29,  1921,  to  1  to  2  years. 

CHARLES  GOAll— Committed  from  Mct^ne  county,  October  9.  1920,  for 
grand  larceny.  Sentence —4  to  8  years.  Acting  upon  the  recommendations  of 
the  judge,  county  attorney  and  warden,  and  because  of  Goar's  ill  health,  the 
sentence  was  eomimuted  September,  13,  1921.  to  2  to  4  years. 

O.  A.  BLACKBURN— Committed  from  Ravalli  county,  June  18.  1921,  for 
burglary.  Sentence — 2  to  4  years.  Because  of  certain  extcmuating  circumstan- 
ces, Blackburn's  dependent  family,  his  good  reputation  prior  fo  his  trouble,  and 
the  recommendations  of  the  officials,  who  prosecuted  and  sentenced  him.  the  sen- 
tence was  on  September  13,  1921,  commuted  to  (>  months  to  2  years. 

(JEORGE  E.  BEACH— Committed  from  ISIissoula  county,  March  9,  1920, 
for  forgery.  Sentence — 4  to  8  yeai-s.  Because  of  his  excellent  record  in  the 
prision  and  his  efficient  ser\-ice  as  lecord  cltrk  in  the  prison  office,  his  sentence 
was  commuted  September  21,  1921.  to  2  to  1  years.

AYiley  had  been  a  good  prisoner, 
and  because  of  work  performed  at  the  prison,  a  dependent  family,  and  the  fact 
that  the  C.  M.  &  St.  P.  Ry.  Co.  had  a  position  waiting  for  him,  his  sentence 
was  commuted  on  November  2,  1921,  to  1  to  2  years.

ROBERT  L,  ROWELI^On  December  17.  1921,  for  violation  of  prohibi- 
tion law  in  Cascade  county,  sentenced  to  90  days  in  county  jail  and  to  pay  a 
fine  of  $200.  Acting  upon  petitions  testifying  to  the  previous  good  character 
of  Rowell  and  the  destitute  circumstances  of  his  family,  his  sentence  was  com- 
muted January  4,  1922,  to  one  month  in  the  county  jail  and  suspending  the  fine.

And  adding  at  the  end  of  Section  2  the  following :  "Nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  destroy  or  limit  existing  or  vested  rights  of  any 
person  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act." 

Sti"ike  out  Section  G  of  the  Bill  and  re-numbering  Section  7  as  number  G 
and  in  the  subdivision  Q  of  Section  6,  amend  to  read  as  follows:  "(g)  Wilfully 
counsels,  aids  or  al)ets  another  in  violating  or  evading  this  Act,  i*s  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  punishable  by  a  fine  not  less  than  One  Hundred  Dollafs 
($100.00)  or  more  than  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  or  six  months  in 
jail  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment." 

Striking  out  Section  S  and  renumbering  Section  9  to  be  number  7,  and 
renumbering  Section  10  to  be  number  8,  striking  out  Section  11  and  Section 
12  and  renumbering  Section  13  as  Section  9  and  'Section  14  as  Section  10. 

And  as  so  amended,  we  recommend  that  the  same  do  pass.

iThere  are  .approximately  eleven  janitors  on  the  job  at  the  present  time  aiid  one 

carpenter  besides  painters  and  other  men  who  are  employed  on  a  basis  of  $'*)..")<) 

per  day, 

i  We  also  find  that  many  of  the  state  offices  which  have  appropriations 
isufficient  to  cover  all  the  needs  of  their  office  and  departments  are  coming  to 
the  custodian  and  requiring  him  to  furnish  their  office  with  carpets.  We  believe 
ithis  is  a  practice  ^^'hich  should  be  abolished  because  your  committee  feels  that 
the  buying  of  carrtets  belongs  to  the  furnishing  of  offices  and  that  the  appropria- 
;tion  for  each  office  is  sufficient  to  cover  this  expense.  The  custodian  should 
:not  be  required  to  furnish  from  his  appropriation  the  carpets  necessary 
to  adorn  the  rooms  of  the  various  state  officials. 

We  believe  that  the  office  of  the  custodian  can  be  carried  on  sufficient  for 
all  purposes  with  an  appropriation  of  not  exceeding  $15,000.00  per  year  and  we 
believe  with  careful  management  this  will  be  ample,  therefore  we  recommend 
to  the  Finance  and  Claims  Committee  of  the  Senate  that  an  appro]u-iation  of 
$45,000.00  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  needs  of  the  custodian's  office  annually 
for  the  next  biennium.

That  we  have  examined  tlie  office  of  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  and  find 
that  this  office  is  costing  the  state  aiiproxim.ately  $20,000.00  a  year.  This  includes 
$12,500.00  for  salaries,  the  remainder  going  for  office  up-keep  and  expense. 
This  department  is  buying  a  million  and  a  quarter  dollars  worth  of  supplies 
annually  and  we  favor  the  following  recommendations  concerning  the  manner  of 
[.conducting  this  office. 
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In  the  first  place,  the  bond  of  the  Purchasing  Agent  is  only  $10,000.00.  ' 
We  believe  this  bond  should  be  raised  to  $25,000.00.    Furthermore,  in  the  printing  } 
of  documents  and  reports  for  the  various  offices  of  the  state  capitol  we  find  that  • 
the  Purchasing  Agent  has  no  authority  w^hatever  with  reference  to  pruning  down  1 
the   requii'ements   made   on   the  Purchasing  Department   for  the   printing  and  < 
ijAiblication   of  such   i'e])orts   and   documents.     Wo   believe  that  the  Purchasing  |. 
Agent  should  be  clothed  with  authority  wherever  in  his  judgment  he  thinljs  the  | 
requests  for  printed  documents.   rei)orts  and  pamphlets  are  too   high,   that  he 
might  have  the  privilege  of  cutting  them  to  what  he  thinl^s  will  meet  all  public 
demands.     This  will  result  in  a  large  saving  to  the  state  in  printing  and  wo 
believe  accomplisli  just  as  satisfactory  results. 

We  believe  that  a  provision  should  be  made  that  if  the  Purchasing  Agent  ,!  - 
should  abuse  his  authority  that  the  right  of  appeal  should  be  had  to  the  State  ,  ' 
Board  of  Examiners.    If  an  increase  is  demanded  over  the  amount  allowed  by  ^ 
the  Purchasing  Agent,  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  should  be  final 
as  to  the  amount  of  reports,  pamphlets  or  documents  to  be  published. 

We  recommend  also  that  the  Purchasing  Agent  be  required  to  make  an 
inventory  of  all  state  proijerty  in  possession  of  state  officers,  boards,  commissions  \ 
or  any  state  institution  of  any  kind  and  that  the  officers  be  charged  with  the  I 
possession  of  the  property  and  compelled  to  account  for  the  same  when  they  ■ 
surrender  the  duties  of  their  office. 

We  also  favor  that  in  this  department  of  the  State  Purchasing  Agent  be 
required  to  wherever  possible  and  wherever  advantageous,  to  submit  the  purchase 
of  all  supplies  to  competitive  bids. 

With  reference  to  salaries,  will  say  that  we  will  make  a  final  report  on 
the  question  of  salaries  at  a  later  date.

HAIL  INSURANCE  BOARD. 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Special  Investigating  Committee,  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  all  state  boards  and  commissions  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  partial  report : 

The  affairs  of  the  Hail  Insurance  Board  appear  to  be  capable  and  economic- 
ally administered.  The  office  force  consists  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  whose 
salary  is  $200.00  monthly,  and  one  clerk  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $125.00.  Field 
men  are  employed  from  time  to  time  when  the  business  of  the  Board  requires 
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'  their  services,  but  none  are  carried  as  rcs^iilar  eniiiloyes.  The  Board  is  wholly 
I  self-supporting,  and  is  in  no  wise  a  charge  upon  the  (ieneral  Fund  revenues  of  the 
!  state.  Authority  was  granted  by  the  Seventeenth  Assembly  for  the  expenditure 
;  of  $2'2,385.(X)  annually  for  all  administrative  costs.  The  Board  expended  of  this 
amount  only  $12,315.20  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1923,  and  asks 
i  authority  to  exipiend  $18,085.00  annually  for  the  same  purposes  during  the  coming 
:  two  fiscal  periods,  a  decrease  from  its  estimate  of  two  years  ago  of  $4,300.00  a 
I  yeai.  The  amount  appears  to  be  a  reasonable  one.  The  Committee  has  no 
criticism  to  offer  regarding  this  department  of  the  state  government.

Mr.  President :    We,  your  Special  Investigating  Committee.  api>ointed  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  all  State  Boards  and  Commissions  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  partial  report : 
j        The  act  governing  this  activity  will  be  found  as  Chapter  210.  1921  Codes, 
1  Sections  3044  to  3051.    It  w^as  passed  in  1921  as  Chapter  149  of  the  Session  Laws 
of  that  year.      The  purpose  is  the  vocational  education  of  persons  injured  in 
i  industry  or  otherwise.    The  act  creates  a  special  board  for  the  administration  of  the 
\  activity.    Section  3051  appropriates  $10,000.00  for  each  of  the  fiscal  years  1922 
1  and  1923,  and  there  is  a  proviso  for  the  acceptance  of  such  federal  aid  as  may  be 

i granted. 
For  a  time  this  activity  was  handled  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  office  of 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  being  conjoined  with  the  activity 
known  as  Vocational  Education.  When  the  state  budget  was  being  made  ready 
j  for  the  printer,  the  gross  item  of  expenditures  for  the  activity  was  transferred 
!  to  the  schedule  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  (Page  CO),  where  it  apiears  as  an 
I  unsegregated  item  of  $0,530.71  expended.

{scarcely  be  argued  in  defense  that  the  topheaviness  of  the  overhead  is  due  io  the 
il 
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preliminary  expense  of  setting  the  activity  in  motion,  for  the  above  figures  cover  ! 
a  period  of  sixteen  months.  j 
If  this  activity  is  to  be  continued,  and  is  to  remain  the  recipient  of  the  state's  i 
bounty,  the  act  should  be  carefully  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  not  more  than  j 
a  reasonable  portion  of  the  total  expenditures  shall  be  for  overhead.  There  can  , 
be  but  one  apparent  escape  from  the  conclusion  that  the  administration  of  the 
actively  has  been  flagrantly  wasteful  during  iits  short  existence.  The  alternative  * 
conclusion  is  that  other  philanthropies  of  the  state  cover  the.  ground  so  completely  | 
that  the  one  under  ipresent  consideration  is  superfluous.

MONTANA  STATE  FAIR.  \ 

Mr.  President:    W*e,  your  Special  Investigating  Committee,   appointed  fori 
the  purpose  of  examining  all  the  state  boards  and  commissions  of  the  state  of 
Montana,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  partial  report: 

The  present  system  of  handling  the  appropriations  for  the  Montana  State 
Fair  is  most  unsatisfactory.  The  custom  is,  and  has  been  ever  since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Fair,  to  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  income  of  the  institution  for  the 
succeeding  fiscal  periods,  paralleling  this  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  admin- 
istrative and  exposition  expenses.  The  difference  is  submitted  to  the  Appropria- 
tion C'ommitttee,  and  state  funds  granted  on  that  basis. 

The  history  of  the  Fair  shows  that  in  nearly  every  instance  the  management 
has  been  unduly  optimistic  in  estimating  future  income.  As  an  example,  when 
submitting  its  schedule  to  the  17th  Assembly  (see  Page  160,  19(21  Budget),  the 
lair  authorities  estimated  that  the  income  for  the  year  ending  February  28, 
1!)22,  would  be  $30,22r).lMJ,  exclusive  of  appropriations.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
total  income  for  IG  months,  from  March  1,  11)21.  to  June  30,  1022.  was  only 
$18,306.78,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  schedule  on  Page  137  of  the  1023  Budget. 
The  Fair  fell  short  of  the  estimate  by  $11,018.22.  The  appropriation  requested 
was  cut  down  about  $1300.00,  and  as  a  result  the  Fair  finds  itself  confronted  with  [ 
a  deficit  of  $13,818.43  growing  out  of  the  1022  exposition.  Creditors  who  are  , 
entitled  to  their  money  are  suffering ;  the  credit  of  the  state  suffers ;  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Fair  is  subject  to  criticism,  much  of  it  doubtless  unjust ;  and  the  State 
Fair  is  in  bad  odor  throughout  the  state. 

All  these  evils  may  be  avoided  by  the  adoption  of  a  different  plan  for 
handling  the  situation.  The  Fair  management  asks  authority  (see  page  136,  1928 
Budget)  to  expend  a  total  of  $i()0.300.00  for  all  [l  urposes  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  102.5  and  $'')'>. .".00.00  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1925.  Let 
the  Assembl.v  decide  definitely  the  amount  of  money  it  will  authorize  to  be  ex- 
pended for  these  periods,  and  air  ropriate  from  the  General  Fund  the  full  amounts, 
disregarding  all  estimates  of  income.  Then  let  Section  3615,  1921  Codes,  be  so 
amended  as  to  abolish  the  State  Fair  Revolving  Appropriation  Account,  and 
repealing  the  authority  given  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  expend  Fair 
income,  -providing  that  all  income  of  the  Fair,  from  whatsoever  source,  shall  I)*' 
covered  directly  into  the  General  Fund  of  the  State. 

if  the  Fair  management  is  held  rigidly  to  its  budgeted  and  authorized  ex- 
penditures, this  plan  will  cost  the  state  no  more  money  than  the  present  system, 
and  will  avoid  all  the  disagreeable  complications  now  existing.  Future  assem- 
blies will  not  be  or  should  not  be  confronted  with  demands  for  deficiency  ap- 
pro'priations  growing  out  of  this  activity,  and  the  Fair  management  will  be  able 
to  plan  future  expositions  according  to  a  fixed  and  definite  schedule  of  income. 

It  should  be  provided  however,  that  money  derived  directly  from  the  co;i- 
version  of  capital  assets  belonging  to  the  Fair  shall  not  be  regarded  as  current  in- 
come, and  that  such  moneys  if  any,  shall  be  added  to  appropriations.  Otherwise 
there  is  the  possibility  of  serious  embarrassment.  For  example,  in  case  of 
fire  loss,  the  proceeds  of  the  insurance  should  be  available  for  purposes  of  re- 
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construction,  or  if  obsolete  equipment  is  sold  the  proceeds  should  be  available 
for  replacement.

Ml'.  President :  We,  your  Special  Investigating  Committee,  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  all  the  state  boards  and  commissions  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  partial  report : 

The  office  of  State  Entomologist  and  the  Board  of  Entomology  are  so  closely 
related  that  it  is  difficult  to  consider  them  as  constituting  other  than  a  single 
department.  The  office  of  State  Entomologist  as  it  now  stands  was  created  by 
the  Assembly  of  1907.  The  act  will  be  found  as  Chapter  72  of  the  1921  Codes, 
Sections  913  to  916. 

It  will  be  observed  from  Section  916  that  this  officer  is  limited  to  total 
expenses  of  $500  annually,  including  traveling  of  himself  and  assistant,  his 
office  and  traveling  expenses.  On  page  65  of  the  1923  Budget  is  shown  a  schedule 
of  his  expenses  since  March  1,  1920.  The  total  expense  of  his  office  for  the  year 
ended  February  2S,  1921,  was  $3,300.82.  Of  this  $2,222.93  was  for  salaries  and 
$71.79  capital  expenditures;  Assuming  that  the  salary  item  and  the  capital  ex- 
penditure do  not  come  within  the  limitations  of  Section  916,  there  remains  a 
balance  of  $1,015.10  for  traveling,  office  and  laboratory  expenses,  or  $615.10  more 
than  is  permitted  by  the  statute  referred  to. 

For  the  year  ended  June  30,  1922  the  total  cost  of  the  office  is  stated  as 
^4,026.37.  Of  this  $3,150.00  was  expended  for  salaries,  and  $91.db  for  capital 
purposes.  The  balance,  $785.37,  represents  traveling,  office  and  laboratory  ex- 
penses, an  excess  of  $285.37. 

It  appears  probable,  however,  that  the  intent  of  Section  913  is  that  the 
total  expense  of  the  office  for  all  purposes  shall  not  exceed  $500.00  in  any  one 
year.  The  fact  that  various  aijpropriation  committees,  unconversant  with  the 
law,  may  have  been  cajoled  into  granting  authority  for  the  expenditure  of  greater 
sums,  certainly  cannot  act  as  a  repeal  of  Section  916.  The  conclusion  is  in- 
evitable: this  office  has  been  expending  large  amounts  of  state  funds  illegally, 
and  this  year  comes  before  the  Assembly  with  a  request  for  an  annual  appropria- 
tion of  $7,410.00  for  each  of  the  two  coming  years,  or  $13,820.00  more  for  the  two 
years  than  the  statutes  permit  it  to  expend.    (See  page  65,  1923  Budget.) 

The  present  State  Elutoniologist  is  R.  A.  Cooley  of  Bozeman.  He  draws 
no  direct  compensation  as  such  officer,  but  he  is  paid  an  aggregate  of  $4, .500.00 
&  year  from  four  different  funds  as  professor  in  the  Agricultural  college  and  the 
State  Experiment  Station. 

Chapter  197,  1921  Codes  is  devoted  to  the  State  Board  of  Entomology,  being 
■Sections  2543  to  2501.  The  chief  duties  of  the  board  are  those  (prescribed  by 
th?  Assembly  of  1921,  being  the  destruction  of  tick-bearing  rodents. 

The  board  asked  of  the  1921  Assembly  appropriations  of  $22,530.00  yearly. 
The  amount  was  cut  down  to  $9,600.00  a  year.  The  board's  expenditures  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,1922,  amounted  to  $8,647.31.  Including  its  new  ap- 
propriation, it  had  a  working  balance  of  $10,586.10  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
fiscal  year. 

There  is  a  conflict  between  the  scope  of  the  work  of  this  board  and  that  of 
the  Extonsion  Service,  attached  to  the  Agricultural  College  at  Bozeman,  of  which 
F.  S.  Cooley.  the  father  of  the  State  Entomologist,  is  director.  Professor  R.  A. 
Cooley,  the  Entomologist,  is  as  has  been  heretofore  observed,  a  professor  at  the 
Agricultural  College  and  the  Experiment  Station,  constituting  one  connecting  link. 
In  addition,  the  Extension  Service  has  taken  upon  itself  the  task  of  extermina- 
ting tick-bearing  rodents,  and  the  Assembly  of  1921  appropriated  $24,000.00  for 
the  use  of  the  Extension  Service  for  rodent  work  during  the  twenty-eight  months 
ending  June  30,  1923.  The  Experiment  Station  also  busies  itself  with  the  same 
work,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Experiment  Station  payrolls.  The  payroll  for 
June  1922,  shows  six  persons  employed  as  "bait  mixers"  and  two  office  employes, 
all  charged  to  the  activity  of  rodent  control. 
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Such  division  of  responsibility  cannot  lead  to  full  efficiency.  There  is  in- 
variably duplication  of  effort  and  consequently  unnecessary  expense.  It  is  re- 
commended that  effective  steps  be  taken  to  unify  the  rodent  control  activities  of 
the  state,  if  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  continue  them.  i 

No  public  interest  would  suffer  if  the  appropriation  for  the  office  of  State  ■ 
Entomologist  were  set  at  $500.00  annually,  the  maximum  amount  permitted  to  be 
expended  by  Section  916,  no  matter  how  much  may  be  jCpprofpriated.    All  ap- 
propriations should  be  withheld  from  the  State  Board  of  Entomology,  save  pos- 
sibly a  maximum  of  $500.00  annually  to  pay  the  actual  expenses  of  the  members 
of  the  board  when  engaged  in  the  board's  business.    The  board,  as  will  be  observed 
by  reference  to  Section  2543,  consists  of  three  state  officers,  the  State  Entomologist,  | 
the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the  State  Veterinarian,  none  of  jj 
whom  receive  compensation  for  their  services  in  this  behalf.    The  Assembly  should  I. 
•determine  the  gross  amount  advisable  to  devote  to  rodent  extermination,  and  ap-  \ 
propriate  this  to  the  Farmers"  Extension  Service  at  Bozeman,  amending  Sections  |t 
2552  to  2561  if  it  be  regarded  necessary  to  do  so.  * 

This  course  will  eliminate  a  considerable  amount  of  overhead  expense,  with 
a  respectable  net  saving  to  the  state,  the  amount  of  which  will  depend,  of  course, 
upon  the  sum  devoted  to  •  rodent  work,  it  is  estimated  that  this  saving  would 
amount  to  at  least  $10,0(M).00  yearly.

This  we  recommend  to  be  moved  to  the  income  of  the  University 
i         this  station  is  part  of  said  institution.    We  also   find  the  sum  of  $36.29 
left  in  the  Capitol  Building  Annex  Bond  Fund  which  should  be  moved  to  the 
Capitol  Building  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund.    This  account  has  not  changed  for 
•some  years  and  should  be  moved  to  another  fund  and  we  so  recommend. 
I  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  we  have  the  following  to  say  with  reference  to 

j    the  War  Defense  Fund. 

That  during  the  years  1918  and  1919  large  sums  of  money  were  loaned 
to  farmers  for  the  purpose  of  securing  seed  to  plant  crops  for  these  years. 
That  chattel  mortgages  were  given  by  the  fariners  to  secure  these  sums  of 
;    money  which  chattel  mortgages  by  law  became  void  after  a  period  of  two 
i    years.    We  find  these  chattel  mortgages  and  notes  are  still  in  the  Treasurer's 
Office  to  the  extent  of  $200,000  worth  and  that  the  mortgages  have  expired  by 
law  and  apparently  no  effort  has  been  made  to  collect  these  mortgages  and 
:    they  are  still  in  the  State  Treasurer's  Office  and  nothing  has  ever  been  done 
I    so  far  as  we  can  learn  to  ascertain  the  value  of  these  notes  as  they  now  stand 
secured  by  void  chattel  mortgages.    The  crops  if  any  upon  which  the  mortgages 
were  taken  have  long  since  been  disposed  of  and  we  are  informed  that  in  a 
great  many  instances  the  farmers  who  gave  the  mortgages  have  left  the  state, 
i    We  believe   that  somv   action   should   be   taken   by   the   Senate   with  reference 
to  this  matter  in  order  to  fix  the  responsibility  for  the  loss  of  this  sum  of 
$200,000  in  this  War  Defense  Fund.    The  sum  of  $200,000  has  been  handed  out 
to  the  farmers  and  no  effort  whatever  has  been  made  to  recover  any  part  of 
it  so  far  as  we  know\    If  any  officer  has  been  guilty  of  neglect  he  should  be 
■charged   with    such   neglect   and   the   people   given   an    opportunity   to  know 
I    where  this  money  which  they  have  been  paying  by  an  additional  levy  to  keep 
I    up  this  War  Defense  Fund  has  been  going.    Somebody  was  charged  with  the 
f   duty  of  looking   after  these  mortgages  and  the  collection   thereof  and   we  be- 
lieve that  such  officer  should  be  caused  to  appear  before  this  Senate  and  make 
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some  explanation  as  to  why  this  large  sum  of  money  after  having  been  loaned 
to  the  farmers  and  secured  by  chattel  motrgages  was  allowed  to  be  dissipated 
without  an  effort  having  been  made  to  prevent  these  mortgages  from  expiring 
by  law.  The  notes  are  still  collectible  if  the  makers  thereof  have  any  prop- 
erty available  for  such  purposes.  Some  action  should  be  taken  with  reference 
to  this  matter.

It  duplicates  in  certain  of  its  functions  the  activities  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Station,  which  is  better  fitted  in  every  way  to  carry  on  the  work 
than  is  the  Helena  office.  The  Experiment  Station  carries  on  its  payrolls  experts 
who  are  undoubtedly  capable  of  grading  grain,  and  it  maintains  a  laboratory  es- 
pecially fitted  with  the  necessary  equipment  for  testing  grain  in  every  way.  Its 
agents  are  continually  traveling  throughout  the  state,  contracting  the  agricultural 
population  in  the  course  of  other  state  business.  There  can  be  not  the  slighest 
doubt  that  the  entire  work  assigned  to  the  Division  of  Grain  Standards  can  be  more 
efficiently  and  economically  carried  on  by  the  Experiment  Station  than  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  1923  Budget,  page  102,  shows  that  the  cost  of  this  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  for  thp  fiscal  year  ended  June  o'O,  1922,  was 
$17,971.37.  Clearly  a  certain  although  undeterminable  portion  of  the  cost  of  gen- 
eral administration  of  the  department  was  also  due  to  the  maintenance  of  this  div- 
ision.   During  the  same  period  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  (see  page  112 
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1928  Budget)  expended  $9,700.93  from  its  appropriation  for  tiie  maintenance  of  its 
grain  laboratory.  The  total  expended  by  the  two  departments,  and  chargeable  to 
the  same  activity,  was  .$27,(>78.'j(). 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  payroll  of  this  division  of  the  department  of  Agricul- 
ture for  the  month  of  December  1922,  which  is  a  fair  average  of  the  conditions 
prevailing  in  this  division  during  the  entire  year  :

It  is  true  that  under  the  existing  system  the  Grain  Grading  division  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  is  practically  self  supporting.  The  income  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30.  1922.,  was  as  shown  by  the  1923  Budget,  page  16o, 

:  $16,792.10.    The  direct  expense  of  the  activity,  as  stated  above  was  $17,971.37. 

,        The  income  of  the  division  if  covered  into  the  revolving  appropriation  of  the 

[department,  and  claims  are  presented  to  be  paid  from  such  revolving  appropriation, 

I  so  far  as  it  will  go. 

f  But  there  is  no  good  reason  why  the  same  income  may  not  acx?rue  if  the 
{activity  is  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  Experiment  Station,  and  be 
'covered  directly  into  the  General  Fund  of  the  state,  expenses  of  the  Station  being 
ipaid  from  the  appropriations  for  the  conduct  of  the  Station.  It  is  fair  to  estimate 
that  an  appropriation  of  $8,000  to  $10,000  to  the  Station,  supplementing  that 
institution's  present  allowance  for  grain  laboratory  work,  would  enable  it  to 
I  function  to  full  efficiency,  saving  the  General  Fund  $7,000  to  $9,000  annually.

VETERANS  WELFARE  COMMISSION. 

I  Mr.  President :  We,  your  Special  Investigating  Committee,  appointed  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  all  State  Boards  and  Commissions  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  partial  report : 

The  Veterans  Welfare  Commission  was  created  by  the  Sixteenth  Assembly, 
luring  the  progress  of  the  war.  The  Act  creating  the  commission  authorized 
:he  issuance  of  a  bond  issue  of  $200,000.00,  at  an  interest  rate  of  not  to  exceed 
;>^,  the  proceeds  to  be  administered  by  the  commission  for  certain  purposes  specified 
in  the  Act.  (See  Sections  5655  to  .5668,  1921  Codes).  There  was  also  granted 
the  commission  an  appropriation  of  $25,0OO.0(^  to  begin  its  work,  with  a  provision 
ihat  this  amount  should  be  returned  to  the  general  fund  of  the  state  from  the 

)roceeds  of  the  bonds,  so  soon  as  the  latter  should  be  sold.    This  provision  was 

omplied  with. 

The  Seventeenth  Assembly  appropriated  $50,000.00  from  General  Fund  moneys 
!o  be  used  in  event  of  exhaustion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds.  ( See  Section 
;G68,  1921  Codes.) 

During  the  ajppropriation  year  ended  February  29.  1920,  the  commission 
xpended  $45,059.41  of  its  funds;  the  succeeding  year,  ending  February  28,1921, 
94,303.41  was  expended,  during  the  four  months'  period  ended  June  30,1921, 
i 25,666.42  was  disbursed,  and  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1922,  $41,- 
|35.74.The  total  expenditures,  as  shown  by  the  1921  and  1923  Budgets,  from 
le  formation  of  the  commission  to  June  30,1923,  were  $206,464.98,  subject  to  a 
!?w  unimportant  deductions  due  to  refunds  and  corrections. 

On  January  1,  192^,  the  available  balance  in  the  various  accounts  of  the 
'nimission  was  something  less  than  $30,000.00.  It  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  exact 
iiuves,  because  of  lack  of  records  as  to  the  funds  in  the  possesion  of  the  com- 
lission  itself,  aside  from  moneys  in  the  State  Treasury. 
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The  administration  of  this  activity  has  been  the  cause  of  severe  criticism 
in  the  past,  from  many  quarters.  So  sharp  was  the  censure  directed  toward 
the  management  some  fourteen  months  ago  that  the  State  Examiner  was  directed 
to  make  a  detailed  examination  of  its  affairs.  From  January  23  to  March  14, 
1922,  a  staff  of  auditors  from  the  Examiner's  office  went  into  its  records,  and 
on  March  15,  1922',  a  report  comprehending  forty-three  typewritten  pages  was 
filed  with  the  Governor.  This  report  absolves  the  commission  from  all  imputations 
of  financial  irregularity,  but  censures  it  severely  for  lack  of  business  methods, 
paucity  of  records  and  carelessness  and  extravagance  of  administration. 

Prior  to  the  date  of  the  examination  referred  to,  as  is  shown  on  page  40  of 
the  report,  "the  commission's  method  of  disbursing  moneys  was  -handled  almost 
entirely  through  a  Revolving  Fund,  payments  being  made  by  a  voucher  form  check 
drawn  on  the  National  Bank  of  Montana,  Helena,  where  such  funds  were  de- 
posited from  time  to  time.  The  receipted  portion  of  the  voucher  paid  by  the 
bank  would  be  detached  through  the  convenience  of  a  perforated  line ;  all  such 
recipts  were  assembled  at  stated  periods  and  attached  to  a  state  claim  blank 
and  presented  for  payment  to  the  -State  Board  of  Examiners  to  reimburse  the 
said  revolving  funds.  The  claims  merely  indicate  that  a  certain  sum  of  sums 
had  been  disbursed  without  a  detailed  record  of  the  transactions." 

The  report  of  the  State  Examiner  contains  eleven  recommendations  for  the 
conduct  of  the  commission's  affairs,  among  which  are  the  following : 

"2 — That  a  system  of  accounting  adapted  to  this  line  of  activity  be  installed." 
"4 — That  a  Revolving  Fund  be  set  up  in  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  direct  money 
relief  to  distressed  veterans  only."  i 

"5 — I'hat  all  claims  for  expenses  incurred,  including  salaries,  supplies,  travel- 
ing expense,  etc.,  be  filed  with  the  State  Auditor  and  allowed  by  the  Board  of 
Examiners  and  paid  by  warrant  drawn  directly  payable  to  claimant  or  his 
assignee  as  in  any  other  state  disbursement." 

"7 — That  all  claims  be  fully  itemized  by  giving  date,  item,  rate,  and  amount, 
and  that  such  claims  bear  the  O  K.  of  the  Veterans'  Welfare  Commission  or  its 
authorized  representative." 

"S. — That  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  be 
complied  with  in  full  and  particularly  with  respect  to  furnishing  receipts  for 
all  traveling  expenses  in  excess  of  $1.50." 

No  action  has  ever  been  taken  upon  any  of  the  foregoing  recommendations. 
The  commission  has  been  permitted  to  function  as  it  has  seen  fit,  apparently  with- 
out the  slighest  degree  of  supervision  from  the  other  officers  of  the  state.  Where- 
as prior  {o  the  date  of  the  examination  and  report  above  referred  to  the  receipt 
stubs  detached  from  the  voucher  checks  were  filed  with  claims  submitted  to  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners,  since  that  time  not  even  these  evidences  have  been 
filed.  Contingent  Revolving  Fund  claims  to  the  amount  of  $15,0'00.00  were  filed 
with  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  from  June  0,  1922,  to  October  16,  1922,  none 
of  them  carrying  receipts  of  any  sort,  but  merely  stating  that  the  money  was 
required  *'to  replenish  Revolving  Fund  for  earring  on  work  of  the  commission".

The  Commission  appears  to  have  assumed  an  attitude  of  defiance  of  all 
attempts  to  cause  it  to  observe  the  regulations  ])rescribed  for  accounting  for  other 
state  moneys,  and  the  state  administration,  aside  from  the  feeble  effort  culminat- 
ing in  the  filing  of  the  audit  report  above  referred  to,  has  apparently  abandoned 
all  effort  to  supervise  it.  If  the  Commission  is  to  be  permitted  to  function 
further,  steps  should  be  taken  by  the  present  Assembly  to  cause  it  to  conform  to 
some  semblance  of  business  methods. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Commission  asks  (see  page  98,  1923  Budget)  for 
an  appropriation  of  $11,880.00  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  and  $6,- 
880.00  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1925.    Analysis  of  the  estimates  sub-

mitted  shows  that  $r),;;>80.00  of  the  $11,880.00  is  to  be  expendei  for  administrative 
expenses,  including  ,$l,r)OO.UO  for  salaries,  while  only  $(j,.")O0.0O  is  to  be  expended 
for  relief  of  distressed  veterans.    In  the  second  year,  it  is  (proposed  to  expend 

i  $3,250.00  for  reliei",  and  the  Commission  asks  $a,(>30.00  for  administrative  ex- 

:  penses  incident  to  the  dis"bursement  of  such  sum. 

If  the  present  Assembly  approves  the  estimates  of  the  Commission's  Budget, 
granting  the  appropriations  requested,  the  Commission  will  be  given  $18,760  for 

i  the  next  two  year's  work,  of  which  $9,010.00  will  be  expended  for  salaries  and 

\  other  administrative  items,  while  only  $91)50.00  will  reach  the  intended  beneficiar- 
ies of  the  Activity.

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In  violation  of  the  clear  provisions  of  Section  3645  of  the  1921  Codes  no 
vouchers  accom,i]'any  any  of  these  claims.  There  is  no  possible  way  aside  from 
examination  of  the  files  within  the  department  itself,  of  determining  how  any 
portion  of  this  $5,500.00  has  been  expended.  The  Budget  of  the  department  is 
distorted,  because  of  the  fact  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to  determine  and 
distribute  the  expenditures  represented  by  these  warrants.  No  one  outside  of 
the  department  knows  luow  much  money  is  now  on  hand,  nor  whether  the  funds 
which  have  been  expended  have  gone  for  lawful  purposes. 

In  view  of  the  negligence  exhibited  by  the  department  in  this  particular 
it  is  recommended  that  so  much  of  Section  3645  as  authorizes  the  establishment 
within  the  department  of  Agriculture  of  a  Contingent  Revolving  account  be  re- 
pealed, and  that  Section  195  be  also  amended  so  as  to  prevent  recourse  to  the 
latter  section  for  the  purpose.  The  amendment  of  Section  195  might  well  consist 
of  the  elimination  of  the  words  "or  in  any  of  the  departments,  boards  or  com- 
missions" in  line  4  and  5  of  said  section,  thus  authorizing  contingent  accounts 
in  the  state  institutions,  where  they  are  really  needed  for  the  proper  conduct  of 
business,  but  withdrawing  such  authorization  as  regards  other  branches  of  the  state 
government. 


Mr  President :  We,  your  Special  Investigating  Committee,  appointed  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  all  iState  Boards  and  Commissions  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  partial  report : 

The  Board  of  Health  has  not  maintained  good  faith  with  the  appropriation 
committee  of  the  ITth  Assembly.  Following  the  established  principles  of  budget 
practice  the  17th  Assembly  granted  this  board  a  lump  appropriation  of  $53,740.00  a 
year  for  all  of  its  activities,  supplemented  by  an  a.pipropriation  of  $1,500.00  for 
purchase  of  anti-toxins  etc.,  for  use  in  epidemics.The  board  also  received  during 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1922,  $718.50  from  the  Federal  Government. 

While  the  main  ajppropriation  of  $53,740.00  was  granted  as  a  lump  sum,  it 
was  carefully  budgeted  and  distributed  by  the  appropriation  committee,  the  master 
copy  of  the  distribution  being  deposited  with  the  State  Accountant,  and  a  dup- 
licate delivered  to  the  department. 

It  is  a  cardinal  principal  of  budget  making  that  a  department  is  to  be  held 
to  its  allotments — not  in  gross  alone,  but  in  detail ;  and  that  the  allotments  made 
by  the  approipriating  authority  are  not  to  be  exceeded  save  in  case  of  grave 
emergency,  and  then  only  with  the  consent  of  superior  authority  previously  ob- 
tained. In  other  words,  the  segregated  items  contained  within  the  budget  schedule 
are  to  be  regarded  essentially  as  individual  appropriations,  despite  the  fact  that 
for  purposes  of  con\'enienc(>  t;ie.\-  :\.v  massed  into  a  lump  sum  in  the  appropriation 
bill.  If  a  department  is  allowed  under  th"  heading  of  General  Administration 
the  sum  of  say  $5,000.00  for  salaries,  $2,0<X).00  for  traveling  and  $2,000.00  for 
general  expense,  and  it  finds  that  $1,000.00  is  ample  for  traveling  and  $750.00  for 
expense,  it  is  not  justified  in  swelling  its  payroll  $1,250.00  for  the  purp/ose  of 
absorbing  the  saving  in  these  items.  It  must  observe  the  maximum  for  salaries, 
thus  accomplishing  a  saving  of  the  $1,256.00  to  the  state. 

Applying  this  rule  to  the  expenditures  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  purposes 
of  GeneralAdministration,  the  following  results  are  obtained ;  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1922,  the  figures  being  obtained  from  the  budget  records :

The  remedy  usually  applied  in  other  budget  states,  in  the  case  of  departments 
'hich  flagrantly  disregard  the  allotments  of  the  budget  and  take  advantage  of 
beir  lump  appropriations,  is  to  make  detailed  appropriations  for  every  purpose 
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covered  by  the  departmental  budget.  It  is  true  that  this  involves  considerable 
more  bookkeeping  by  the  State  Auditor,  but  the  remedy  is  sufficiently  drastic  to 
accomplish  its  purpose.  It  is  probable,  also,  that  in  such  case  it  will  he  necessary 
to  take  some  action  to  assure  allocation  of  claims  to  their  proper  appropriations, 
preventing  such  diversion  as  is  exhibited  in  the  case  of  the  Child  Welfare  division, 
where  the  State  Epidemiologist  is  renamed  "director  of  Child  Welfare",  and  his 
salai*y  paid  accordingly. 

We  recommend  that  this  be  done  as  to  all  the  divisions  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  work  of  the  Water  and  Food  Laboratory  and 
of  Water  Analysis  and  Inspection  be  transferred  to  the  division  of  the  State 
Chemist,  attached  to  the  State  Agricultural  College  at  Bozeman,  where  it  is  be- 
lieved the  work  can  be  done  more  expeditiously  and  economically  than  in  Helena. 

We  recommend  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  State  Epidemiologist  until  the 
finances  of  the  State  are  in  more  flourshing  condition. 

We  recommend  that  the  Librarian  of  the  State  Historical  and  Miscellaneous 
Library  be  investted  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  piresent  registrar  of 
vital  statistics,  and  that  the  board  of  Health  be  divested  of  this  responsibility. 
The  library's  appropriation  should  be  increased  not  to  exceed  $500.00  annually 
to  take  care  of  this  work.  This  amount  will  cover  all  postage  and  other  office 
expeiises.    No  additional  clerical  assistance  will  be  required  by  the  library. 

We  recommend  that  the  division  of  Venereal  Disease  Control  be  abolished. 
Examination  of  the  comparative  schedule  given  above,  covering  the  expenditures 
of  this  division,  shows  that  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  .30,  1922i,  only  J 
$268.67  of  the  $1,000.00  appropriated  for  traveling  expenses  of  this  division  was 
used,  indicating  that  the  director  of  this  division  was  away  from  Helena,  not 
to  exceed  sixty  days  out  of  the  year.  On  the  other  hand,  his  total  office  expenses 
amounted  to  only  $.51.6.5,  a  sum  which  includes  all  record  books,  blanks,  office 
stationery,  and  postage  stamps.  Clearly  his  correspondence  was  a  small  item.  If 
we  add  to  this  the  fact  that  the  budget  shows  that  no  expenditures  at  all  were 
made  for  printed  matter  or  other  publicity,  aside  from  $156.'o0  expended  for 
films,  it  is  quite  apparent  that  the  division  is  almost  dormant,  and  can  be  doing  little 
if  any  useful  work.  The  chief  task  of  the  director  appears  to  have  been  that  of 
drawing  $600.00  a  year  more  salary  than  was  allowed  by  the  17th  Assembly.

STATE  BOARD  OF  EXAMINERS. 

Mr  President :  We,  your  Special  Investigating  Committee,  appointed  far  j| 
the  purpose  of  examining  all  State  Boards  and  Commissions  of  the  State  of  Mon-  - 
tana,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  partial  report : 

This  board  is  a  constitutional  board  owing  its  existence  i)rimarlly  to  Section 
20,  Article  VI 1.  of  the  Constitution.  It  consists  of  the  Governor.  Secretary  of 
State  and  Attorney  General,  Many  duties  have  been  assigned  to  this  board 
throughout  the  years,  until  it  is  now  the  most  important  agency  of  the  state 
government. 

Not  only  is  it  the  most  important  board,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  duties  ; 
and  powers  imiposed  upon  it,  but  it  has  become,  during  the  past  two  years,  the 
most  inefficient  and  neglectful  of  all   the  state  departments.    For  many  years  ' 
it  has  been  the  custom  to  m'nintain  a  system  of  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  board, 
showin;?  the  various  appropriations  and  fund    accounts,    with    all  transactions 
pertaining  thereto,  and  the  available  balances  at  all  times  in  each  of  said  accounts. 

This  system  has  been  practically  discontinued.  The  office  of  the  board  no 
lonii'cr  makes  pretense  of  carrying  balanced  accounts  with  the  various  departments 
of  the  state,  and  one  of  the  results  is  that  it  is  impossble  to  determine  from  the 
records  of  the  board  whether  an  appropriation  is  exhausted  or  not,  and  whether 
any  claim  presented  may  be  paid  legally.  The  office  of  the  State  Examiner,  which 
for  years  checked  the  accounts  of  the  board,  has  ceased  to  perform  this  work, 
owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  records. 
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During  the  trial  of  the  action  brought  against  Frank  Conley  by  the  State,  the 
1  clerk  of  the  board  was  entrusted  with  considerable  sums  of  money  for  payment  of 
witnesses  and  similar  claims.  lie  paid  several  thousands  of  dollars  of  such  claims, 
i  but  has  never  rendered  a  final  ncronntin'j,-,  and  jn-esumably  has  state  money  in 
'  in  his  possession  which  should  be  delivered  to  the  <State  Treasurer,  the  legal 
t    istodian  of  all  state  funds. 

1  The  Seventeenth  Assembly  established  a  contingent  rexolving  account  in  the 
(  office  of  the  board  for  the  puri'ose  of  purchasing  postage  stamps,  etc.,  for  dis- 
i  bursement  to  other  state  offices.    As  will  be  observed  from  the  table  on  page  153 
;  of  the  1923   State  Budget,   under  account  5113,  the  original  amount  of  this 
■  appropriation  was  $5,000.00.    On  June  30,  1922,  $2,019.39  had  been  drawn  from 
'  the  appropriation,  and  not  a  dollar  of  reimbursement  had  found  its  way  into  the 
account.    The  intent  of  the  Seventeenth  Assembly  was  that  immediately  upon 
issue  of  stamps  or  other  items  to  the  various  d(M)artments,  payment  should  be  made 
by  such  departments  to  the  board,  that  the  appr()i)riation  account  might  always 
I  be  at  iis  original  figure.    A  strict  aecoiinting  in  this  re<;ard  should  be  demanded. 

The  clerk  of  the  boai-d  has  bemi  and  is  notoriously  lax  in  his  handling  of 
■claims  against  the  state.  Railroad  transportation  claims  have  been  allowed  to 
laccumidate  for  many  months — in  a  few  cases,  at  least,  as  long  as  ten  months, 
without  payment.  More  than  one  of  the  railroads  doing  business  with  the  state 
have  found  it  necessary  to  serve  notic(>  uiion  the  board  that  they  would  refuse 
to  accept  the  state's  transportation  recpiests  if  more  diligence  was  not  shown  in 
payment  of  their  claims, 

[       There  is  a  continual  clamor  on  the  part  of  creditors  of  the  state,  particularly 

1  those  of  the  state  institutions,  for  their  money.  Months  are  frequently  allowed 
to  elapse  before  valid  and  undisputed  claims  are  passed  to  warrant,  with  the 
result  that  the  state's  credit  suffers,  cash  discounts  are  lost  and  creditors  are 

i  subjected  to  annoyance  and  in  some  cases  actual  financial  distress  by  the  needless 

itying  up  of  their  working  capital. 

I  As  a  concrete  example,  the  books  of  the  State  Auditor  show  that  during  the 
imonth  of  November.  1922,  only  $S(k24().51  of  General  Fund  claims  were  delivered 
[to  his  office  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners.  In  the  following  month,  December, 
[1922,  the  amount  was  $280,098.14 — more  than  three  times  the  amount  for  the 
'preceding  month ;  and  in  January  1923,  the  claims  delivered  to  tthe  auditor  by 
the  State  Board  of  Examiners  lotaled  the  staggering  sum  of  $658,851.57.  The 
Qormal  monthly  payments  from  the  General  Fund  averages  about  $275,000.00.  In 
contrast  to  the  huge  number  of  claims  delivered  to  the  Auditor  in  January,  1923, 
the  records  show  that  the  total  General  Fund  payments  in  January,  1922',  were 
S282,207.6€,  and  in  January,  1921.  $154,134.90.  As  a  result  of  holding  back 
.3laims  in  this  manner,  not  only  are  the  creditors  of  the  state  seriously  annoyed 
md  unjustly  kept  out  of  their  money,  but  the  accounts  of  the  state  are  distorted, 
jind  statistical  results  based  upon  the  ledgers  of  the  Auditor  and  State  Treasurer 
j;eriously  understate  tlu^  financial  condition  of  the  state. 

I  In  numerous  eases  claims  have  been  lost  in  the  office  of  the  board  and  never 
again  discovered,  and  in  other  cases  valid  claims  have  been  held  for  months  until 
he  approijriations  from  which  they  should  have  been  paid  have  laps(\l.  1'he 
pecific  attention  of  this  committee  has  been  called  to  the  claim  of  an  insurance 
'.gency  in  Anaconda,  which  wrote  certain  policies  upon  the  buildings  at  the  Insane 
Asylum,  the  premiums  exceeding  $1,000.00.  This  claim  was  held  for  more  than 
I  year  without  action,  in  flagrant  violation  of  the  provisions  of  Section  238,  1921 
vodes. 

The  Section  referred  to,  Xo.  238,  ])rovides.  among  other  things,  that  all  claims 
'hall  be  numbered  by  the  board  on  receipt.  This  has  not  been  done  for  several 
ears.  The  claims  of  favored  creditors  are  allowed  out  of  order,  and  the  claims 
ff  those  having  little  or  no  influence,  or  of  those  who  evince  no  insistence,  are 
iUowed  to  accumulate  unpaid. 


Attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  Section  252,  1921  Codes,  which  re- 

uires  the  board  to  determine  and  publish  the  amount  of  money  in  the  public 

.'■easury  at  monthly  intervals.  'I'his  section  has  not  been  complied  with  for  many 
^•ars.    It  should  be  repealed. 


'  No  examination  of  the  books  of  the  State  Treasurer  and  State  Auditor,  and 
0  count  of  the  c?sh  in  the  State  Treasury,  have  been  made  for  several  years, 
pspite  the  provi.-ions  of  Section  251,  1921  Codes. 
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The  board  has  not  avaiUnl  itself  of  the  provisions  of  Section  27B,  274,  and 
275  enacted  by  the  Seventeenth  Assembly,  giving  the  power  and  making  it  its 
duty  to  appoint  minor  clerical  help  and  fix  subordinate  salaries.  If  this  statute 
is  not  to  be  applied  generally  it  should  be  rei>ealed,  lest  in  the  future  misuse  be  made 
of  it  in  exceptional  cases. 

Section  1924,  1921  Codes,  requires  that  the  Board  shall  pay  all  institutional 
claims  from  the  respective  interest  and  income  funds  so  long  as  an  available 
balance  remains  in  such  funds,  before  having  recourse  to  General  Fund  ap- 
propriations. This  section  is  habitually  violated.  On  June  30,  1922,-  the  following 
balances  existed  in  the  various  institutional  interest  and  income  funds.

Instead  of  paying  claims  from  these  funds,  in  which  a  balance  existed,  the 
heavily  overdrawn  General  Fund  was  called  upon,  and  the  state  paid  interest  at  th(^ 
rate  of  4^  per  annum  upon  its  registered  warrants. 

The  board  is  seriously  negligent  in  the  matter  of  handling  the  revolving  ap- 
propriations of  the  various  institutions  and  departments.  These  revolving  ap- 
propriations are  made  up  chiefly  of  the  local  earnings  of  the  institutions  in- 
terested. Inasmuch  as  these  accounts  do  not  revert,  as  do  all  other  appropriations, 
it  is  highly  desirable  that  they  be  drawn  upon  in  such  way  as  to  prevent  accumula- 
tions in  them,  exactly  as  prescribed  by  law  in  the  case  of  the  interest  and  income 
funds,  above  discussed.  However,  the  board  has  neglected  to  exhaust  the  revolving 
a.ppropriations,  and  on  June  30,  1922  the  following  balances  are  shown  by  the 


books  of  the  State  Auditor :

There  are  many  other  derelections  chargeable  to  the  board,  including  neglect 
of  insurance  on  state  property,  policies  having  been  permitted  to  lapse ;  loss  of 
certified  checks  submitted  by  bidders  for  state  contracts,  failure  to  write  up 
minutes  of  the  board  for  months  at  a  time,  record  of  the  transactions  having  been 
preserved  not  at  all  or  only  in  part  on  detached  scraps  of  paper ;  utter  disregard  of 
correspondence;  loss  or  mislaying  of  important  documents  and  record  books,  and 
the  like. 

The  committee  is  at  a  loss  for  a  remedy  for  this  deplorable  condition.  If  th*^ 
board  were  not  a  constitutional  one,  the  committee  might  be  tempted  to  recom- 
mend its  abolition  and  the  distribution  of  its  duties  among  other  agencies  of  the 
state.  But  it  cannot  Be  abolished  by  ordinary  process  of  law,  and  inasmuch  as  its 
members  are  the  highest  elective  officials  of  the  state  government  they  cannot  be 
dismii^sed  for  their  nonfeasance  by  any  method  short  of  impeachment.  This  com- 
mittee must  content  itself  with  calling  attention  to  the  glaring  neglect  of  fie  public 
duty  by  this  important  board,  in  the  hope  that  publicity  may  prompt  its  members  to 
adopt  corrective  measures  which  must  occur  to  all.

\our  Special  ('oniniittee  of  the  S  enate  of  the  Eighteenth  Ijcgislative  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Montana  to  investigate  the  various  boards  and  commissions,  beg 
to  submit  a  'partial  report  covering  the  results  of  its  investigation  of  the  Industrial 
Accident  P»oard. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  during  the  administration  of  the  late 
A.  E.  Spriggs,  as  Chairman  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board,  the  work  of 
boiler  inspector  was  carried  on  by  3  boiler  inspectors. 

In  1918  3  Inspectors  made  2522  inspections: 
In  1919  3  Inspectors  made  2r)()l  inspections 
In  1920  3  Inspectors  made  2138  inspections ; 
In  1921  3  Inspectors  made  2131  inspections ; 
However,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  gradual  decline  of 
the  number  of  inspections  to  be  made  from  1918  of  2i522  inspections  until  1921  there 
were  only  2131  inspections,  yet  it  appears  that  about  the  1st  of  July  1922,  another 
inspector  was  added  to  the  list  of  boiler  inspectors  in  the  person  of  one  John 
Taylor,  and  moreover  it  appears  from  imdisputed  evidence  that  while  Mr,  Taylor 
inspected  120  boilers  from  July  1st,  1922,  to  December  31st,  1922,  his  expenses  for 
that  time  were  $1,137.71  while  J.  H.  Bondy,  another  inspector,  inspected  in  the 
same  time  1,002  boilers  at  an  expense  of  only  $487.91. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  2  inspectors,  who  understand  their 
business,  can  easily  perform  the  work  of  boiler  inspection  in  this  state,  and  the 
f  evidence  discloses  the  fact  that  it  had  l)een  the  intention  of  Mr.  Spriggs  to  reduce 
i  the  number  of  inspectors  to  2,  if  he  had  lived  to  carry  out  his  plan. 
I         Your  committee  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  present  system  of  handling 
I  the  funds  of  the  Industrial   Accident  Board   is   not  in  conformity  with  sound 
business  methods,  and  is  furthermore     violative     of     constitutional     jiro visions, 
j  Section  34,  Article  V,  of  the  Constitution,  provides  that  "No  money  shall  be  paid 
j  out  of  the  treasury  except  ui)on  appropriations  made  by  law.  and  on  inirnmi  dnnrn 
j,  ty  the  proper  officer  in  pursuance  tJiercof.  c.rcciif  interest  on  i]tc  pnhlic  debt."' 
]  Other  provisions,  both  of  tlx^  Constitution  and  the  Codes,  accentuate  this, 
i         ITnder  the  system  in  vomi(>  in  handling  th(>  affaii's  of  tic  board,  the  moneys 
j  are  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer,  and  carried  by  him  in  three  separate  funds 
— the  Industrial  Accident  Fund,  us-ed  for  payment  of  losses  and  compensation  ;  the 
j  Industrial  Accident  Administrative  Fund,  used  for  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the 
'  office,  to  a  large  extent ;  and  the  Industrial  Reserve  Fund,  constituting  the  reserve 
of  the  board.    When  it  becomes  desirable  to  invest  moneys  in  the  Accident  Fund 
\  or  the  Reserve  Fund,  or  when  compensation  is  to  be  paid,  the  iiayee  is  given  an 
order  on  the  State  Treasurer,  signed  only  by  the  Chairman  and  Treasurer  of  the 
'  hoard,  and  certified  correct  by  the  chief  accountant's  signature.    This  order  is 
in  the  form  of  the  ordinary  voucher  check,  and  declares  on  its  face  that  when 
properly  endorsed  it  becomes  a  sight  draft  on  the  State  Treasurer. 

Periodically — usually  monthly — the  State  Treasurer  prepares  a  claim  against 
the  various  funds  involved,  in  the  usual  form  for  claims  agains-t  the  state,  and 
}  demands  a  state  warrant  for  the  gross  amount  of  vouchers  paid  by  him  up  to 
j  the  date  of  his  claim.    This  claim  goes  to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  upon 
:  allowance  the  State  Auditor  draws  his  warrant  upon  the  proper  funds,  in  favor 
of  the  Treasurer,  thus  clearing  the  latter's  accounts. 

But  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  constitutionally  charged  with  the  duty 
of  examining  all  claims  against  the  state  prior  to  their  payment,  is  thus  deprived 
,  of  opportunity  to  disallow  an  illegal  or  injudicious  claim.  The  money  leaves  the 
custody  of  the  State  Treasurer,  on  order  of  two  members  of  the  Industrial  Ac- 
cident Board,  long  before  the  transaction  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners,  There  is  grave  opportunity  here  for  improper  diversion  of  the 
[  funds  of  the  board. 

j  This  proceeding  is  the  only  one  of  its  sort  existing  in  the  entire  machinery 
j  of  the  state.  The  Treasurer  is  the  custodian  of  many  other  trust  funds,  such, 
i  for  example,  as  the  Hail  Insurance  Funds,  the  Bounty  Fund,  federal  moneys  for  the 
i,use  of  the  educational  institutions  and  the  Board  of  Health,  and  others,  and  in 
■  all  these  cases  the  constitutional  procedure  is  followed. 

There  appears  to  be  no  justification,  other  than  the  plea  of  convenience  and 
quick  action,  for  making  an  exception  of  the  Industrial  Accident  .moneys.    In  the 
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judgment  of  the  committee,  legislation  should  be  enacted  requiring  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board  to  conform  to  the  same  requirements  as  those  obtaining  in.  other 
departments  of  the  state  government. 

The  Industrial  Accident  Board  now  has  $311,489.96  of  its  funds  invested  in 
bonds  and  warrants.  This  in  addition  to  the  cash  on  hand.  These  securities  are 
kept  in  a  safe  in  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor,  and  are  in  the  sole  custody  and 
control  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  the  chief  accountant,  and  yet  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  is  only  required  to  furnish  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.00, 
and  the  chief  accountant  is  required  to  furnish  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  only  $2,- 
000.00  It  is  the  opinioji  of  your  committee  that  in  order  to  safeguard  the  funds 
and  securities  of  this  board,  the  State  Treasurer  should  be  designated  as  the 
Ti-easurer  of  the  Board,  and  should  hold  the  custody  of  all  the  moneys  an;] 
securities  belonging  to  the  board. 

The  most  serious  criticism  that  your  committee  has  to  make  of  this  board 
has  to  do  with  the  character  of  the  securities  in  which  its  funds  have  been  in- 
\ested  during  recent  months.  It  appears  that  during  the  administration  of  Mr. 
Spriggs  "safety  of  the  funds"  was  the  keynote  of  his  policy, and  that  pursuant  to 
this  policy  the  funds  were  always  invested  in  Liberty  Bonds,  United  States 
'I'roasury  Certificates,  or  high  class  state,  county  and  city  bonds.  However  the 
keynote  of  the  present  administration  seems  to  have  been  "high  rate  of  interest", 
and  pursuant  to  this  policy  the  Liberty  Bonds  and  high  grade  securities  have 
beep  sold  and  the  money  used  in  the  purchase  of  county  and  city  warrants  and 
in  special  improvement  district  warrants  of  the  towns  and  smaller  cities  of  the 
state,  so  that  at  the  present  time  50  per  cent  of  all  of  the  securities  now  owned 
by  the  board  are  special  improvement  district  warrants  in  such  cities  and  towns  as 
Grass  Range,  Laurel,  WThitefish,  Eureka  and  Havre. 

The  funds  of  this  board  are  provided  for  the  benefit  of  workmen  who  are 
injured  while  engaged  in  hazardous  occupations  in  this  state,  and  who  are  insured 
under  Plan  Three  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  and  for  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  those  who  may  be  so  unfortunate  as  to  lose  their  lives  in  such  hazardous 
occu]iations.  For  them  there  is  no  other  relief  furnished  by  the  State  of  Montana 
except  the  rig'ht  to  participate  in  this  fund.  Surely  there  can  be  no  higher  or 
more  sacred  trust  than  the  obligation  that  rests  upon  the  State  of  Montana  to 
see  that  this  fund  is  always  held  inviolate,  so  that  when  the  call  of  some  un- 
fortunate disaster,  such  as  has  i-ecenlly  occured  in  New  Mexico,  is  made  upon  this 
fund,  that  the  call  may  not  be  made  in  \ain. 

In  view  of  tlte  high  character  of  this  trust  it  may  be  edifying  for  the  work- 
men of  this  state  to  know  tliat  $'20,.jO0.00  of  the  moneys  of  this  fund  are  invested  in 
the  special  improvement  warrants  of  a  special  improvement  district  somewhere 
in  the  town  of  Grass  Range,  which  the  latest  Rand-McNally  Directory  accords 
a  population  of  2G2  people. 

The  evidence  discloses  that  .$112,334.92  of  the  moneys  of  this  board  were  usetl 
in  purchasing  special  improvement  district  warrants  of  the  character  above 
mentioned  through  the  intervention  of  one  J.  H.  Reesberg,  at  present  a  resident 
of  Minneaiioiis  :  It  is  admitted  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Booard  personally  ar- 
ranged for  ihe  I'.urchase  from  Reesberg:  that  no  investigatioin  was  ever  made  as  to 
the  character  of  the  property  included  in  the  various  improvement  districts  or  as  to 
the  value  of  the  bonds,  or  as  to  whether  proper  steps,  or  any  steps,  had  been  taken 
to  levy  the  necessary  tax  to  procure  the  money  with  which  to  discharge  the  bonds 
from  year  to  year.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  testified  before  your  committee 
that  he  relied  solely  upon  the  representation  and  judgment  of  the  seller,  Mr. 
Reesberg,  so  that  all  information  that  any  one  connected  with  the  Board  now 
has  with  reference,  to  these  bonds  is  lodged  in  the  brain  of  a  man  who  is  now 
residing  in  a'Sis'tant  city  of  another  state. 

It  also  appears  that  in  the  purchase  of  these  bonds  the  board  was  over- 
accomodating  to  Mr.  Reesberg.  When  he  bad  bonds  to  sell,  Mr.  Reesberg  told 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  about  it,  quoted  him  a  price  which  the  Chairman 
promptly  accepted.  It  would  then  be  arranged  to  have  the  bonds  come  to  a  bank 
in  Helena,  whereupon  a  warrant  for  the  purchase  price  would  be  drawn  and 
delivered  to  Mr.  Reesberg,  who  would  take  it  and  deposit  it  in  the  bank  to  his 
credit  ,  and  against  the  credit  created  by  the  deposit  of  this  warrant  he  would  draw 
his  check  with  which  be  would  pay  for  the  bonds  to  the  seller  from  whom  Rees- 
berg had  agreed  to  buy.

!  handled  the  matter  in  sucli  a  way  as  to  take  down  a  profit  to  himself  of  if^O- 
!  276.90,  or  in  other  words,  for  the  sersices  wliich  he  performed,  and  wliich  could 
1  not  have  (ousumed  a  wet'K.of  iiis  tinie  in  all,  Reesberg  was  paid  more  tiian  the 
I  state  pays  as  salary  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  for  any 
year's  service,  and  ahnost  as  nuich  as  the  i)ay  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  of 
I  Montana  as  his  salary  for  each  year. 

1  Your  attention  is  also  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  special  improvement  districl: 
I  law  of  Montana  contemplates  that  after  an  improvement  has  been  made  the 
ji  munici;pality  in  which  the  impro\'ement  district  is  situated  shall  levy  a  tax  upon 
I  all  of  the  property  in  said  improvement  district,  which  tax  shall  be  sufficient  to 
i  not  only  pay  tiie  interest  upon  the  bonds  but  retire  a  i)roport'onate  pan  of 
j  the  principal  annually.  Yet  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  taxpaying  period 
i  has  long  since  transpired  since  the  board  purchased  these  $112,(K)0  of  special 
improvement  bonds,  we  do  not  find  that  a  single  one  of  the  bonds  has  been  re- 
[  deemed.    (See  amendment  to  this  paragraph  on  page  309  of  Journal.) 

In  view  of  the  situation  thus  far  disclosed  by  our  invesitgation,  we  recommend 
I  that  the  attention  of  the  State  PJxaminer  be  called  to  the  situation  in  order  that 
I  he  may  make  a  detailed  examination  of  the  pa-oceedings  in  each  special  im- 
provement  district  against  which  the  board  holds  special  improvement  bonds,  and 
that  when  his  examination  shall  have  been  completed  the  State  Examiner  be  re- 
{ quested  and  required  to  lay  a  report  of  his  examination  before  the  Attorney 
!<  General  of  the  State  with  the  re(iuest  that  the  Attorney  General  take  such  steps 
las  may  be  necessary  in  his  judgment  to  safeguard  as  for  as  possibk'  the  integrity 
'  of  this  trust  fund,  and  your  committee  asks  to  be  permitted  to  introduce  a  bill 
( placing  a  limitation  U])on  the  class  of  securities  in  wdiich  the  funds  of  the  In- 
dustrial Accident  B.oard  may  hereafter  be  invested.

BUREAU  OF  CHILD  AND  ANIMAL  PROTECTION. 

Mr.  President :  We, your  Special  Investigating  Committee,  appointed  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  all  State  Boards  and  Commissions  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  partial  report : 

The  legislation  creating  this  bureau  and  prescribing  its  duties,  together  with 
supplementary  enactments,  will  be  found  in  Sections  336  to  349  of  the  1921 
Codes.  Prior  to  the  year  1913  the  Bureau  coonsisted  of  a  secretary  and  six 
deputies,  with  offices  in  the  principal  cities  of  the  state.  In  1913  a  special  deputy 
humane  officer  was  added.  The  force  nuthorized  by  statute  at  the  present  time 
is  one  secretary,  whose  salary  under  Section  337  is  $2,100.00  annually  (this 
salary  being  stated  as  $2,500.00  in  the  codification  embraced  in  Section  441),  one 
stenographer  or  clerk  at  $50.00  a  month  (see  Section  345)  one  special  deputy  or 
humane  officer  and  six  district  deputies  at  $1,800.00  a  year  each  (see  Sections 
340  and  344).  For  several  years  a  part-time  stenograpJier  was  employed,  her 
time  being  divided  between  this  bureau  and  the  Adjutant  General's  office,  thus 
affording  her  a  full  salary.

Rejiresentntives  of  the  Bureau  appeared  before  the  Appropriation  Committee 
of  the  Seventeenth  Assembly,  asking  for  appropriations  of  $23,815.16  for  each 
of  the  two  succeeding  years.  The  committee  after  careful  investigation,  and  ac- 
tuated by  a  desire  to  economize  wherever  possible,  granted  $19,080.00  annually,  the 
detailed  segi-eaations,  both  as  to  requests  and  allowances,  being  as  follows  :

The  Appropriation  Committee  appropriated  for  six  deputies  only,  instead  of 
seven,  the  maximum  force  authorized  by  statute.  This  was  done  after  con- 
sultation with  the  representatives  of  the  Bureau,  who  assured  the  committee  that 
a  force  of  six  men  and  the  secretary  would  be  ample  to  perform  all  the  necessary 
work  of  the  department. 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  Assembly  the  Bureau  broke  faith,  employing 
the  maximum  force  authorized  by  law.  The  manner  by  which  the  increase  was 
financed  is  cleorly  shown  by  the  figures  given  above.  The  traveling  exi)enses  of 
the  bureau  for  tiie  first  three  years  shown  was  $5,583.14,  $4,446.92  and  $6,558.09 
respectively,  a  total  of  $16,583.15  for  the  three  years — an  average  of  $5,527.72 
yearly  for"  the  entire  force,  or  $690.97  yearly  for  each  of  the  eight  persons  em- 
ployed, excluding  the  clerk.  The  Seventeenth  Assembly  believed  that  $600.00 
a  year  was  a  fair  amount  for  traveling  expenses  of  each  of  the  seven  men  authorized, 
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aud  hence  alloted  $4,200.00  yearly  for  that  purpose. 

But  the  Bureau  expended  only  $1.'813.(>1  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1922,  for  its  full  force  of  eight  men,  or  an  average  of  $226.70  per  man,  employing 
most  of  its  surplus  traveling  allov^'ance  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  deputy  it  had 
agreed  to  dispense  with. 

The  conclusion  is  inevitable :  the  Bureau  functioned  only  one-third  time,  for 
most  of  the  useful  work  of  the  deputies  requires  traveling.  Each  of  the  eight 
men  traveled,,  on  an  average,  less  than  one-third  as  much  as  their  predecessors, 
evidently  rcnia.injng-  at  their  respective  places  of  residence  Mnd  doing  Title  more 
than  drawing  their  salaries. 

'L'he  action  of  the  Seventeenth  Assembly  has  been  fullv  justified.  It  is  clear 
that  there  is  no  necessity  for  the  elaborate  force  authorized  by  statute,  for  despite 
the  dormancy  of  the  Bureau  for  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  no  complaint 
by  the  public  because  of  its  inactivity. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  Bureau  can  be  materially  reduced  as  to  the 
number  of  'is  (  e])ut^es.  without  detriment  to  the  'publie  i;o.)a.  Section  lUU  of  the 
1921  Codes  be  repealed,  leaving  the  Bureau  to  function  with  the  Secretary,  the 
deputy  humane  officer  and  a  part-time  clerk.  Sheriffs  and  other  local  peace  officers 
can,  and  will  if  called  upon,  co-operate  with  the  diminished  Bureau  in  all  matters 
requiring  their  attention. 

The  appropriation  required  for  each  of  the  two  fiscal  years  to  come,  under 


this  plan,  will  be  as  follows :

This,  it  will  be  observed,  is  a  reduction  of  $12,720.00  a  year  from  the  ap- 
propriation granted  by  the  Seventeenth  Assembly,  and  is  approximately  $18,- 
000.00  a  year  less  than  is  asked  by  the  Bureau  in  its  Budget  schedule,  to  be 
found  on  page  89  of  the  1923  Budget.

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  all  State  Institiitioiis  sub- 
mitted the  following  reports  : 

Mr  President :  We,  your  Committee,  appointed  "to  consider  and  investigate 
the  conduct  and  administration  of  the  affairs  of  all  state  institutions  *  *  *  * 
and  to  make  a  report  to  the  Senate",  wish  to  submit  the  following  preliminary 
report : 

In  consideration  a  survey  of  state  institutions,  the  Committee  found  it  would 
have  to  confine  its  work  to  one  of  the  two  lines  of  investigation.  The  question 
arose  as  to  whether  we  should  make  an  analysis  of  the  costs  of  operation  of  the 
Tarious  institutions,  or. 

As  to  whether  we  should  review  the  management  and  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  institutions  as  concerns  the  physical  property,  the  care  of  and  the 
facilities  for  handling  inmates  in  some  or  the  students  attending  others ;  and  as 
to  whether  there  were  conditions  existing  among  the  inmates  of  institutions  that 
suggested  a  change  in  the  method  of  their  handling  under  the  policy  of  the  state 
or  the  management  of  the  institutions. 

"Consideration  of  these  two  policies  of  investigation,  suggested  that  same  be 
confined  to  the  business  conditions  of  our  institutions  and  the  costs  of  operation, 
particularly  because  of  the  short  time  in  which  the  Committee  had  to  make  its 
survey 

The  question  then  arose  as  to  whether  the  Committee  should  make  a  personal 
visit  to  the  various  institutions  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  physical  plants 
and  there  consulting  with  the  management  and  other  officials  of  these  institutions. 
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or  avIkmIu'i'  fi.mucs  and  statistics  slionld  be  compiled  for  the  use  of  the  Com- 
mittee h)  makinu'  a  coniprelieiisive  review  of  tlie  oiJeration  costs  without  a 
personal  visit.  It  was  finally  determined  au  analysis  of  such  figures  and  in- 
formation could  be  readily  completed  and  the  situation  viewed  without  the  nec- 
essity ot  personal  visits  to  the  institutions. 

Officials  from  the  institutions  are  being  interviewed  at  the  Capitol.  Our 
investigations  follow  and  conclusions  will  be  formed  upon  information  secured  I  ) 
from  the  officials  of  institutions,  the  state  auditor's  office,  the  staXe  accountant's  |  " 
office  and  through  the  reports  of  various  departments  of  state,  which  have  compiled 
information  of  interest  in  our  line  of  work.  Mr.  Hoskings,  Accountant,  working 
through  the  State  Accounting's  Office  and  under  the  Chancellor  of  the  University, 
was  retained,  with  the  consent  of  the  Chancellor,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the 
Committee  with  information  from  records  of  the  institutions  and  the  state  offices. 
Such  statistics  as  will  be  presented  to  the  Senate  will  be  based  upon  this  in- 
formation and  our  conclusions  and  report  will  be  formed  thereon,  following  con- 
ferences with  the  administrative  heads  of  the  institutions. 

It  is  well  to  state,  the  cooperation  of  those  gentlemen,  who  are  at  the  head 
of  our  various  institutions,  has  not  only  been  very  courteous,  but  obliging,  to 
furnish  complete  information  and  to  assist  in  every  way  possible  the  purposes  of 
this  investigation. 

It  lies  within  the  province  of  your  Committee  to  visit  some  or  all  of  the 
state  institutions  if  it  is  later  found  we  will  have  time  during  the  session  so  to  do, 
and  thereafter  lo  offer  supplemental  reports.    We  will,  therefor,  take  this;  under  , 
consideration  after  we  have  completed  preliminary  reports  on  the  institutions  jj 
surveyed.    It  has  been  our  intention  to  make  this  survey  as  comprehensive  as  f 
possible  within  the  limits  of  time  at  our  disposal,  however,  at  the  least  cost 
possible  to  the  state.

MONTANA   SOLDIERS'  HOME. 

Mr.  President  :    ^Ye.  your  Committee,  appointed  "to  investigate  the  affairs 
of  state  institutions"',  wis':  to  submit  the  following  'partial  reporr : 

In  reviewing  the  cost  of  operations  of  the  Montana  Soldiers'  Home,  we  find 
same  for  the  year  1918-19  amounting  to  $48,572,  which  increased  in  1919-20  to  | 
$52,402.    In  the  year  ending  June  BO,  1922.  this  cost  was  reduced  to  $47,580,  which      j  - 
would  indicate  the  cost  of  operation  of  this  institution  has  been  kept  within  con-  j-f 
servative  limits.    There  is,  of  course,  in  addition  to  the  costs  of  operation,  ex-  | 
ipenditares  for  the  physical  plant  and  for  Repairs  and  Replacements,  but  these  i 
Lxpendiiidos  are  c^jiiiingent  upon  the  remod'^lhiji  or  the  repair  of  bnildhigs  or 
equipment    or    upon    tlic    construction    of    new    buildings    or    inirehrise    ut  iiev 
e(!ui|)ine;u. 

For  the  period  ending  June  30,  1922,  the  total  cost  of  this  institution  was 
$Gl,()rj\;  (State  Auditors'  report,  page  100),  which  included  Capital  Expenditures 
amounting  to  $5,527;  and  Repairs  and  Replacements  of  $8,557,  in  addition  to 
the  cost  of  operaiions  above  set'  out  amounting  to  $47,580. 

It  will  be  noted  in  the  case  of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  as  is  true  with  nearly  all 
of  the  Institutions,  that  there  is  some  source  of  income  aside  from  the  money 
appropriatca  by  the  legislature  and  these  various  receipts  reduce  the  cost  of  the 
institution  in  an  equal  amount. 

The  Soldiers'  Home  has  received  each  year  during  the  period  of  our  tabulations, 
over  $8,000  of  U.  S.  Aid,  which  amounted  in  1921-22  to  $8,880.    This  is  sup-  jj 
plemented  in  the  case  of  this  institution  by  receipts  aggregating  $4,507  from  various  j 
sources  of  contingent  income. 

Because  of  the  apparent  capable  management  of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  your 
Committee  has  not  found  where  it  was  possible  to  offer  suggestions  as  to  the 
reduction  of  various  expenditures;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  is  willing  to  concur  in 
the  decision  of  the  Appropriations  and  Finance  &  Claims  Cammittee  to  allow 
for  the  year  1923-24  an  appropriation  of  $42,810,  and  for  the  succeeding  year  an 
appropriation  of  $40,000.

property  shall  not  vest  in  the  lessee  or  bailee  until  the  purchase  price  shall  have 
been  paid  in  full,  and  until  the  terms  of  the  contract  shall  have  been  fully  perform- 
ed, notwithstanding  delivery  to  and  possession  by  such  lessee  or  bailee;  provided, 
that  no  such  contract  shall  be  valid  as  against  any  subsequent  judgment  creditor, 
or  any  subsequent  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value  and  without  notice  unless  :

0  expend  not  to  exceed  five  per  cent  (5%)  of  any  such  levy  for  the  collection 
tf  said  per  capita  tax,  or  of  any  part  thereof. 

1  G.  To  provide  a  farm  for  the  support  of  the  poor  of  the  county,  and  miake 
■egulations  for  working  the  same. 

j  7.  When  there  are  no  necessary  county  buildings,  to  provide  suitable  rooms 
or  county  purposes. 

i  8.  To  purchase,  receive  by  donations,  or  lease  any  real  or  personal  property 
lecessary  for  the  use  of  the  county,  preserve,  take  care  of,  manage,  and  control  the 
iame ;  but  no  purchase  of  real  property  must  be  made  unless  the  value  of  the 
;ame  has  been  previously-  estimated  by  three  disinterested  citizens  of  the  county 
iippointed  by  the  district  judge  for  that  ;  urpose.  and  no  more  than  the  ap- 
jjraised  value  must  be  paid  therefor. 

9.  To  cause  to  be  erected  and  furnished  a  coui-t-house,  jail,  hospital,  and 
luCh  other  public  buildings  as  may  be  necessary. 

I  10.  To  sell  at  public  auction  at  the  court-house  door,  after  thirty  days 
previous  notice,  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  the  county,  or  posted  in 
ive  public  places  of  the  county,  and  convey  to  the  highest  bidder,  for  cash,  any 
|)roperty,  real  or  personal,  belonging  to  the  county,  paying  the  proceeds  into  the 
|:ounty  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  county. 

I  11.  At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board,  to  examine  and  allow  the  accounts 
j'f  all  officers  having  the  care,  management,  collection,  or  disbursement  of  moneys 
belonging  to  the  county,  or  appropriated  by  law  or  otherwise  for  its  use  and 
iienefit. 

I  12.  At  the  regular  meetings  of  the  board  to  examine,  settle,  and  allow  all 
liccounts  legally  chargeable  against  the  county  except  salaries  of  officers,  and 
Tder  warrants  to  be  drawn  on  the  county  treasurer  therefor,  and  provide  for  the 
issuing  of  the  same.

11).  To  fill  by  appointment  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  county,  township, 
or  precinct  offices,  except  in  the  office  of  county  commissioner.  | 

20.  To  contract  for  the  county  printing,  and  provide  books  and  stationery  , 
for  county  officers. 

21.  At  the  adjournment  of  each  session  of  the  board,  to  cause  to  be  published  : 
in  a  newspaper,  or  otherwise,  a  fair  statement  of  all  its  proceedings,  and  an- 
nually a  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  county.  '  \ 

22.  To  represent  the  county,  and  have  the  care  of  county  property,  and  the  ! 
management  of  the  business  andi  concerns  of  the  county  in  all  cases  where  no  ' 
oth  'r  provision  is  made  by  law.  ■ 

23.  To  take  and  enforce  such  rules  for  its  government,  the  preservation  of  1 
orde;%  and  the  tvansaction  of  business,  as  may  be  necessary. 

24.  To  adopt  a  seal  for  the  board,  a  description  and  impression  whereof  must  ) 
be  filed  by  the  clerk  in  the  offices  of  the  county  clerk  and  secretary  of  state. 

25.  To  perform  all  other  acts-  and  things  required  by  law  not  in  this  title 
enumerated,  or  which  may  be  necessary  to  the  full  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
chief  executive  authority  of  the  county  government.  ! 

26.  To  borrow  money  upon  the  credit  of  the  county  to  meet  expenses,  if  the  |  < 
county  revenue  is  insufficient.  1; 

27.  To  issue  on  the  credit  of  the  county  coupon  bonds  to  an  amount  suf- 
ficient to  secure  the  necessary  funds  for  the  procurement  of  necessary  building 
sites,  for  the  construction  of  necessary  public  buildings,  and  for  the  construction 
ot  bridges  and  highways,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  3  and  4, 
Chapter,  2,  title  2,  part  4  of  the  Political  Code.     (See  note).

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  administration  of  all  ex- 
<:cutive  departments  and  executive  officers  of  the  State  of  Montana  submitted  the 
following  report  together  with  amendment : 

Mr.  I*resident :  We,  your  Special  Committee,  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  state  officers  and  state  executive  departments  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  partial  report  concerning  the  Register  of  State  Lands  and  the  State 
Land  Board  : 

We  find  that  the  salaries  of  the  employees  of  the  State  Land  Office  amounted 
to  the  sum  of  $19, 830. .59  for  the  past  fjscal  year  and  that  the  total  expense  of 
the  office  for  said  year  was  .1527,076.58.  The  total  receipt  which  went  into  the 
genera"!  fund  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $1,.573.25.  making  a  net  cost  to  the  state 
for  the  conduct  of  the  office  of  the  register  of  State  Lands  for  the  past  fiscal 
year  of  Jl>22,.503.33.  W^e  believe  that  the  revenues  from  this  office  which  go 
into  the  general  fund  can  be  materially  increased  by  an  increase  in  the  fees  | 
charged  for  the  various  documents  issued  in  this  office  to  the  general  public  ai^l 
we  submit  the  following  as  a  basis  for  fees  to  be  charged  for  the  various  legal  I 


papers  issued  in  this  office  as  follows  to-wit :

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;  We  believe  that  the  above  will  ineroaso  the  fi'cs  of  this  office  betw^een  twelve 
land  fifteen  hundred  annually  williont  injiii-in;i  anybody  or  causing  them  undue 
[expense  in  connection  with  the  tr;\nsacti())is  of  the  State  Register. 
!  We  further  recommend  that  in  this  land  office  the  Farm  Loan  Clerk  have 
;his  salary  reduced  from  $175.00  to  $irvO.(X)  a  month  and  that  the  salary  of  the 
'Clerk  of  the  State  Board  be  inci'(>ased  from  $127). QO  a  month  to  $150.00  a  month. 
\Vc  make  this  recommendation  for  the  reason  we  believe  the  salary  of  the  Deputy 
;Kegistei'  of  the  state  lands  is  too  high  for  the  amount  and  character  of  work 
I'le  is  doing  and  we  believe  that  the  Farm  Loan  Clerk  will  be  amply  paid  for  his 
ibme  on  the  basis  of  $150.00  a  month.  With  reference  to  the  Clerk  of  the  State 
[Land  Board  will  say  that  the  person  holding  this  position  at  the  present  time  has 
leld  this  job  for  some  twenty  years  and'  we  are  given  to  understand  that  she  is 
;ery  competent  and  has  worked  all  through  tlie  high  period  of  prices  without  any 
ncrease  in  salary  and  we  feel  that  she  is  entitled  to  a  raise  of  $25.00  a  month 
Ind  so  recommend. 

For  the  last  fiscal  year  we  find  that  the  State  Land  Board  has  made  in- 
[  estments  as  follows  to-wit :  The  sum  of  $?>83,75().58  in  bonds,  that  they  have 
invested  in  addition  to  this  the  sum  of  $22D,015.28  in  warrants,  making  a  total 
investment  of  .$012,801.86.  We  also  find  that  the  total  amount  of  money  in  all 
'junds  invested  in  bonds  and  warrants  is  the  sum  of  $11,802,744.00,  that  there 
is  outstanding  and  due  to  the  State  of  Montana  on  land  contracts  the  sum  of 
i;9,812,2O4.00  and  that  there  is  cash  on  hand  in  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer 
in  the  sum  of  $87,152.48  making  a  total  in  all  funds  of  the  sum  of  $21,702,100.48.

There  are  about  nine  thousand  surface  leases  in  force  covering  nearly  two 
[aillion  and  a  half  acres  of  land  and  the  rental  income  from  this  source  amounts 
}!3  $2^3,601.76  and  the  delinquent  rentals  amount  to  the  sum  of  $174,333.04. 
i!  There  are  349  old  form  oil  and  gas  leases  in  force  covering  170,422  acres, 
.'he  increase  from  this  source  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $32,277.55.  There  are  92 
[ew  form  oil  and  gas  leases  in  force  covering  something  over  forty  thousand  acres 
!f  land  with  an  income  amounting  to  nearly  $27,000.00. 

Concerning  the  sale  of  lands  will  say  that  there  are  5279  contracts  standing 
[n  the  hooks  c<f  this  office  in  force.  Of  this  amount  there  are  3255  of  which  are 
elinquent  in  an  amount  of  nearly  $1,700,000.00  but  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
legister  of  State  Lands  that  nearly  all  of  this  amount  can  be  paid  up  under 
iivorable  circumstances  within  the  next  two  years.  The  number  of  acres  of  land 
jjld  by  the  state  to  this  date  amounts  to  one  million  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
pven  thousand  acres,  amounting  in  deferred  payments  to  the  sum  above  stated 
r!  nearly  ten  million  dollars. 

I  The  total  amount  of  land  remaining  in  all  of  the  counties  and  in  all  grants 
plonging  to  and  coming  under  jurisdiction  of  the  Register  of  State  Lands 
mounts  to  a  little  over  four  million  and  a  half  acres 

The  departments  under  the  control  of  the  State  Land  Board  are  the  State 
and  Agent  and  the  State  Forester.  The  State  Land  Agent  expended  the  sum  of 
16,376.00  during  the  last  fiscal  year  and  the  State  Forester  spent  $25,000.00 
iiis  amount  includes  his  salary  and  the  expenses  of  scaling  timber,  timber 
ruisers  and  fighting  fire  and  all  the  expenses  of  the  forestry  department.  In 
Wection  with  the  State  Forester's  office  will  say  that  this  department  seems 
'  be  administered  very  satisfactorily  where  it  is  now,  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
le  state  land  board,  and  we  see  no  reason  at  this  time  for  the  creation  of  an- 
:her  department  to  be  known  as  the  "Forestry  Department"  with  an  office  in  the 
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Capitol  and  with  a  large  number  of  assistants  and  stenographers  to  handle  the 
work  of  the  department.    If  this  is  done  it  will  also  entail  the  additional  expense 
of  a  large  set  of  books  to  keep  a  record  of  the  transactions  of  this  department  i 
and  w^e  believe  that  the  cost  of  O'perating  this  department  as  now  maintained,  and  \ 
as  it  would  be  conducted  by  the  creation  of  a  Forestry  Department  would  be  very  I 
materially  increased  without  a  great  amount  of  increased  efficiency.    There  is  \ 
a  bill  before  the  House  now  concerning  this  matter,  providing  for  the  creation 
of  this  department  and  we  recommend  that  the  same  be  killed  for  the  reason  that  1 
it  will  accomplish  no  good  at  this  time  and  simply  amount  to  the  creation  of  a  ' 
new  office  at  an  increased  salary  for  the  Forester  of  $4,000.00  a  year.    We  do 
not  believe  that  this  is  the  time  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  State  Forester  nor 
do  we  believe  it  is-the  proper  time  to  create  an  additional  department  in  the  state  ' 
governmtnt  with  its  added  retinue  of  employees  for  the  tax-payers  of  the  state 
to  maintain. 

In  the  Farm  Loan  Department  your  Committee  finds  the  following  to  be  I 
the  fact :  there  is  now  outstanding  in  farm  loan  mortgages  of  money  be-  jj 
longing  to  the  permanenat  school  fund  the  sum  of  a  little  more  than  four  million  ; 
and  one  half  dollars:  that  the  state  is  spending  annually  the  sum  of  $J:5,000.0(J  I 
to  pay  the  taxes  in  the  delinquent  mortgages,  which  money  is  coming  out  of  the  l 
permanent  school  fund  of  this  state ;  that  in  addition  to  these  sums  the  State  j| 
Land  Board  has  expended  during  the  last  fiscal  Year  the  sum  of  $1,700.00  for  | 
abstracts,  also  the  sum  of  $800.00  for  sheriffs  mileage  and  the  further  sum  of  [' 
$700.00  for  advertising  farm  loan  mortgage  foreclosures.  Also  for  the  expenses  j,' 
of  attending  the  sales  and  bidding  in  the  property  the  further  sum  of  $431.00  was  [ 
expended  out  of  the  ipermanent  school  fund :  that  there  is  now  outstanding  for 
the  last  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  nearly  $300,000.00  in  delinquent  interest  on  these 
mortgages. 

We  have  gone  into  this  matter  at  some  length  with  the  Register  of  State  Lands 
and  from  the  conversation  had  with  him  we  g-iather  the  fact  that  there  is  now 
nearly  five  million  dollars  invested  in  farm  loan  mortgages  together  with  taxes, 
interest  and  other  costs  in  connection  with  foreclosures.  The  state  has  foreclosed 
and  has  in  process  of  foreclosure  in  the  neighborhood  of  three  hundred  of  these 
mortgages  and  we  are  informed  that  there  are  about  four  or  five  hundred  more 
mortgages  to  foreclose.  We  are  of  the  opinion  from  a  careful  consideration  of 
the  information  furnished  to  us  by  the  Register  of  State  Lands  that  the  permanent 
school  fund  will  lose  because  of  this  farm  loan  venture  the  enormous  sum  of  one 
million  and  a  half  dollars.  In  addition  to  that  the  loan  will  grow  annually  in  the 
amount  of  taxes  that  the  state  school  fund  v.'ill  have  to  pay  in  order  to  protect 
the  mortgages.  A  large  number  of  these  delinquent  mortgages  are  on  land  which 
has  been  abandoned  or  surrendered  and  the  time  consumed  in  foreclosure  and  the 
equity  of  redemption  will  run  from  a  year  and  three  months  to  a  year  and  a  half 
in  which  taxes  and  interest  accumulate.  If  something  is  not  done  about  this 
matter  at  this  session  by  the  time  another  session  of  the  Legislature  is  reached 
the  permanent  school  fund  of  the  State  of  Montana  will  have  nearly  the  enormous 
sum  of  six  million  dollars  invested  in  farm  loan  mortgages  and  expenses,  taxes 
and  delinquent  interest.  It  would  occur  to  this  committee  that  steps  should  be 
taken  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature  toword  the  putting  of  this  situation  in 
better  shape.  The  common  schools  of  the  state  in  a  great  many  sections  of 
Montana  are  in  great  need,  in  fact  in  distress,  for  want  of  school  money.  It 
would  appear  to  this  committee  that  there  is  at  least  two  million  dollars  invested 
in  farm  loan  mortgages  and  interest,  taxes  and  other  expense,  which  is  now  or  will 
be  in  the  very  near  future  almost  a  total  loss.  There  is  also  in  addition  to  this  sura 
farm  mortgages  which  may  eventually  be  all  right  but  which  at  present  the  in- 
terest and  taxes  are  are  delinquent  and  of  course  there  are  a  large  number  of 
mortgages  on  which  the  interest  is  being  paid.  Yow  committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  by  the  time  arrangements  are  completed  to  take  care  of  the  loan  that  the 
state  will  be  required  to  reimburse  the  permanent  schoool  fund  of  the  State  of 
Montana  in  a  sum  of  two  million  dollars.  iSteps  should  be  taken  before  this 
Legislature  expires  to  put  this  farm  loan  section  under  the  control  of  the  State 
Land  Board  in  some  sort  of  business  shape.  The  Register  of  State  Lands  is  not 
equipped  to  go  out  and  ascertain  the  situation  with  reference  to  these  mortgages 
with  the  present  force  and  because  there  are  mortgages  in  every  county  of  the 
state,  they  »pquire  an  investigation  to  determine  whether  they  are  worth  anything 
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or  uot  and  whether  it  is  advisable  to  foirfiosc  or  issue  new  contracts  under  the 
bill  recently  passed  for  tlie  amorti'^-ation  of  farm  loan  niort.iiagt's.    It  is  oi  r  opinion 
'  that  only  those  existing-  farm  niorti>au(>s  should  be  amortized  in  which  the  margin 
I  of  safety  is  absolutely  apparent  and  wliich  the  land  value  of  the  mortgage  bears 
i  only  -lO'/t)  of  the  actual  \alue  according  to  law. 

I         If  this  session  of  the  Legislature  adjourns  leaving  this  matter  in  the  present 

i state  to  drift  along  without  attention  except  such  as  the  Register  of  State  Lands 
can  give  it  in  his  office  here  in  Helena,  another  two  years  will  have  gone  by 
with  two  more  years  of  delinquent  interest  and  almost  the  sum  of  $lt>0,000.00 
more  in  delinquent  taxes, 
i         In  this  connection  it  might  be  well  to  say  that  your  committee  is  of  the 
I  opinion  that  no  more  new  mortgages  should  be  made  and  that  the  farm  loan  law 
j  of  this  state  as  now  on  the  Statutes  should  be  repealed  and  that  the  permanent 
school  fund  of  the   State  of  Montana   should  be  reimbursed   from  the  general 
fund  of  the  state  under  some  arrangement  whereby  the  burden  can  be  shouldered 
by  the  tax-payer  without  making  it  oppressive  at  the  present  time.     It  would 
occur  to  your  committee  that  about  the  only  way  this  can  be  done  would  be  to 
i  throw  all  this  farm  loan  mortgage  business  into  a  sinking  fund  and  to  issue 
new  bonds  to  make  the  apparent  deficit  to  replace  into  the  permanent  school 
:  fund  and  put  on  the  earning-  basis  what  the  apparent  loss  is  at  the  present  time 
I  and  that  the  moneys  received  from  the  payment  of  mortgages  and  the  interest 
:  thereon  should  be  applied  toward  the  redemption  of  these  bonds  and  whatever 
*i  deficit  exists  to  have  it  taken  up  by  the  levy  of  a  small  tax  over  a  period  of 

1 years  for  that  purpose. 
This  is  a  matter  which  must  be  met  by  the  Legislature  of  this  state  sooner  or 
later  and  it  might  as  well  be  done  now  as  at  some  future  date,  especialy  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  common  schools  of  the  state  are  in  dire  need  of  funds  for  the 
'continuance  of  our  public  school  system  as  now  maintained. 

We  further  recommend  that  all  penalties  be  abolished  by  law  where  the 
state  farm  loan  mortgage  lands  are  sold  for  taxes  and  that  the  State  Land  Board 
;  be  permitted  to  redeem  these  mortgages  without  paying  the  ten  per  cent  required 
'by  law,  because  we  believe  that  the  only  purpose  accomplished  by  this  is  to  take 
'the  money  out  of  the  school  fund  and  place  it  in  the  general  fund  of  the  county.

[  The  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  all  state  institutions 
[submitted  the  following  rei)ort : 

I  Mr.  President :  We,  your  Committee,  appointed  "to  investigate  the  affairs  of 
(State  Institutions,"  wish  to  submit  the  following-  partial  report  concerning  the 
(business  operation  of  the  Industrial  School  at  ]Miles  City  : 

I  We  find  the  cost  of  operation  of  this  institution  for  the  year  1918-19  was 
$50,877.00.  which  increased  for  the  year  1919-20  to  the  amount  of  $.>2,32G.OO, 
and  again,  in  1920-21  stood  at  $53,361.00.  However,  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
!L022,  the  cost  of  operation  was  "%52. 142.00,  to  which  must  be  added  the  sum  of 
i$36,814.00  for  Capital  Expenditures  and  $2,380.00  for  repairs  and  replacements. 
Baking  a  total  expt^nditure  for  the  year  1921-22  of  $91,337.00,  (as  appears  in 
report  of  the  State  Auditor,  page  99). 

You  will  note  the  cost  of  operation  for  1921-22  is  but  $1,265  greater  than 
"or  1918-19,  three  years  ago ;  which  would  indicate  that  the  management  of 
I'.his  institution  is  conducting  its  business  upon  a  conservative  basis.  This  likely 
13  partly  due  to  the  removal  of  the  girls  from  this  institution  to  the  Girls' 
jl^ocational  School. 

I  The  receipts  of  this  institution  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1922  embraced 
pl9,000  for  the  Interest  and  Income  Fund  and  $11,000  for  the  Land  Grant 
Income  Fund.  In  addition  to  these,  the  farm  operated  by  the  institution  brought 
ri  cash  receipts  amounting  to  $1,039,  and  further,  Mr.  A.  C.  Dorr,  President  of 
!:'he  Industrial  School,  reports  that  approximately  $18,000  worth  of  produce  was 
'/atised  on  their  farm  lands,  which  was  available  to  the  funds  of  the  school  for 
perating  expenses.    Thus  it  is  found  that  at  least  $20,000  of  the  cost  of  operation 
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of  this  institution  for  the  last  year  came  from  the  income  account  and  thus 
reduced  the  demands  of  the  institution  upon  the  General  Fund  of  the  state. 

This  school  has  133  boys  and  supervision  over  about  125  more,  who  are  on 
tparole.  It  owns  .320  acres  of  land  and  is  operating  180'  acres  of  school  land 
adjoining-  the  acreage  belonging  to  it 

The  institution  has  around  100  head  of  good  dairy  cattle,  some  pigs  and  500 
chickens.  All  eggs,  poultry  and  butter  used  are  furnished  from  their  own  farm 
and  all  pork  and  beef  products  excepting  during  about  three  of  the  hottest  summer 
months,  are  butchered  from  their  own  stock. 

Our  survey  of  the  cost  of  operation  does  not  suggestion  recommendations  for 
reducing  the  budget  request  of  President  Dorr  and  we  are,  therefore  favorable  to 
the  appropriations  tentatively  allowed  by  the  Appropriations  and  Finance  and 
Claims  Committee  for  this  institution,  which  have  been  agreed  upon  as  follows:

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  administration  of  all  executive 
(!epartments  and  executive  officers  of  the  State  of  Montana  submitted  the  following 
report : 

Mr.  President :  We,  your  special  committee,  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  state  officers  and  state  executive  departments  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  partial  report.  That  we  have  made  an  examination  of  the  department 
of  agriculture  and  we  find  that  the  general  operating  expense  of  the  department 
of  agriculture  is  the  sum  of  $8,o58.47 ;  that  of  this  sum  the  Commissioner  gets 
$5000.00  per  annum  salary  and  the  Stenographer  $1500.00,  the  rest  is  expended  for 
office  supplies,  books,  traveling  expenses  and  various  sundry-  items  of  expense 
totaling  about  $2000.00.  We  believe  that  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  can 
by  the  exercising  of  the  pruning  knife,  cut  down  the  expenses  of  this  department 
to  some  extent  by  the  elimination  of  some  traveling  expenses. 

We  believe  thaat  the  Operating  Department  has  been  under  a  heavier  expense 
for  the  past  two  years  than  would  necessarily  follow  for  the  years  to  come  on  ac- 
count of  the  fact  that  the  department  has  been  recently  organized  and  required  a 
considerable  expenditure  for  supplies  and  materials  to  initiate  the  business  of  this 
department. 

Under  the  Department  of  Dairying,  we  find  the  Dairy  Chief  who  draws  a 
salary  of  $2400.00  a  year  with  the  assistance  of  a  stenographer  for  part  time  and 
also  the  salary  of  two  inspectors  who  work  only  a  part  time.  The  total  cost 
of  this  office  to  the  state  is  about  $4489.00  that  is  to  say  about  $2000.00  above  the 
salary  of  the  Chief.  In  this  department  we  believe  that  provision  should  be  made 
so  that  a  greater  part  of  the  work  of  the  Dairy  Division  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  becomes  financed  directly  out  of  the  industries  benefited  and  affected 
by  this  activity.  We  wish  to  make  the  following  suggestion,  that  the  schedule 
of  license  fees  collected  from  cream  stations,  creameries,  cheese  factories  and  ice- 
cream factories  be  revised  so  that  these  industries  pay  a  larger  proportion  of  the 
cost  of  their  supervision  by  the  department  of  Agrici,ilture  and  these  fees  should 
go  to  the  Division  of  Dairying  for  that  purpose.  The  following  schedule  of  fees 
is  suggested.  It  is  estimated  that  aproximately  $2500  a  year  would  be  raised  by 
them. 

We  understand  that  a  bill  has  been  introduced  for  this  purpose  and  we  believe 
that  the  bill  should  receive  the  consideration  of  this  Senate  providing  in  addition 
to  the  collection  of  the  fees  as  above  suggested  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
should  also  inspect,  score  and  license  the  creameries,  cheese  factories,  etc.  above 
mentioned.  We  believe  that  if  these  provisions  are  carried  into  law  that  it  will  iput 
this  dairy  division  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  on  a  basis  which  should 
make  it  nearly  or  very  nearly  self  supporting  and  we  believe  that  since  the  dairy- 
men of  the  state  are  receiving  all  the  benefit  that  the  taxpayers  of  the  state 
should  not  be  asked  to  put  up  money  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  state  to  carry 
along  a  special  industry.  We  recommend  the  following  schedule  of  fees  to  be 
charged  by  this  department  for  license  purposes:

i  With  reference  too  the  Horticultural  Division  we  believe  that  the  cost  of  that 
part  of  the  work  performed  by  the  division  of  Horticulture  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  that  is  of  particular  value  only  to  owners  of  commercial  orchards  should 
be  borne  by  the  owners  or  managers  of  the  orchards  and  not  by  the  general  public 
of  he  state.  The  comme^-cial  npple  industry  is  largely  confined  to  the  three 
western  Montana  counties ;  Ravalli,  Missoula  and  Flathead.  Under  the  former 
Board  of  Horticulture  and  under  the  present  Department  of  Agriculture  the  cost 
of  the  horticultural  work  which  is  not  met  by  fees  and  earnings  of  the  department 
has  been  met  by  aj^propriatious  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  state.    We  rec- 

I  ommend  an  acreage  tax  on  the  orchards  of  the  state  that  are  producing  apples  for 

1  commercial  i)urposes  to  support  that  portion  of  the  horticultural  work  which  is  of 

I  particular  benefit  to  fruit  growers  only. 

i  As  far  as  possible  it  should  be  the  practice  to  make  all  state  inspection 
'  service  in  this  division  self-supporting  out  of  the  fees  collected  for  such  inspections, 
j  Applied  to  potato  inspection,  this  ^vould  mean  that  the  cost  of  all  inspections 
1  made  should  be  met  oivc  of  the  fees  except  for  such  overhead  expense  of  supervision 
I  and  educational  work  as  may  be  necessary  in  this  connection. 

j  With  reference  to  the  potato  inspection,  will  say  that  the  past  year  has  been 

■  one  of  discouraging  conditions  to  the  potato  grower  and  we  feel  that  it  would  be 
:  unfair  to  make  the  Kfatements  we  have  made  above  with  reference  to  potato 
•  Inspection  without  adding  that  the  market  conditions  have  been  so  poor  for  this 
.  last  year's  crop  not  very  much  money  was  received  for  the  inspection  of  carload 
\  lots  of  potatoes,  but  we  believe  under  normal  conditions  when  potatoes  are  being 
I  shipped  out  of  the  state  in  large  quantities  that  the  ])otato  inspection  section  of 
I:  the  Horticultural  Division  will  probably  be  on  a  self-su'pporting  basis,  but  we 
t  suggest  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  that  lie  make  an  effort,  with  Horti- 
I  culturists  over  the  state  generally  and  those  takii-u'  mhantage  of  the  Horticultural 
i  Division  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  be  re(|U(-st(Ml  to  assist  in  the  w'ork  of 
I  putting  this  division  on  a  s(<lf  sustainin-;-  basis.  This  department  costs  the  State 
\  of  Montana  the  sum  of  .^lU.O'nO  last  year  o\'er  and  ahi)\('  all  receipts.  W^e  believe 
'  that  this  department  sliould  be  on  a  s-lf  sustaiiiii!,^  basis  or  on  a  basis  which  w^ould 
1  earn  a  profit  to  the  State  of  Montana. 

With  reference  to  the  Poultry  Division  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will 
j  say  that  we  do  not  make  any  recommendations  concerning  this  department  because 

it  is  only  costing  the  state  about  $2000.00  and  we  believe  that  this  money  is  very 
I  well  spent  when  you  consider  the  fact  that  i)onltiy  and  poultry  products  con- 
;   tribute  a  very  large  portion  of  the  agriculture  wealth  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

AVith  reference  to  the  foul  brood  control  we  hav(>  the  following  to  say,  that  the 
f  statute  requires  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  perform  certain  services  aimed 
I  to  prevent  the  spread  of  foul  brood  among  the  bees  of  the  state.  This  should  be 
I   amended  to  provide  that  foul  brood  control  districts  may  be  established  by  the 

Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  cost  of  the  clean-up  work  within  such  district 

assessed  against  the  bee  men  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  colonies  which  each  one 

owns 

Concerning  the  grain  grading  and  inspection  division  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  we  will  say  that  this  department  is  being  operated  at  a  profit  to  the 
^  State  of  Montana.    It  costs  the  state  approximately  .$20,000.00  to  operate  this 
'  department  and  the  receipts  were  approximately  $21,000.00  so  that  there  cannot  be 
i   any  criticism  of  the  management  of  this  department  with  the  exception  that  we 
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believe  the  Lraveling  expenses  of  this  department  are  exceptionally  heavy  and  v.'o 
believe  that  the  duties  of  some  of  the  inspectors  of  this  department  overlap.  We 
would  suggest  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  that  he  weed  out  of  this  de- 
partment all  unnecessary  expense  so  that  the  same  might  be  handled  with  less  cost  : 
to  the  grain  growers  if  possible.    This  is  one  department  where  the  traffic  that  ] 
is  being  taxed,  inspected  and  supervised  is  bearing  the  burden  of  the  expense  and  I 
the  general  taxpayer  is  not  being  called  on  to  take  money  from  his  pocket  for  the  { 
upkeep  of  this  special  industry.    We  are  of  the  opinion  that  all  of  these  divi-  [ 
sions  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  could  be  or  should  be  carried  on  at  a  very  : 
much  reduced  expense  to  the  state  and  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  should 
not  cost  the  state  anything  practically  outside  of  the  salary  of  the  Commissioner 
and  his  assistants  and  the  expense  of  maintaining  his  office. 

Concerning  the  Division  of  I^abor  and  Publicity,  we  believe  that  this  de- 
partment is  costing  the  state  too  much  money  for  the  amount  of  good  that  is  re 
ceived  from  it.  The  chief  of  this  department  is  receiving  $2400.00  a  year  salary, 
the  other  costs  of  this  office  amounting  to  a  total  including  salary  of  $6600.00. 
One  of  the  items  of  this  cost  is  something  over  $'2i000.00  for  printing  and  pub- 
lication of  reports.  We  believe  that  this  printing  item  could  be  reduced  to  a  very 
considerable  extent  by  careful  management  and  still  the  same  quantity  of  good 
results  be  obtained.  We  realize  that  these  publications  are  in  the  line  of  booster 
propaganda  for  the  State  of  Montana,  furnishing  information  to  home-seekers  and 
others  looking  forward  to  coming  to  Montana  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  home 
and  assisting  in  the  development  of  the  state.  We  need  settlers  and  we  want  more 
citizens,  that  is  very  true,  but  we  believe  that  by  exercising  wise  control  over  these 
publications  the  same  good  results  can  be  obtained  by  careful  management  on  the 
part  of  the  Commissioner  and  the  character  of  publication  issued  and  the  places 
which  they  arc  sent. 

Our  most  serious  criticism  of  this  Department  of  Agriculture  is  the  traveling 
expeiise  item.  Ir  is  costing  the  State  of  Montana  approximately  $11,000.00  a  year 
for  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  various  officials  in  this  department.  We  know 
that  the  nature  of  the  work  involved  requires  considerable  traveling  around, 
especially  in  the  Horticulture  and  Grain  Inspection  Department,  however  we 
suggest  that  the  Commissioner  give  this  matter  his  attention  to  ascertain  if  pos- 
sible Avhether  or  not  these  expenses  might  not  be  reduced. 

W'3  will  add  by  way  of  commendation  that  we  believe  the  Commissioner  is 
trying  to  do  his  best  and  is  obtaining  good  results.  The  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  being  maintained  at  a  great  reduction  in  cost  from  previous  years. 

With  reference  to  the  State  Fair,  will  say  that  a  special  report  has  been  made 
on  the  conduct  of  the  State  Fair  Board  by  another  committee. 

In  line  with  our  recommendation  that  all  divisions  of  the  department  of 
Agriculture  be  brought  to  a  position  whereby  they  become  self-supporting  as 
speedily  as  possible,  it  will  promote  accuracy  in  keeping  the  accounts  if  income 
fi'om  each  division's  activities  be  kept  segregated  on  the  State  Auditor's  books 
so  that  expenses  for  the  work  of  that  division  may  be  met  out  of  such  fund.  To 
the  credit  of  each  fund  there  should  be  placed  the  sum  of  money  out  of  the 
appropriation  from  the  general  fund  which,  added  to  the  fees  and  earnings  of  the 
division,  would  finance  its  work  for  the  year,  and  the  departments  could  then  so 
shape  its  work  that  each  division  would  be  kept  within  the  sum  alloted  to  it 
from  the  appropriation,  plus  the  earnings  of  that  particular  division. 

To  illustrate:  The  Grain  Division  of  the  Department  of  Agricullmre  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  BOth,  1922.  had  an  income  amounting  to  $21,027.90 : 
expenses  were  $20,093.43 ;  net  earnings  $934.47.  This  Division  is  entirely  self- 
supporting.  The  horticultural  Division  has  expenses  of  approximatelv  $24,000  a 
year,  and  earnings  of  approximately  $12,000.00.  Such  sum  of  money  as  is  ap- 
propriated toward  that  purpose  by  the  legislature  should  be  set  aside  in  a  fund  to 
which  the  earnings  of  that  division  are  added,  and  all  Horticultural  expenses 
should  be  spaid  out  of  that  fund.  This  specialization  in  the  books  of  the  state 
auditor  would  promote  accuracy  in  auditing  the  accounts,  and  would  enable  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  to  regulate  the  work  and  expenditures  of  each 
division  much  more  closely  than  under  the  existing  accounts  by  which  all  earnings, 
from  whatsoever  division  they  are  turned  in,  go  into  one  revolving  fund.

Mr.  President:  \ye,  your  Committee  on  Education,  having  had  under 
consideration  Senate  Bill  No.  170,  by  Watson,  being  a  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled: 

"An  Act  providing  for  the  separation  of  the  schools  for  the  deaf,  dumb 
and  blind  from  the  schools  of  the  feeble  minded,  and  the  locating  of  the  school 
for  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind  in  some  large  center  of  population." 

Beg  leave  to  report  that  the  same  do  not  pass,  and  in  making  such  recom- 
mendation beg  leave  to  submit  that  the  bill  contains  some  meritorious  pro- 
visions and  that  your  committee  after  having  considered  the  proposition 
thoroughly,  and  hearing  the  evidence  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  School  at 
Boulder,  recommends  that  the  State  Board  of  Education  between  this  date 
and  the  time  of  the  convening  of  the  next  regular  session  of  the  Legislature, 
make  a  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  School  at  Boulder  to  the  next  regu- 
lar session  of  the  Senate  with  reference  to  the  segregation  of  these  schools 
and  as  to  the  advisability  of  the  same,  and  as  to  where  in  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana would  be  a  suitable  and  preferable  location,  and  in  addition  thereto,  to 
make  a  report  as  to  the  estimated  cost  of  establishing  a  new  institution  to  be 
maintained  by  the  state  to  take  care  of  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind. 

The  reason  we  make  this  recommendation  is  that  the  deaf,  dumb  and 
blind  are  classed  with  the  feeble  minded.  It  is  humiliating  to  the  deaf,  dumb 
and  blind  students,  as  well  as  to  their  parents,  to  be  classed  with  the  feeble 
minded,  and  it  also,  from  our  investigation,  tends  to  hinder  the  securing  of 
employment  for  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind  after  they  leave  the  institution  at 
Boulder.  There  is  no  question  but  what  the  treatment  at  Boulder  of  the  deaf, 
dumb  and  blind  is  absolutely  of  the  best.  The  institution  which  houses  the  deaf, 
dumb  and  blind  has  cost  the  state  approximately  four  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars and  we  believe  it  would  require  this  much  money  to  properly  establish  a 
new  school  of  suitable  proportions  and  as  good  equipment  as  the  school  at 
Boulder,  and  we  cannot  find  at  this  time  the  ways  and  means  of  so  doing. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  statements,  we  believe  that  there  are  in  the 
neighborhood  of  four  hundred  applicants  to  the  school  of  feeble  minded  at 
Boulder  who  cannot  be  taken  care  of  by  reason  of  the  present  over-crowded 
condition  at  Boulder.  If  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind  were  removed  from  the 
Boulder  school,  all  of  the  buildings  now  taking  care  of  the  deaf,  dumb  and 
blind  could  be  used  for  the  feeble  minded  and,  even  so,  then  there  would  not 
be  room  for  all  of  the  feeble  minded  children  of  the  state.  Hence,  we  make  the 
recommendations  above  with  the  hope  that  the  State  Board  of  Education  will 
^furnish  the  next  Senate  sufficient  information  so  that  suitable  action  may  be 
taken  to  properly  look  after  the  interests,  welfare  and  treatment  of  the  deaf, 
dumb  and  blind,  as  well  as  to  properly  care  for  and  look  after  the  welfare  and 
training  of  the  feeble  minded  children  of  the  State  of  Montana.

We,  your  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Senate  to  investigate  the 
various  boards  and  commissions  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  partial 
report : 

Your  committee  finds  that  comparatively  little  stress  is  laid  by  many 
members  of  the  assembly  upon  the  expenses  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
and  the  Livestock  Commission  on  the  theory  that  their  activities  affect  but 
slightly  the  general  finances  of  the  state.  It  is  concurrently  assumed,  with- 
out investigation,  that  these  two  departments  are  practically  self-  supporting, 
funds  for  their  maintenance  and  operation  being  provided  by  special  taxes 
levied  upon  the  Livestock  owned  in  the  State  of  Montana, 

This  assumption  is  in  a  large  measure  erroneous.  Certain  funds  adminis- 
tered by  these  boards  are  raised  by  special  levies,  such  as  the  Estray  Fund,  the 
Bounty  Fund  and  others  of  less  magnitude,  but  the  Seventeenth  Legislative 
Assembly  appropriated  from  the  general  fund  of  the  state  in  19211  the  following 
sums  for  the  exclusive  use  of  these  activities:

The  actual  payments  by  virtue 
of  these  appropriations  during  the  four  months'  period  from  March  1,  1921,  to

The  payments  for  the  current  fiscal  year  cannot  be  given,  the  period  not 
yet  being  complete. 

The  two  departments  are  before  the  appropriations  committee  of  the 
present  assembly  asking  for  further  heavy  grants  of  general  fund  moneys. 
These  tAvo  departments  or  their  biennial  predecessors  performing  like  functions 
were  instituted  many  years  ago  when  the  Livestock  Industry  overshadowed  in 
importance  the  other  industries  of  the  state.  It  was  believed  by  the  early  law- 
makers that  in  as  much  as  these  activities  were  chiefly  for  tlie  benefit  and 
protection  of  the  Livestock  Industry  the  latter  should  bear  the  burden  of  its 
support.  As  the  years  have  passed  this  original  and  basic  principle  has  been 
overlooked  to  an  extent,  with  the  result  that  these  two  departments  have 
become  more  and  more  charges  upon  the  moneys  raised  by  general  taxation 
and  derived  from  otlier  sources  of  General  Fund  Income. 

It  is  true  that  other  duties  have  been  imposed  upon  this  department, 
duties  not  directly  connected  with  the  Livestock  industry  such  as  examination 
and  supervision  of  dairies.  The  committee  finds  little  to  criticise  and  much  to 
commend  in  the  conduct  of  these  two  departments  of  the  State  Government. 
It  might  perhaps  suggest  that  a  few  of  the  salaries  paid  appear  to  your  com- 
mittee to  be  out  of  proportion  to  your  budget  of  employees  performing  simi- 
lar duties  in  other  of  the  state's  activities. 

In  order  that  a  system  similar  to  that  which  prevails  elsewhere,  almost 
without  exception  throughout  the  State '  Government,  may  operate  equally  in 
the  two  departments  under  consideration,  it  is  recommended  that  the  salaries 
of  the  State  Veterinary  and  at  least  the  principal  attaches  and  employes  of 
tLese  two  departments  be  definitely  fixed  by  statute,  such  amendment  being 
Uiade  to  existing  laws  as  will  effectuate  the  proper  standardization  of  com- 
pensation. 

The  committee  also  desires  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  assembly  the 
question  of  raising  revenue  for  the  future  operation  of  these  two  departments. 
In  as  much  as  the  general  fund  is  heavily  overdrawn  and  is  wholly  inade- 
quate to  the  demands  now  made  upon  it  it  is  suggested  that  a  certain  meas- 
ure of  relief  may  be  found  by  increasing  the  special  Livestock  levies  if  feasible 
and  correspondingly  decreasing  the  General  Fund  Appropriations.  This  would 
be  in  no  way  unjust  to  the  Livestock  Industry  or  the  chief  beneficiary  or  to 
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the  effort  of  these  two  departments  and  would  be  wholly  in  harmony  with  the 
theory  of  these  early  law  makers  to  whose  wisdom  we  owe  the  institution  of 
these  activities. 

It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  committee  that  certain  bills 
are  now:  before  this  assembly  for  consideration  which  look  to  the  establish- 
ment of  revolving  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  these  two  activities  of 
the  state  and  the  perpetual  reappropriaion  for  their  maintenance  of  all  mon- 
jeys  collected  as  a  result  of  their  activities.  In  previous  partial  reports  this 
|r;onimittee  has  endeavored  to  express  its  intention  upon  the  subject  of  im- 
ibudgeted  and  uncontrolled  revolving  accounts  and  perpetual  reapproj)riations 
jby  special  revenue.  Measures  of  tliis  sort  are  essentially  vicious  in  all  save 
■certain  special  cases.  They  are  subversive  of  definite  financial  control  and 
inevitably  lead  to  extravagances.  They  are  diametrically  contrary  to  the 
jbudget  practice  and  are  almost  inevitably  mischievous  in  operation.  The  ex- 
itension  of  the  revolving  appropriation  plan  would  definitely  be  a  backward 
[step  and  in  the  interests  of  sound  financial  control  this  committee  expresses 
!the  hope  that  the  measures  in  question  will  not  find  favor  in  this  assembly.

While  it  may  not  be  strictly  within  the  purview  of  the  duties  of  this 
pommittee  to  investigate  and  report  to  this  Senate  upon  any  matter  other  than 
[hat  which  pertains  to  the  control,  management  and  operation  of  the  public  in- 
kitutions  of  this  state,  still,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  at  the  general  election 
leld  in  November,  1919,  the  people  voted  upon  themselves  a  bond  issue  of 
>5,OOO,O0)O.OO  to  be  used  in  constructing,  repairing  and  equipping  buildings  at 
iihe  State  University  located  at  Missoula,  the  State  School  of  Mines,  located 
lit  Butte,  the  ^Montana  State  College,  located  at  Bozeman,  State  Normal  School, 
located  at  Dillon,  the  State  Oi'phans'  Home,  located  at  Twin  Bridges,  the  State 
School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind,  located  at  Boulder,  the  State  Industrial  School, 
located  at  Miles  City  and  the  State  Vocational  School  for  Girls  located  at 
iSelena,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  these  institutions  are  directly  interested  in 
jthe  use  of  the  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  these  bonds,  and  for  other 
j-easons  in  this  report  hereafter  appearing,  it  appears  to  have  beei^  a  proper 
imatter  for  this  Committee  to  have  considered,  and  it  has  therefore  made  a 
general  investigation  pertaining  to  these  bonds  and  their  disposition  and  the 
use  made  of  the  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  such  thereof,  or  have  been 
idisposed  of  and  now  reports  to  this  Senate  the  following  result  of  such  in- 
jvestigation.

and  at  par  and  without  any  premium  therefor,  the  amount  of  $2,804,000.00 
These  bonds  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum. 
On  May  5,  1922,  the  Board  of  Education  directed  to  be  sold  and  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners  caused  to  be  sold  another  issue  of 
these  bonds,  bearing  4i^%  interest  per  annum  at  a  premium 

of  $3,019.50  to  the  amount  of   -   49v5,000.00 

Making  the  total  amount  of  the  bonds  sold    $3,299,000.00 

No  further  bonds  have  been  sold  to  date.

[  Of  this  sum  there  was  on  January  I,  1923,  invested  in  General  Fund  War- 
r  rants  of  this  State,  the  sum  of  $493,595.94.  These  warrants  bear  interest  at 
!  per  annum. 
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The  balance  of  said  sum  of  $1,107,191.63,  or  the  sum  of  $613,595.69,  is  de 
posited  in  various  banks  throughout  the  State  of  Montana  on  interest  at  2%% 
per  a  num. 

It  appears  that  of  the  first  issue  of  the  bonds  sold  amounting  to  $2,804,- 
000.00  there  was  spent  up  to  January  1,  1923,  pursuant  to  law,  the  sum  of 
$1,210,808.37.  Had  the  Board  not  sold  the  issue  of  $495,000.00  on  May  5,  1922, 
or  at  all,  there  would  still  have  been  on  January  1,  1923,  available  for  immed-i 
late  use  from  these  sales  of  the  first  issue  sold  prior  to  December  9,  1921,  the 
sum  oi  $612,191.63.  | 

Good  business  management  in  the  issuance  and  sale  of  these  bonds  would 
naturally  have  been  to  have  issued  and  sold  the  same  in  lots,  not  to  exceed 
$50(),0()0  from  time  to  time  as  needed.  It  can  be  readily  seen  now,  and  could  haver 
(been  seen  at  the  time  these  bonds  were  sold  that  such  a  method  would  havej 
resulted  in  saving  to  the  people  of  the  State  large  sums  of  money  in  the  way. 
of  interest,  which  method  would  have  likewise,  resulted  in  practically  all  of  the 
bonds  being  sold  at  a  premium  and  at  d'%  or  more  below  the  maximum  rate  of 
interest  of  5%%. 

The  law  imder  which  these  bonds  were  authorized,  issued  and  sold  con- 
templated that  these  Boards  should  not  have  issued  or  sold  the  same,  except; 
as  money  was  needed  for  building',  etc.  purposes  at  the  public  institutions; 
and  this  law  expressly  provides  that  the  money  realized  for  bond  sales  should 
be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  building  etc.  at  these  institutions.  Not- 
^^^ithstanding  these  mandatory  provisions  of  the  law,  the  Board  of  Education 
directed  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  sell  and  the  Board  of  Examiners 
did  sell  in  one  lot  $2,804,000.00  par  value  of  these  bonds,  which  are  non-tax- 
able and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%%  per  annum,  payable  semi-annu- 
ally, and  for  which  no  premium  was  paid  therefor,  between  August  11,  1921, 
and  December  9,  1921;  and  later,  to-wit,  on  May  5,  1922,  this  Board  of  Educa- 
tion authorized  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  issue  and  sell  and  the  Board  of 
Examiners  did  issue  and  sell  additional  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $495,000.00, 
bearin;fi<  interest  at  the  rate  of  4%  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  with  a 
premium  of  $3,019.50,  which  bonds  are  non-taxable;  Whereas,  on  May  5,  1922, 
when  this  Inst  issue  was  sold  there  was  available  for  use  in  cash,  or  State 
Warrants,  of  the  original  issue  the  sum  of  $1,384,612.47. 

The  result  of  the  issuance  and  sale  of  these  educational  bonds  in  this 
manner  has  been  to  unjustly  cast  discredit  upon  these  institutions  and  their 
managing  heads.  Whereas,  as  viewed  by  your  Committee,  the  whole  respon- 
sibility lies  with  these  State  Boards,  namely,  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
which  authorized  the  issuance  and  sale  of  these  bonds  and  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers in  causing  the  same  to  be  sold  when  the  money  was  not  needed  and 
at  times  when  it  was  impossible  to  get  a  fair  value  for  such  bonds. 

The  Educational  Institutions  have  lost  nothing  and  will  lose  nothing 
directly  through  these  bond  transactions,  but  the  tax  payers  of  the  State 
have  already  and  will  for  years  to  come  suffer  great  financial  loss  thereby. 

The  above  mentioned  sum  of  $493,595.94  realized  from  the  sale  of  these 
bonds,  as  stated  above,  was  invested  in  General  Fund  Warrants  of  this  state, 
which  investment  was  without  authority  of  law.  In  fact,  these  Boards  acted 
without  authority  of  law  in  selling  more  bonds  than  was  necessary  to  supply 
the  funds  needed  in  the  construction  of  buildings  and  etc.  at  these  insti- 
tutions, and  on  January  1,  1923,  of  the  original  sum  realized  from  the  first 
issue  of  bonds  sold,  there  remained  unused  and  in  the  various  banks  of  this 
state,  the  sum  of  $613,595.69,  which  sum  is  bearing  interest  at  2%%  per  annum 
and  in  addition  to  this,  the  sum  of  $495,000.00  realized  from  the  sale  of  bonds 
made  on  IVFay  5,  1922,  and  the  state  is  paying  interest  at  the  rate  of  5^/2%  on 
$613,955.69  thereof,  and  4%  per  annum  oii  $495,000.00  thereof. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee  that  had  these  Boards  followed  the  ordinary 
business  method  in  having  issued  and  sold  these  bonds  in  lots  of  $500,000.00 
as  needed,  instead  of  the  method  they  did  actually  use,  even  had  the  bonds 
been  sold  on  the  same  basis  and  at  the  same  rate  of  interest  at  which  they 
were  actually  sold,  there  would  have  been  a  saving  to  the  people  of  the  state 
in  the  way  of  interest,  approximately  the  sum  of  $43,000.00  up  to  February  1, 
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923.  This  does  not  take  into  consideration  the  saving  that  would  have  been 
nade  had  these  bonds  been  sold  in  the  manner  suggested  and  at  the  rate  of 
nterest  of  4i/4%  or  4i^%  per  annum,  and  too,  at  a  premium. 
I  This  Committee  finds  that  neither  these  Educational  and  other  institu- 
|ions  for  the  benefit  of  which  this  bond  issue  was  voted  by  the  people  nor  any 
jbf  the  heads  thereof,  were  or  are  in  any  way  responsible  for  the  issuance 
ind  sale  of  the  bonds  or  the  disposition  of  the  moneys  derived  therefrom,  but, 
}n  order  that  no  blame  may  be  unjustly  placed  upon  any  Board,  institution 
|»r  any  officer  of  any  board  or  institution  of  this  State  with  reference  thereto, 
rour  Committee  respectfully  recommends  that  a  Special  Committee  be  appointed 
f,o  make  a  special  investigation  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Board  of 
l3xaminers  pertaining  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  these  bonds  and  the  use 
Ind  expenditure  of  the  moneys  derived  therefrom,  and  make  a  report  thereof 
|o  this  Senate.

SCHOOL  OF  MINES 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee,  appointed  "to  investigate  the  adi 
ministration  of  state  institutions"  wish  to  submit  the  following  partial  report: 

The  State  School  of  Mines,  located  at  Butte,  is  directed  by  President 
George  W,  Craven,  This  institution,  it  is  apparent  from  our  survey,  is  beini: 
operated  upon  conservative  business  lines,  which  has  kept  the  cost  of  opera- 
tion within  practically  the  same  bounds  for  at  least  the  last  two  years,  Prioi 
to  that  time,  the  cost  of  operation  for  several  years  was  maintained  at  about 
the  same  figure.  We  found  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  School  of  Mines  foi 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1922,  was  $70,066,  and  that  the  total  cost  for  th( 
same  period  was  $166,382,  (see  page  98,  State  Auditors'  report),  which  included 
$45,916,  Capital  Expenditures,  and  $399,09  for  Repairs  and  Repiaeements, 

The  Appropriation  Committees  of  the  Legislature,  have  allowed  this  in- 
stitution for  the  year  1923-24  a  total  appropriation  of  $85,795  and  for  th( 
following  year  $86,745,  The  ai>i)ro])riations  thus  allowed  meet  the  approval  oi 
your  Investig-ating  Committee, 

It  is  apparent  the  School  of  Mines  has  been  very  capably  operated  over  ?■ 
period  of  several  years.  The  results  of  our  investigation  have  everywhere  de 
veloped  an  expression  highly  complimentary  to  Dr,  Craven,  The  effective 
educational  work  of  this  school  is  well  known  to  the  members  of  this  Senate 
and  to  most  of  the  people  of  our  state.  We  Avish  to  recommend  that  Presi- 
dent Craven  continue  the  business  operations  of  his  school  along  the  same 
conservative  business  lines,  particularly  is  this  necessary,  during  the  present 
period  of  the  state's  stringent  financial  condition.

STATE  ORPHANS'  HOME 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee,  appointed  "to  im^estigate  the  ad- 
ministration of  state  institutions,"  wish  to  submit  the  following  partial  report: 

By  referring  to  page  99  of  the  State  Auditor's  Report  and  page  122  of  the 
1923  budget,  you  will  note  the  total  cost  of  the  State  Orphans'  Home,  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1922,  is  $94,738.43.  This  includes  $17,902  of  the  Capital 
Investment  and  $1,449  of  Repairs  and  Replacements,  leaving  a  total  operating 
cost  of  $75,386. 

The  appropriation  allowed  for  the  year  1923-24  is  $86,150  and  approximately 
a  similar  sum  for  the  year  following.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  business 
administration  of  this  institution  has  apparently  been  conducted  along  econ- 
omical lines,  your  Committee  fully  concurs  in  the  appropriation  tentatively 
alio  AY  ed. 

The  examination  of  the  cost  figures  for  the  Orphans'  Home  will  show  that, 
four  years  ago  for  the  period  1918-19,  these  amounted  to  $74,500,  which  in- 
creased up  to  the  close  of  the  year  ending  in  1921,  to  $84,017,  and  then  de- 
creased for  the  last  period  of  our  examination  to  $75,400. 

President  H.  W.  George  is  in  charge  of  this  institution.  His  services  are 
generally  accepted  with  considerable  compliment  and  it  is  apparent  that  the 
work  being  done  by  this  institution  is  carried  on  in  an  excellent  manner. 

It  is  reported  there  are  215  children  in  this  institution,  which  has  45  em- 
ployees. It  operates  100  acres  of  tillable  land  on  its  farm  containing  220  acres 
and  owns  30  cows  as  well  as  90  head  of  cattle.  There  is  some  income,  which 
is  used  at  the  home  and  reduces  the  cost  to  the  state.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
board  of  some  of  the  children  is  provided  from  outside  sources,  which  normally 
amounts  to  a  refund  of  over  $3,000  annually.  A  condition  existing  at  the 
Orphans'  Home  is  true  similar  to  that  at  other  state  institutions;  namely 
a  lack  of  facilities,  which  in  time  should  be  taken  under  consideration  and  in- 
creased by  the  legislature.

AGRIOITLTURAL  EXTENSION  DIVISION 

Mr.  President:  We.  your  Committee,  appointed  "to  investigate  the  ad- 
ministration of  state  institutions,"  wish  to  submit  the  followng-  partial  report : 
The  Agricultural  Extension  Service  is  one  of  tlie  branches  of  activities  con- 
ducted by  the  Agricultural  College  at  Bozeman  and  is  in  charge  of  Director  F. 
S.  Cooley.  Under  this  department  is  carried  on  through  State  and  Federal 
Supervision  the  work  of  County  Agricultural  Agents,  Farm  Economics.  Farm 
Home  Economics.  Farm  Home  Demonstration,  Boys'  and  Girls'  Clubs  for  the 
youth  of  the  farm,  and  other  demonstration  work  concerning  the  farm  in- 
■dustry  of  the  state.    The  Director  makes  his  headquarters  at  Bozeman. 

The  cost  of  operations  of  this  department  increased  from  $94,118  for  the 
■  year  1918-19  to  $172,297  for  the  year  1920-21.    This  cost  was  reduced  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1922,  to  the  amount  of  $135,110.     The  operating  cost 
j   thereof  has  increased  during  the  four  year  period  which  we  have  had  under 

observation  from  $94,000  to  $135,000,  or  an  increase  of  $41,000, 
I         Appropriations  made  by  the  state  have  increased  from  $46,766   for  the 
n  jrear  1918-19  to  $84,438  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1922.    This  is  one  of  the 
lines  of  agricultural  work  which  the  United  States  government  recognizes  as 
of  material  importance  to  the  farmer,  and,  therefore,  helps  in  the  expenses 
p  -of  its  operation,  by  paying  a  part  of  the  costs  thereof  through  what  is  known  as 
I  '  the  Smith-Lever  Fund.     For  the   year  1918-19  our  state  received  from  this 
fund  the  sum  of  $29,258,  which  increased  to  the  amount  of  $47,397  for  the 
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year  ending  June  30,  1922.  While  the  cost  of  operation  of  this  branch  increased  ■ 
$41,000  over  a  period  of  four  years,  the  government  likewise  has  increased  its  fl 
financial  assistance  $18,000  over  the  same  period.  M 

The  budget  request^  for  this  department  for  the  year  1923-24  was  $176,750.  .  ' 
The  Appropriations  Committee  have  tentatively  allowed  $121,300  for  this 
period,  after  having  reduced  the  request  of  the  Director  of  the  Extension  Ser- 
vice approximately  $55,000.  The  budget  request  for  the  year  1924-1925  was 
$184,250,  while  the  appropriation  allowed  is  $121,300',  or  approximately  $63,000 
less  than  the  request. 

The  cost  of  the  Extension  Service  not  only  includes  cost  of  operation, 
but  some  expenditures  for  Physical  Plant  and  for  Repairs  and  Replacements. 
For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1922,  there  was  expended  for  Capital  Expendi- 
tures $2,562  and  for  Repairs  and  Replacements  $164,  making  a  total  cost  of 
$137,836  (see  page  113—1923  budget).  As  has  already  been  stated,  $47,397  of 
this  cost  was  provided  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States. 

Federal  aid  for  this  branch  of  endeavor  is  received  principally  to  pay  sal- 
aries of  certain  employees  of  this  department.  $3600  of  the  salary  of  Director 
C'ooley,  who  receives  a  total  salary  of  $4800,  is  thus  paid  by  the  government. 
A  part  of  the  salaries  of  other  supervisors  is  paid  by  the  United  States 
^nd  a  part  of  the  salary  of  all  county  agricultural  agents  is  paid  in  a  like 
manner.  This  is  also  true  with  the  Supervisor  for  Farm  Economics  and  those 
employed  in  the  work  of  Farm  Home  Demonstration. 

During  last  summer,  the  Extension  Service  maintained  fifteen  summer 
camps  for  boys  and  girls  of  our  farm  homes.  This  department  has  supervision 
of  Rodent  Control  and  other  similar  activities,  which  are  generally  believed 
to  have  been  of  particular  monetary  value  to  the  farmers  of  the  state. 

One  of  the  heavy  costs  of  expense  to  this  department  is  the  traveling 
expenses  of  some  sixteen  people  actively  engaged  in  the  Extension  Service. 
Tliis  cost  averages  from  $1,000  to  $1,200  per  person.  With  this  department,  as 
with  all  institutions  of  the  state,  the  greatest  expense  is  the  payroll.  Nearly  all 
the  employees  of  this  department  are  technically  and  highly  trained  men  and 
women,  and  therefore,  the  salaries  are  large.  However,  salaries  paid  by  Mon- 
tana do  not  seem  to  be  excessive  to  those  paid  by  other  states  for  similar  ser- 
vices. 

The  large  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  Extension  Service  over  a  period  of 
four  years  would,  on  the  surface,  snsgest  this  service  being-  conducted  on  a 
too  expensive  basis  for  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  state.  Viewed 
along  these  lines,  the  Approppriation  Committees  believe  they  are  justified  in 
making  a  large  reduction  in  the  amount  of  the  appropriations  for  the  next 
two  years  from  the  actual  amount  requested  in  the  budget  of  this  department. 
In  this,  your  Special  Committee  fully  concurs. 

However,  it  is  entirely  proper  for  your  Committee  to  state  that  Mr.  F. 
S.  Cooley  is  believed  and  is  generally  accepted  to  be  highly  competent  in  his 
line  of  work;  that  in  the  activities  of  his  department,  he  has  accomplished  big 
economic  saving  to  the  farming!  industry  of  Montana.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  this 
department  has  developed  several  men  who  have  gained  a  wide  reputation  for 
ability. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  state  has  made  it  imperative  that  budget 
requests  be  reduced.  It  is  possible,  if  your  Committee  had  had  the  necessary 
time  at  its  disposal,  to  make  a  more  thorough  investigation  of  the  business 
costs  of  this  department,  suggestions  might  have  been  forthcoming  as  to  further 
curtailments.  However,  we  believe  this  could  not  be  accomplished  without 
injustice  to  the  service  unless  your  Committee  could  specifically  point  out 
what  reductions  could  be  made.  It  is  essential,  therefore,  that  your  Committee 
urgently  request  Director  Cooley  to  make  a  careful  examination  of  his  depart- 
ment, looking  toward  a  reduction  of  costs.

Report  adopted. 
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The  Special  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  advisability 
;  of  purchasing  farm  lands  in  the  state  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  Prison,  snb- 
i  mitted  the  following  report: 

\  To  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly:  We,  your  Special  Committee 
I  appointed  by  this  Assembly  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  purchasing  farm 
j  lands  in  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  Prison,  Deer  Lodge,  Montana, 
'  beg  leave  to  report  as  follovv^s: 

i        According  to  the  Resolution  passed  by  this  Assembly  we  were  given  in- 
I  structions  to  investigate  a  tract  of  land  consisting  of  4700  acres  known  as  the 
|i  Kohrs-Bielenberg  tract,  and  also  a  tract  of  land  known  as  the  Valiton  ranch. 
!        With  reference  to  the  general  situation  we  will  say  that  the  State  Prison 
i  has  no  land  of  its  own  at  Deer  Lodge.    The  State  is  operating  a  small  tract 
!  of  ground  lying  north  of  Deer  Lodge  which  belongs  to  the  State  Land  De- 
j  partment  and  using  that  for  the  production  of  a  few  vegetables  and  for  the 
I  production  of  some  pork  and  this  is  all  the  land  that  the  State  of  Montana 
I  uses  in  connection  with  the  prison.    Within  twelve  miles  of  Deer  Lodge  lies 
I  the  Tuberculosis  Hospital  at  Galen.    At  this  institution  the  State  is  paying  for 
help  to  produce  vegetables  and  garden  products  and  to  produce  dairy  products 
and  we  believe  this  is  a  mistake.    There  are  nearly  four  hundred  prisoners  at 
i  the  prison  in  Deer  Lodge  and  these  prisoners  if  gfiven  the  opportunity  can 
produce  all  of  the  vegetables  and  dairy  products  and  meat  that  is  consumed 
by  the  prison  and  by  the  institution  at  Galen  if  they  have  the  land  to  do  the 
work  on  and  we  believe  that  they  should  have  it  because  it  is  costing  the 
State  considerably  money  every  year  to  produce  these  products  under  present 
conditions.    We  believe  further  that  the  present  method  of  maintaining  the 
prison  without  a  large  ranch  in  connection  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned  is 
;  an  expensive  and  wasteful  system  and  although  it  would  cost  money  no  doubt 
1  to  buy  land  it  is  the  most  economical  way  to  handle  the  prison  and  other 
institutions   such   as   Galen  and  Warm   Springs  and  should  have  been  done 
years  ago. 

In  this  connection  we  wish  to  say  we  have  very  thoroughly  gone  into 
I  the  matter  of  the  Valiton  ranch  and  have  also  looked  up  the  records  of  the 
i  court  in  regard  to  the  suit  instituted  by  the  State  of  Montana  against  Frank 
!;  Conley,  former  Warden  of  the  State  Prison,  and  we  find  that  the  State  is 
I  already  interested  in  this  property  to  the  extent  of  several  thousand  dollars  in 
!'  improvements  that  have  been  made  on  this  ranch.  This  condition  came  about 
I  through  a  former  prison  board  authorizingi  Mr.  Conley  to  get  an  option  on 
[  this  land  with  the  view  of  receiving  permanent  possession  of  same  and  all 
\  the  improvements  were  made  by  Mr.  Conley  with  a  view  of  permanencj^  on 
this  ranch. 

In  going  over  the  entangled  accounts  between  the  State  and  Mr.  Conley, 
we  have  finally  decided  to  give  Mr.  Conley  $30,000.00  for  the  503  acres  known 
as  the  Valiton  ranch.  This  purchase  price  will  also  include  the  1922  crop 
i  which  approximately  amounts  to  about  400  bushels  of  oats,  1000  sacks  of  po- 
I  tatoes,  450  tons  of  hay  and  940  pounds  of  pork,  which  value  is  roughly  esti- 
mated at  $5,000.00,  thus  leaving  the  actual  cost  of  the  ranch  to  tlie  State  of 
Montana  at  $25,000.00. 

'        On  the  Valiton  ranch  are  situated  a  very  expensive  and  well  built  set  of 
:  farm  buildings.    These  buildings  were  constructed  with  the  view  of  being  used 
by  the  State  for  the  care  of  prisoners  and  for  the  operation  of  this  ranch  by  the 
prisoners.    There  is  a  very  large  and  especially  well  built  machine  shed  and 
a  very  well  equipped  and  well  constructed  blacksinitli  shop,  a  fine  well  built 
brick  dairy  barn,  capable  of  holding   sixty  or  seventy  dairy  cows,  together 
with  room*^  for  hay  in  the  loft.    Also  a  well  equipped  brick  kitchen  and  dining 
room,  also  a  very  well  constructed  brick  root  cellar  with  an  upstairs  sufficient 
to  hold  a  number  of  men  to  be  used  for  bunk  ho'use  purposes  and  a  w^ell 
equipped  cream  and  dairy  house  made  of  brick;   also  a  twelve  or  fourteen 
'  room  brick  dwelling  house  especially  well  constructed  and  if  built  by  ordinary 
:  labor  would  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  fifteen  or  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
i  These  buildings  are  an  especially  splendid  set  of  buildings,  well  suited  to  the 
needs  of  the  prison  and  are  all  new.    Besides  these  are  other  smaller  buildings 
suitable  for  farm  use  and  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  they  are  a 
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splendid  set  of  buildings  and  that  if  this  ranch  is  purchased  by  the  State 
there  will  be  no  need  for  the  spending  of  any  money  for  farm  buildings  for 
some  time  to  come. 

In  looking  over  the  situation  in  a  general  way,  we  feel  that  if  the  State 
of  Montana  took  over  the  Valiton  ranch  that  they  should  also  own  another  tract 
of  land  lying  between  the  Valiton  ranch  and  the  City  of  Deer  Lodge  belonging 
to  Conley  and  McTague.  This  would  bring  the  farm  property  of  the  State  to 
within  200  or  300  feet  of  the  prison  and  we  most  earnestly  recommend  that  the 
state  also  purchase  what  is  known  as  the  Bratton  ranch  consisting  of  136  and  a 
fraction  acres  at  $100.00  per  acre  and  another  small  tract  of  land  known  as  the 
Stellar  ranch  consisting  of  18  and  a  fraction  acres  at  $150.00  per  acre.  The 
Bratton  ranch,  like  the  Valiton  ranch,  is  well  equipped  for  a  dairy  barn  which 
will  hoM  sixty  cows,  a  large  silo  and  is  also  equipped  with  graineries,  milk 
house  and  chicken  house.  These  buildings  are  situated  very  close  to  the  prison 
grounds.  The  soil  of  these  two  latter  ranches  is  well  adapted  for  most  any 
kind  of  farming,  and  we  feel  that  the  price  asked  for  these  two  strips  of  land 
is  reasonable  and  that  if  the  state  prison  wants  farms,  which  they  absolutely 
must  have  in  order  to  keep  the  prisoners  occupied  and  allow  them  to  earn 
their  own  living,  the  State  of  Montana,  the  Committee  feels,  can  not  afford 
to  pass  up  the  buying  of  these  three  ranches  at  this  time. 

We  wish  to  further  state  that  the  water  rights  on  the  Bratton  ranch  are 
of  the  very  best  as  it  lies  under  the  ditch  of  the  Deer  Lodge  River,  which  also 
supplies  the  Valiton  ranch,  and  has  several  good  rights  out  of  what  is  known 
as  Peterson  creek,  and  the  Committee  feels  that  should  the  water  out  of  the 
Deer  Lodge  River  fail,  they  could  then  divert  water  out  of  Peterson  Creek  to 
the  use  on  their  property. 

If  these  ranches  are  'purchased  as  we  recommend  the  State  will  then 
own  a  farm  within  300  feet  of  the  prison  and  we  believe  this  is  the  most 
practical  and  most  satisfactory  proposition  that  the  State  can  put  through. 

The  great  advantage  in  this  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  prison  can  handle  the 
property  right  from  the  prison  and  that  the  prisoners  will  not  need  to  go 
outside  of  the  premises  very  far  to  get  on  the  prison  ranches.  It  will  put 
the  prison  and  its  ranches  practically  as  one  property  and  if  the  prison  author- 
ities see  fit  they  can  buy  the  land  from  the  owners  in  the  City  of  Deer  Lodge 
and  make  the  property  one  continuous  piece  of  property.  This  land  lies  to  the 
south  of  the  prison  and  towards  the  institutions  at  Galen  and  Warm  Springs 
and  for  this  reason  we  also  recommend  this  purchase,  not  only  because  of  its 
nearness  to  the  prison  but  also  because  of  the  fact  that  it  lies  toward  the  in- 
stitutions at  Galen  and  Warm  Springs  and  will  make  it  much  easier  to  get  to 
these  institutions  than  if  lands  are  purchased  lying  to  the  north  of  Deer  Lodge. 

In  regards  to  the  Kohrs  and  Bielenberg  ranch  the  committee  desires  to 
say  that  this  is  a  tract  of  land  lying  to  the  south  of  the  Valiton  ranch  and 
adjoining  it  and  contains  4700  acres.  The  ditch  from  the  Deer  Lodge  River 
which  covers  the  Valiton  ranch  also  covers  the  Kohrs  &  Bielenberg  ranch  and 
is  owned  jointly  by  these  two  properties.  This  ranch  can  be  very  easily 
handled  in  connection  with  the  Valiton  ranch.  There  is  a  large  portion  of 
this  ranch  lying  on  the  bench  to  the  south  and  east  of  Deer  Lodge  which  we 
believe  could  be  used  for  dry  land  purposes  but  we  believe  it  is  more  useful 
for  pasturage,  there  are  also  several  hundred  acres  of  bottom  land  in  the 
Kohrs-Bielenberg  ranch  but  your  committee  feels  that  this  is  a  large  undertak- 
ing and  that  they  would  much  prefer  to  see  this  ranch  in  the  summertime 
when  they  can  ascertain  its  value  for  prison  purposes  and  as  to  whether  the 
same  can  be  successfully  operated  in  connection  with  the  prison  and  at  a 
profit.  We  believe  it  will  be  absolutely  essential  if  the  prison  maintains  a 
dairy  herd  of  any  consequence  to  have  pasture  and  that  the  state  will  need 
several  sections  of  just  such  land  as  there  is  in  this  ranch  for  pasture  pur- 
poses, but  your  committee  would  prefer  to  look  at  this  property  in  the  sum- 
mertime, to  make  a  detailed  and  thorough  investigation  with  reference  to  this 
matter  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  this  committee  be  given  authority 
to  make  this  investigation  and  if  they  can  make  the  proper  arrangements 
and  suitable  terms  can  be  agreed  upon,  that  they  might  have  authority  to 
examine  this  ranch  more  fully  with  a  view  to  determining  its  value  for  use 
in  connection  with  the  state  prison. 
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There  are  other  small  tracts  of  land  clo^e  to  the  prison  which  might  be 
of  value  to  the  prison  and  we  believe  that  this  conmiittee  should  be  authorized 
jto  look  at  them  aud  at  any  other  property  near  the  prison  which  your  com- 
jmittee  might  think  it  desirable  and  necessary  for  the  state  to  own. 
I  In  view  of  the  foregoing  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  sufficient 
size  to  buy  the  Valiton  and  the  Bratton  ranches  and  the  Stellar  tract  as 
ibove  mentioned.  We  further  recommend  that  this  committee  be  made  per- 
manent and  that  they  be  given  authority  to  do  the  things  hereinbefore  sug- 
gested and  that  they  be  instructed  to  go  over  to  Deer  Lodge  during  the  sum- 
mer months  and  look  into  the  advisability  of  the  purchase  of  more  land  for 
ifarmingl  purposes  for  the  use  of  the  prison.  That  an  appropriation  of  $500.00 
pr  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  be  made  to  cover  the  expenses  of  this 
bommittee  for  that  purpose. 

I  We  also  further  recommend  that  your  special  committee  be  requested 
fA'hen  they  have  made  their  examinations  as  provided  in  this  paragraph,  that 
i-.hey  make  a  written  report  of  their  findings  in  detail;  together  with  their 
recommendations  and  that  said  report  and  recommendations  be  presented 
io  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  for  action  thereon. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  committee  be  empowered  to  do  the 
[ihings  hereinbefore  recommended  and  that  House  Bill  No.  260  be  amended  to 
|;onform  to  the  provisions  of  these  recommendations  and  that  as  so  amended 
.he  bill  be  passed  and  that  said  bill  maintain  a  provision  that  the  State 
l3oard  of  Examiners  may  be  able  to  close  a  deal  on  the  Valiton  and  other 
lanches  before  the  fifteenth  of  March,  1923,  in  compliance  with  the  decision 
[if  the  court  in  what  is  known  as  the  Conley  case.

AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE 

Mr.  President:  We.  your  Committee,  appointed  "to  inves\^igate  the 
iidministration  of  state  institutions,"  wish  to  submit  the  following  partial 
rej)ort : 

The  total  cost  of  the  Agricultural  Colletsae  for  the  year  ending  June  30th, 
1!)22.  was  $670,285  of  which  $326,081  was  Capital  Expenditures.  Repairs  and 
Replacements  amounted  to  $32,151,  leaving  a  total  operating  cost  of  $312,052, 
(see  page  98,  State  Auditor's  Report). 

The  cost  of  operating  the  Agricultural  College  for  1918-19  was  $179,000, 
,  which  had  annually  increased  over  a  period  of  four  years.    This  shows  the  in- 
j  crease  for  1921-22  of  $133,000  over  operating  costs  of  four  years  ago,  but  this 
t  increase  of  cost  follows  a  common  ratio  peculiar  to  all  educational  institutions 
for  the  same  period. 

The   Appropriation    Committees   of   the   Legislature    have   allowed   for  the 
year  1923-24,  $377,960,  and  for  the  year  following  an  amount  approximately 
:  the  same.    It  must  be  kept  in  mind,  however,  that  the  sum  of  $50,000  is  paid 
j;  to  the  State  of  INTontana   from   Federal   funds   for  the  Agricultural  college. 

Thi^  institution  also  has  other  sources  of  income,  which  approximated  for  the 
•  Inst  year  ?46,000. 

'I'he  work  of  President  Alfred  Atkinson  and  the  Agricultural  College, 
has  from  an  educational  standpoint,  been  recommended  very  highl.v.    The  prac- 

j  tical  work,  which  this  institution    is  also  carrying  on  for  our  agricultural  in- 

I  dustry,  is  very  valuable. 

As  with  our  other  educational  institutions,  there  seems  to  be  no  well 
foimded  criticism.  We  found,  in  the  instance  of  this  college  the  same  as 
with  other  institutions,  that  the  large  cost  of  operation  on  the  surface  in- 

I  dicates  a  thorough  examination  of  its  business  administration  would  effect  a 

j  reduction  in  the  total  costs.  While  your  investiffating-  committee  approves 
the  appropriations  allowed  for  the  operation  of  this  institution  during  the 
coming  two  years,  at  the  same  time,  we  would  not  recommend  further  cuts 
in  this  allowance  unless  it  were  possible  to  recommend  the  specific 
charges  that  could  be  eliminated  or  reduced.  However,  we  believe  the  legisla- 
ture should  i-ecommend  that  the  President  of  this  college  carefully  survey  the 
l)usine.ss  management  with  the  end  in  view  of  keeping  the  operation  costs 
at  a  minimum.

Mr.  President:  We.  your  Committee,  appointed  "to  investigate  the 
administration  of  state  institutions,"  wish  to  submit  the  following  partial 
report : 

We  find  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  Girls'  Vocational  School  at  Helena, 
to  be  $22,130  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1922.  This  cost  is  somewhat  less 
than  for  the  year  preceding.  During  the  last  year,  however,  there  was  spent 
$103,000  for  Permanent  Improvements  and  a  small  amount  for  Repairs  and 
Replacements.  The  Committees  on  Appropriation  have  allowed  $40,757  for  the 
year  1923-24  and  a  similar  amount  for  the  year  following.  In  this,  your  com- 
mittee concurs. 

Ftom  a  point  of  service,  this  school  apparently  is  very  carefully  administered. 
Our  investigation  would  indicate  it  is  being  operated  on  a  conservative  basis. 
The  importance  of  the  work  of  the  Vocational  School  should  be  generally 
recognized  and  your  committee  wishes  to  bespeak  appreciation  of  its  service 
and  for  those  who  have  charge  of  its  affairs.

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  appointed  "to  investigate  the  admin- 
tration  of  state  institutions,"  wish  to  submit  the  following  partial  report: 

We  find  the  operation  cost  of  the  State  Normal  College  at  Dillon  to  have 
increased  in  the  last  four  years  from  .$1)3.646  in  1918-19  to  $176,951  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1922;  Repairs  and  Replacements  for  tho  last  period  amounted 
;  to  $4,397,  which,  with  Capital  Expenditures  made  the  cost  of  lliis  Colleov  for 
!  the  last  year  total  $233,668.72.  (see  page  OS.  State  Auditor's  Rei)ort).  From 
I  this  amount,  however,  should  be  deducted  the  sum  of  $59,421,  the  cost  of  op- 
;  erating  the  dormitories,  which  is  refunded  to  the  state  from  board  paid  by  the 
!  students,  leaving  a  total  cost  of  $174,247. 

Our  appropriation  committees  have  allowed  the  Normal  $140,645  for  the 
year  1923-24  and  a  similar  amount  for  the  year  following.  After  a  review  of 
the  costs  of  this  institution,  your  Investigating  Committee  are  willing  to  con- 
cur in  the  appropriation  outlined. 

In  the  case  of  this  institution,  its  large  costs  to  the  State  would  indicate 
some  general  reduction  should  be  effected,  although  your  Committee  would  not, 
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without  calling  attention  to  specific  items  of  cost  that  could  be  reduced  recom- 
mend a  further  reduction  of  appropriations.  With  the  time  at  our  disposal,  it 
is  impossible  to  make  a  thorouglh  analysis  necessary  to  recommend  specific 
reductions. 

The  effective  educational  work  being  carried  on  by  our  various  educational 
institutions  is  no  doubt  common  to  the  state  normal  college. 

This  college,  according  to  the  report  of  Mr.  Davis,  its  President,  has  300 
regular  students  and  an  additional  1317  students  attending  summer  normal  in, 
the  four  branches  operated  under  the  supervision  of  the  state  normal.  The 
administration  of  the  normal  at  Dillon  seems  to  meet  with  the  approval  of 
those  who  are  familiar  Avith  its  work.

AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT  STATION 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  appointed  "to  investigate  the  admin- 
tration  of  state  institutions,"  wish  to  suhmit  the  following*  partial  report: 

The  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  located  at  Bozeman,  is  one  of  the 
branches  of  activities  conducted  by  the  ^Agricultural  College  and  is  in  charge  of 
Director  F.  B.  Linfield.  Under  this  department  is  carried  on,  by  the  state  and 
federal  government  supervision,  experimental  work  concerning  our  agricultural 
industry  and  includes  the  operation  of  substations  in  different  parts  of  Mon- 
tana for  the  same  purpose. 

The  cost  of  operation  of  this  department,  four  years  ago.  for  the  year 
1918-19,  was  approximately  $1/1>8,000,  which  increased  to  the  amount  of  $154,970 
for  the  year  endinig  June  30,  1922.  To  this  amount,  must  be  added  $13,099  for 
Capital  Investment  and  $4,980  for  Repairs  and  Replacements,  M^hich  made  a 
total  cost  to  the  State  of  Montana  of  $173,000  for  the  last  year,  (see  1923 
budget,  page  111), 

This  is  one  of  the  lines  of  agricultural  work,  which  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment recognizes  as  of  material  importance  to  the  farmer  and,  therefor, 
helps  in  the  expenses  of  its  operation  by  paying  a  part  of  the  costs  thereof, 
through  what  are  known  as  the  Adams  Fund  and  the  Hatch  Fund.  From 
these  funds,  the  State  of  Montana  receive  a  toal  $30,000'  of  federal  aid. 

The  ircreasp  in  cost  of  oi>eration  of  this  department  over  four  years  ago 
is  approximately  $37,000,  not  taking  into  consideration  the  cost  of  Capital 
Expenditures  and  Repairs   and  Replacements. 

In  our  investigation  of  this  department,  we  have  amassed  an  enormous  lot 
of  data  and  our  conference  with  Director  Linfield  also  supplied  us  with  much 
valuable  information.  However,  in  the  short  time  at  our  disposal,  it  has  not 
been  possible  for  us  to  make  a  complete  analysis  of  the  figures  and  information 
at  hand.  The  large  cost  occasioned  by  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  this 
service  would  apparently  suggest  some  reduction  could  be  worked  out.  As 
with  the  other  educational  institutions,  the  principal  cost  of  operation  is  the 
payroll.  I>:kewise.  with  this  department,  most  of  its  employees  are  technicallj' 
and  scientifically  trained  men  and  necessarily  command  good  salaries.  We  do 
not  find  that  salaries  paid  in  Montana  are  excessive  to  those  paid  for  similar 
services  in  other  states  in  the  west.  Director  Linfield  is  recognized  as  one  of 
the  very  capable  men  in  his  line  of  work  in  the  United  States  and  he  has  under 
him  a  number  of  men  who  have  received  wide  recognition.  Mr.  Linfield  appar- 
ently is  not  only  a  capable  technical  supervisor,  but  likewise  there  is  plenty 
of  evidence  of  his  ability  as  a  business  manager.  It  is  likely,  if  your  Committee 
could  have  made  an  extensive  analysis  of  the  cost  of  operation  of  this  depart- 
ment with  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Linfield,  suggestions  could  have  been  made 
as  to  specific  reductions  that  would  reduce  the  costs.  Not  having  the  time 
for  this  at  our  disposal,  we  would  recommend  that  Director  Linfield  use  his  best 
efforts  to  bring  about  such  a  reorganization  of  his  department  as  would  reduce 
its  costs.

TTie  Appropriation  Committees  have  tentatively  allowed  an  appropriation 
or  this  deartment  aggregating  $20,000  less  than  the  budget  request,  and  your 
ommittee  on  investigation  concurs  in  this  reduction  for  the  reasons  above  out- 
ined.  Reports  of  this  department,  together  with  the  AgTicultural  Extension 
Service  show  the  cost  of  same  to  be  in  excess  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars 
or  the  year  ending  June  30,  102:2.  While,  because  of  this  enormous  expense, 
four  Committee  believes  a  sincere  business  analysis  of  these  costs  would  re- 
|ult  in  a  reduction  thereof,  and  recommends  that  these  departments  endeavor 
|o  effect  such,  at  the  same  time  we  must  take  under  consideration  that  the 
activities  of  these  branches  of  agricultural  service  ])roduce  an  economical  saving 
10  the  farm  industry  of  the  state  of  a  large  sum  of  money.

]MONTANA  SCeOO'L  FOR  DEAF  AND  BLIND 
Mr.  P'resident:  We,  your  Committee  appointed  "to  investigate  the  admin- 
ration  of  state  institutions,"  wish  to  submit  the  following  partial  report: 
'      We  find  the  Appropriation  Committee  have  allowed  $153,650  as  an  appro- 
oriation  for  the  year  1923-24,  and  approximately  the  same  sum  for  the  year 
following,  your  Investigating  Committee  concurs. 

[  We  find  the  cost  of  this  school  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1922,  amounted 
i.o  $113,922.  Of  this,  the  operating  cost  is  $102,678.  A  part  of  this  cost  is  re- 
'luced  to  the  state  from  sums  paid  back  to  the  institution  by  various  countiea 
iind  this  amount  for  the  last  year  amounted  to  over  $8,000'.  The  operating 
|;ost  has  advanced  but  very  little  over  a  period  of  four  years  and  our  investiga- 
tion would  indicate,  this  institution  is  very  efficiently  managed. 
I  The  school  has  under  its  supervision,  78  mutes,  22  blind  and  144  feeble- 
[ninded.  Tliere  are  4  new  buildings  going  up  at  Boulder,  which  will  accomo- 
iate  60  each,  or  a  total  of  240  additional,  besides  the  help.  President  H.  J. 
iVIenzemer  reports,  he  expects  the  population  will  likel}''  double  in  the  course 
■)f  the  next  year.  They  now  have  applications  of  over  500  feeble  minded  on  the 
';vaitingt  list  and  it  is  jbelieved  were  the  institution  able  to  accept  all  applicants 
iTom  the  State  of  Montana  which  are  eligible,  the  school  could  easily  increase 
;ts  population  of  feeble  minded  alone  to  1000. 

The  statement  of  President  Menzemer  is  brief,  but  compreliensive  and  sets 
out  a  situation  which  your  Committee  believes  should  be  taken  under  consider- 
ation by  the  legislature  at  an  opportune  time. 

Mr.  Menzemer  says  that,  "While  one  school  is  across  the  river  from  the 
other,  the  school  for  deaf  and  blind  should  be  in  a  different  city  or  town  on  ac- 
count of  a  certain  amount  of  odium  that  goes  with  it  as  it  is  now  located. 
Every  time  a  parent  is  approached  to  send  a  deaf  boy  or  girl  to  Boulder,  they 
dislike  it  for  this  reason,  but  feel  better  after  they  have  made  a  visit  to  the 
institution.  It  is  a  little  harder  for  the  deaf  or  blind  to  get  a  job  when  they 
leave  the  school  on  account  of  the  school  for  feeble  minded  being  m  the  same 
place.  The  average  man  thinks  they  are  feeble  minded.  Those  schools  should 
be  segregated  as  soon  as  possible.  The  deaf  and  blind  school  building  would 
take  care  of  more  feeble  minded  on  account  of  there  not  being  use  for  «chool 
rooms,  so  the  present  school  rooms  could  be  used  for  dormitories.  The  blind 
(get  a  great  deal  from  music  and  it  is  necessary  that  the  children  become  more 
or  less  interested  in  music,  which  w^ould  be  easier  to  accomplish  if  the  school 
were  near  a  city.  The  deaf  also  get  the  benefit  of  lectures,  if  they  have  an 
interpreter." 

The  work  of  President  Menzemer  is  appreciated  by  those  who  know  of 
his  efforts,  and  it  is  entirely  fitting  for  this  Committee  to  emphasize  the  ex- 
cellent personality  of  the  head  of  this  institution  and  the  wonderful  service 
which  he  is  contributing  for  the  State  of  Montana  in  the  care  of  these  unfor- 
iounates.  At  the  same  time.  President  Menzemer  has  shown  his  capability 
as  a  business  manager,  in  operating  this  institution  along  the  lines  of  prac- 
tical and  conservative  business  management. 
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As  indicated  iii  this  statement,  a  question  which  must  be  taken  up  by  the 
state  and  finally  disposed  of,  arises  as  to  the  advisability  of  keeping  the 
blind  and  mute  students  in  the  same  institution  where  feeble  minded  are 
cared  for.  A  careful  survey  of  this  situation  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  con-  ii| 
vinee  one  that  a  separation  of  the  two  classes  should  be  brought  about  at  as 
early  a  date  as  is  possible  for  the  state  to  effect  it.  The  placing  of  the  blind  li 
and  mutes  in  another  institution  would  increase  the  facilities  of  this  school 
for  the  feeble  minded.  This  matter  has  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
Senate  from  various  sources  and  we  are  again  referring!  to  it  because  of  its 
extreme  importance.  While  under  the  present  financial  conditions  of  the 
state,  this  likely  is  not  possible,  yet  it  is  a  matter  that  should  and  can  be 
worked  out  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  years.

REPORTS'  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  Special  ComTr^ittec  appointed  to  investigate  all  state  boards  and  com- 
missions submitted  tlie  foMowing  reports: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  special  committee,  appointed  by  the  Senate  to 
investigate  State  Boards  and  Commissions,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
partial  rei)ort: 

MONTANA  ORTHOPEDIC  COMMISSION.  This  Commission  was  created 
by  Chapter  154,  Session  Laws  of  1921,  incorporated  in  Sections  2511,  2512, 
2513  and  2514  of  the  il021  Codes.  T!he  Act  appropriated  $25,000.00  of  General 
Fund  moneys  "to  be  used  for  actual  hospital  and  operating  expenses  in  the 
care  of  the  indi^nt  crippled  children  of  the  State  of  Montana." 

The  Commission  consists  of  five  members,  all  of  whom  serve  without  pay. 
Authority  was  given  by  the  Act  for  the  employment  of  a  field  investigator, 
whose  salary  and  expenses  may  not  exceed  $4,000.00  of  the  appropriation.  It 
does  not  appear  that  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  latter  provision. 
'  The  expenditures  of  the  Commission  for  the  sixteen  months'  period  which 
ended  June  30,  1922  were  $11,988.19.  Of  this  sum,  $10,984.19  was  expended  for 
filurgical  services  and  hospital  fees,  $78.35  for  office  expenses  and  stationery, 
$188.16  for  traveling  expenses  of  members  of  the  commission,  and  $737.49  for 
mechanical  apfpliances  for  the  use  of  patients  treated.  It  will  be  observed 
that  the  administrative  expenses  of  the  Commission  amount  to  but  21^%  of 
the  total  expenditures. 

Scrutiny  of  claims  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor  discloses  that 
in  no  case  has  a  surgeon  been  paid  more  than  $50.00'  for  any  operation,  and  the 
hospital  fees  have  been  kept  at  a  minimum. 

This  Committee  has  no  criticism  to  make  of  the  work  of  the  Orthopedic 
Commission.  On  the  contrary  it  congratulates  the  members  of  the  Commission 
upon  the  showing  they  have  made.

Mr.  President :  We,  your  special  committee,  appointed  by  the  Senate  to 
investigate  State  Boards  and  Commissions,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
partial  re|  ort : 
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RAILROAD  AND  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COIMMISSION 

This  department  originally  established  by  the  Assembly  of  IQ'OT,  has 
creased  by  successive  legislative  enactments  until  at  the  present  time  it  ha|] 
four  distinct  divisions — the  Railroad  Commission  proper,  the  Public  Servic|j 
Commission,  the  Montana  Trade  Commission  and  the  Montana  Irrigation  ComlJ 
mission. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  been  gradually  stripped  of  many  of  it|| 
original  poAvers  and  functions  by  the  extension  of  federal  jurisdiction  and  bj| 
the  decisions  of  federal  tribunals,  until  at  the  present  time  it  has  practicalh 
no  regulating  povrer  over  interstate  railroads.  It  does,  hovrever,  perforn 
useful  work  for  the  shippers  of  the  state  in  investigating  tariffs,  auditing  am 
adjustment  of  freight  overcharges  and  similar  service,  all  of  which  is  don* 
wholly  without  direct  cost  to  the  beneficiary  of  the  service.  The  records  o 
the  Commission  show,  among  other  things,  that  in  the  past  three  years  it  hai 
revised  nearly  850  freight  bills  for  the  State  Highway  Commission  alone,  re 
suiting  in  a  saving  to  the  state  of  approximately  $9,0010.00.  This  departmen 
also  excercises  jurisdiction  over  all  pipe  lines  within  the  state. 

The  Ptiblic  Sen-ice  Commission  has  jurisdiction  over  431  public  utilitie. 
of  various  character  throughout  the  state,  exercising  continual  supervision  ove 
their  operations  and  tariffs. 

The  jNfontana  Trade  Commission's  activities  are  wholly  confined  to  the  sup 
ervision  of  the  flouring  mill  industry  of  Montana,  keeping  watch  over  the  oper 
ation  of  seventy-six  mills. 

The  Montana  Irrigation  Commission  supervises  the  operations  of  all  thi 
irrigation  districts  of  the  state,  of  which  there  were  twenty-two  at  the  date  of  th( 
last  report. 

The  schedule  below  shows  in  parallel  columns,  first,  the  appropriation; 
granted  by  the  Seventeenth  Assembly  for  the  maintetnance  of  each  of  the  foui 
divisions  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1922;  second,  the  actual  expendi 
tures  of  each  division  for  the  same  period ;  and  third,  the  appropriations  re, 
quested  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  for  the  same  activities :  U

It  will  be  observed  that  the  department  functioned  well  within  its  past  ap 
propriations,  saving  something -more  than  $8,000.00  of  the  money  appropriate( 
for  the  year  ended  June  .30,  1922.  There  were  also  collections  to  the  Irrigatior 
Commission  Fund  aggregating  $11,149.67. 

The  Commission  asks  increased  appropriations  for  the  coming  fiscal  yean 
for  one  department  only— the  Railroad  Commission  division— and  this,  as  is, 
seen  by  the  analysis  of  the  Budget  requests,  is  due  to  the  desire  to  increase  tti( 
payroll'  In  view  of  the  financial  history  of  the  department  in  the  past,  jow 
committee  is  not  inclined  to  recommend  the  increase  requested,  believing  tha 
with  economy  the  department  will  find  it  possible  to  function  efficiently  withn 
the  limits  of '  its  former  appropriation. 

The  Commission  has  been  criticised  in  certain  quarters  for  the  expens. 
incurred  by  it  in  the  printing  and  binding  of  its  reports.  This  Committee  is  o 
the  opinion  that  there  is  little  justfication  for  such  criticism.  Exammation  o 
copies  of  similar  reports  emanating  from  Commissions  of  other  states  disclose. 
?hat  it  is  customary  to  bind  in  substantial  manner  all  reports  intended  for  ex 
change  purposes,  and  many  states  issue  two  or  more  volumes  yearly,  instea 
of  a  sin<rle  report  for  all  divisions,  as  is  the  practice  in  Montana.  The  report, 
of  this  state  are  sent  to  forty-seven  other  state  commissions,  all  the  great  librane! 
of  the  TJnited  States,  all  the  district  courts  of  Montana,  and  to  such  member 
of  the  bar  as  are  interested  in  this  class  of  practice. 
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As  shown  by  the  1923  State  Budget,  the  total  cost  to  the  state  for  the  pub- 
iishing  and  binding  all  reports  and  printed   matter  of  the  Commission  for  the 


last  fiscal  year  was  as  follows  :

This  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that,  taking  all  circumstances  into  con- 
ideration,  this  amount  is  not  extravagant. 

Several  other  criticisms,  all  of  a  petty  character,  have  been  laid  before  this 
'committee,  including  complaints  of  the  action  of  the  Commission  in  its  attempted 
settlement  of  the  unpaid  claim  of  the  Deer  Lodge  Electric  Company  against  the 
state  for  electric  energy  supplied  to  the  State  Prison,  the  action  of  the  Commis- 
jsion  in  sendingj  at  state  expense  several  telegrams  seeking  to  secure  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  western  man  on  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  failure 
of  the  Commission  to  cause  the  Mihvaukee  trains  to  make  certain  connections 
.at  Judith  Gap.  The  Commission  has  furnished  this  committee  with  detailed  ex- 
iplanations  of  its  actions  in  these  several  cases.  It  is  not  felt  that  the  magni- 
tude of  the  issues  involved  justify  the  Committee  in  laying  the  details  before 
the  Senate.  In  the  Deer  Lodge  case  it  appears  that  the  Commission  exercised 
the  discretion  with  which  it  is  invested  by  law,  and  recommended  a  settlement 
which  in  its  opinion  was  fair  to  all  concerned.  Without  far  more  convincing 
'vidence  than  has  been  presented  to  it,  this  Committee  is  not  prepared  to  say 
"hat  the  Commsson  has  not  dealt  with  the  matter  properly.  As  to  the  expendi- 
tme  of  the  public  money  for  telegraph  tolls  in  the  effort  to  secure  western 
representation  upon  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission takes  the  ground  that  great  benefit  to  the  state  of  Montana  would  have 
(resulted  if  its  efforts  had  been  successful,  and  declares  that  it  has  no  apolo- 
;?ies  to  offer  for  its  action.  Inasmuch  as  the  claim  in  question  was  brought 
)efore  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  allowance,  and  was  by  said  Board,  after 
'ull  discussion  and  extended  consideration,  passed  for  payment,  the  matter  may 
le  regarded  as  a  closed  transaction.  As  to  the  Judith  Gap  complaint,  the  Com- 
aiittee  cannot  regard  this  as  of  serious  public  concern,  however  much  interest 
t  may  have  for  the  residents  of  that  locality.  The  Commission  declares  that 
10  complaint  was  ever  laid  before  it  in  regard  to  this  matter  until  brought  to  its 
tttontion  by  this  Committee,  and  it  states  that  the  matter  has  now  received 
ts  attention. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Railroad  and  Public  Service 
'oinmission  and  its  subordinate  divisions  are  functioning  efficiently,  and  honestly 
u(>  endeavoring  to  do  their  full  duty  by  the  people  of  Mbntana.  It  is  probable 
hat  in  certain  directions  slight  economies  may  be  effected,  but  the  Committee  is 
lot  'prepared  to  condemn  the  Commission  as  extravagant.  At  the  same  tim(;, 
It  Ije^ieves  that  there  is  no  sound  justification  for  an  increase  at  the  present 
iiiie  in  the  appropriations  granted  the  Commission  by  the  Assembly  of  1921.

If  the  sasd  stock  does  not  sell  for  sufficient  to  pay  the  assessment 
thereon,  the  Board  of  Directors  may  proceed  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  cor- 
poration to  collect  the  deficiency  from  the  record  holder,  whose  stock  has  been 
thus  sold  for  the  assessment."

Such  bank  shall  make  a  report 
to  the  Surierintendent  of  Banks,  at  least  once  each  sixty  days  from  and  after 
the  date  when  the  bank  ceased  to  transact  business  as  such,  which  report  shall 
give  a  list  of  the  assets  wholly  or  partially  realized  upon,  together  with  the 
amount  of  each  so  remaining  uncollected,  and  also  a  list  of  the  liabilities 
retired  by  application  of  such  amount  so  realized.  The  Superintendent  of 
Banks  shall  have  power  to  examine  into  th^  affairs  of  the  banks  so  liquidated, 
at  any  time,  to  determine  whether  the  rights  of  creditors  and  depositors  are 
being  protected,  and  if  at  any  time  he  finds  that  such  liquidation  is  being  im- 
properly conducted,  or  that  the  interests  of  the  depositors  and  creditors  are 
not  being  properly  protected,  he  may  upon  the  order  of  the  Governor  and  At- 
torney General  as  in  other  cases,  forthwith  take  possession  of  the  property 
and  business  of  such  bank  and  complete  the  liquidation  thereof  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  'provided  in  case  of  involuntary  liquidation.  The  expenses  of  such 
examination  sliall  be  paid  by  such  bank.  Such  bank  shall  immediately  publish 
notice  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  place  in  which  such  bank  is  located, 
and  if  none  is  there  published,  then  in  the  place  nearest  thereto,  that  it  is 
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closing-  up  its  affairs  and  notifiying  creditors  to  present  their  claims  against  liie 
bank  for  payment.    Such  notice  shall  be  published  for  four  consecutive  weeks.''

Such  privies  or  outhouses  must 
be  located  and  built  in  such  manner  as  to  secure  privacy.  In  all  cases 
where  there  is  no  fence  dividing  the  play  grounds  of  the  sexes  the 
privies  or  outhouses  herein  named  shall  be  separate  and  distinct  buildings,  and 
situated  at  least  twenty  feet  apart,  and  to  require  that  all  teachers  and  jani- 
tors use  due  care  in  keeping  all  toilets  in  good  repair  and  in  clean  condition 
and  free  from  obscenity  ;  provided  that  any  trustee  or  trustees,  teacher,  janitor, 
or  janitors,  failing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  ex* 
ceeding  ninety  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

20.  To  allow  pupils  residing  in  other  districts  to  attend  school  in  the 
district  of  which  they  have  charge,  if  in  their  judgement  their  is  sufficient 
room. 

21.  To  procure  by  purchase  or  donation,  and  to  cause  to  be  displayed 
daily  in  suitable  weather,  an  American  flag,  with  accompanying  necessary  fix- 
tures, for  each  and  every  school  house  in  their  respective  districts.

The  school  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  use  such  portion  of  the  school  funds  as  remain  in  their  hands,  and 
which  is  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purchase  and  erection  of  fixtures.

vorted  into  this  state  and  purchased  by  such  dealer  in  the  original  packages  in 
Vvdiicli  so  shipped,  transported  or  imported  into  this  state,  and  then  resold  by 
such  dealer  after  the  breaking  of  such  original  packages  by  him.  shall  be  in- 
chidod  or  considered  for  the  purpose  of  computing  the  amount  of  such  license 
tax."

plications for  refunds  as  provided  herein,  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  within  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  purchase  or  invoice."

MONTANA  STATE  HOSPITAL 

February  20.  1923. 

Mr.  President :  We,  your  Committee  appointed  "tO'  investigate  the  adminis- 
tration of  state  institutions,"  wi^h  to  make  the  following  partial  report : 

The  appropriation  committees  have  tentatively  allowed  for  this  institution 
an  appropriation  for  the  year  1923-24  of  5R494.000  and  a  similar  amount  for  the 
year  following.  We  find  the  total  cost  of  this  institution  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1922,  total  .$601,285  of  which  .$134,303  was  Capital  Expenditures 
and  $27i2i95  Repiairs  and  Replacements,  leaving  the  total  cost  of  operation  for 
the  period  at  the  figure  of  $439,685.  This  is  an  increase  of  $100,000  over  the 
operating  costs  of  four  years  ago.  This,  no  doubt,  is  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  inmates,  the  enlargement  of  facilities  and  the  advance  in  certain  other 
costs. 

From  figures  available,  apparently  there  is  an  income  from  various  sources 
amounting  to  $115,000.  which,  of  course,  reduces  to  cost  to  the  state.  Some 
of  this  income  is  from  farm  products  raised  on  the  farm  lands  of  the  institution 
and  used  by  it,  and  some  of  the  balance  is  paid  in  for  the  care  of  patients. 
This  institution  has  an  average  number  of  patients  of  1435.

(see  page  99.  State  Auditors  Report). 

For  the  same  year,  there  were  a  total  of  collections  from  various  outside 
sources  of  revenue  amounting  to  $56,211,  which  reduces  the  cost  to  the  General 
Fund  of  the  State. 

The  Appropriation  Committees  have  allowed  $133,200  for  the  year  1923-24 
and  a  similar  amount  for  the  year  following,  in  which  your  Committee  concurs.

Ml',  rresident  :  Wc.  your  six'cial  committee,  appointed  for  tlie  purpose  of 
iavestipitin.u  the  State  Farm  Loan  I )(>partmeat,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

A  careful  iuvesti^atiou  discloses  the  fact  that  the  situation  in  this  depart- 
l  idir  is  serious  ami  demands  careful  consideration  and  attention  of  this  Senate 
i)()(ly.  W'f  lia\e  discussed  the  situation  with  the  Register  of  State  Lands  and 
couuncihl  him  for  tlie  good  work  done  and  his  frank  admission  that  this  matter 
is  so  serious  that  some  definite  action  must  be  taken  to  protect  the  future  drain 
on  the  permanent  school  funds. 

We  find  that  ap]>roximately  $5,000,000,00  together  with  taxes,  interest  and 
other  costs  in  connection  with  foreclosure  are  invested  in  farm  loan  mortgages 
and  that  out  of  the  total  the  i)ermanent  school  fund  will  lose  approximately 
$1,500,000.00  and  that  the  state  is  spending  annually  the  sum  of  $45,000.00  to 
pay  taxes  on  delinquent  mortgages  and  in  addition  to  this  the  state  has  paid 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  $1700.00  for  abstracts:  $800.00  for  Sheriffs'  mileage; 
$7i;(;  for  advertising  farm  mortgages  foreclosures  and  $431.00  expenses  attending 
sales  and  bidding  in  the  property  and  that  there  is  outstanding  for  the  last  fiscal 
year  the  approximate  sum  of  $300,000.00  in  delinquent  interest  on  mortgages. 

The  State  has  foreclosed  around  400  of  these  mortgages  and  have  under 
consideration  the  foreclosure  of  between  400  and  500  more,  so  that  unless  some 
definite  action  is  taken  this  situation  v^'ill  not  abate  but  increase. 

Therefore,  we,  your  special  committee  appointed,  would  recommend  that 
farm  loan  activities  be  suspended  and  that  no  more  loans  be  made  on  farm 
lauds. 

We  find  that  the  Register  of  State  Lands  lacks  a  pror^er  working  force  to 
go  out  and  check  up  on  all  mortg.aged  lands  and  would  recommend  that  the  State 
Tvand  Board  take  such  action  as  will  allow  the  checking  of  abandoned  lands, 
hasten  foreclosures  and  force  collections  where  possible  to  do  so. 

We  have  seriously  considered  recommending  the  repeal  of  the  State  Farm 
I^oan  Act.  but  doubt  the  advisability  of  such  action  at  this  time,  but  would  urge 
the  enforcement  of  the  present  policy  of  the  State  Land  Board,  suspension  of  farm 
loan  activities  and  hasten  foreclosures  on  abandoned  tracts  to  stop  drain  on  per- 
manent school  funds.

Yoii  will  note  that  the  TOTAL  cost  of  this  institution  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1922,  is  $798,570  (see  page  98,  State  Auditors  Report  and  page  107  of  the 
1923  Budget).  Of  this  amount,  the  Cost  of  Operation,  including  cost  of  dormi- 
tories, was  $406,415.00. 

The  appropriations  for  the  University  have  been  tentatively  set  by  the 
Appropriation  Committees  for  the  year  1923-24  at  $489,000  and  a  similar  sum 
for  the  year  1924-25.  The  appropriations  allowed,  therefore,  are  approximately 
$28,000  less  than  the  Budget  request  for  the  former  period,  and  approximately 
$72,000  less  than  the  Budget  request  for  the  latter  period. 

This  institution  has  sources  of  income  that  reduce  the  actual  cost  to  the 
state.  For  the  period  ending  June  30,  1922,  that  'piart  of  this  inconje  which 
can  be  deducted  from  Operation  Costs  is  as  follows  : 


The  Interest  Income  from  the  Dixon  bequest,  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
will,  requires  that  this  income  must  first  be  used  for  a  chair  in  the  law  de- 
partment and  second,  the  balance  must  be  used  to  purchase  law  books  for  the 
law  library. 

The  cost  of  operation  of  the  University,  which  four  years  ago  was  $227,000, 
has  annually  increased.  This  cost,  as  already  set  out,  for  the  last  year  was 
$406,000,  or  an  increase  of  $179,000  over  a  similar  period  of  four  years  ago. 
Of  the  $406,000  operating  expense  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1922,  $312,426 
was  payroll.  The  total  of  salaries  and  wages  paid  is,  of  course,  the  largest  item 
of  cost. 

During  the  year  1918-19,  salaiies  paid  Professors  in  our  colleges.  Assistant 
Professors  and  Instructors  bad  not  been  raised  as  had  salaries  and  wages  in 
nearly  all  other  lines  of  endeavor.  ITo^^'ever,  beginning  with  the  year  1920. 
an  increase  in  salaries  of  those  connected  with  our  colleges  began  read.iustment, 
which  since  has  increased  to  a  point  more  on  a  plane  with  compensation  paid  in 
other  lines  of  business.  A  large  part  of  the  marked  increase  in  cost  figures  is 
due  to  this  readjustment.  With  our  colleges,  the  largest  number  on  the  pay- 
roll are  well  educated,  highly  trained  STiecialists  and,  therefore,  large  salaries 
are  necessarily  paid.  We  find,  u^pion  examination,  that  the  salaries  paid  at 
the  University  and  ouir  other  colleges  are  not  excessive  as  compared  to  salaries 
paid  in  other  western  states  for  similar  positions. 

We  find,  in  the  year  1920-21,  there  were  1066  students  in  attendance  at 
the  State  I'niversity.  The  cost  of  operation,  instruction  and  administration 
for  that  year  averaged  approximately  $301  per  student.  In  1922,  there  were 
200  more  students,  and  the  cost  per  student  averaged  approximately  .$308.  For 
the  last  year.  1922-23,  there  were  1500  students,  which  cost  an  average  of  ap- 
proximately $290  per  student.  It  will  thus  be  noted  that,  while  the  total  cost 
of  operation  has  increased,  yet,  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students, 
the  average  cost  has  decreased.  It  is  estimated  for  the  coming  biennium,  the 
University  will  have  a  total  attendance  of  3700  at  an  average  cost  per  student 
of  approximately  $265.  It  is  well  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  of  these 
figures  being  based  upon  the  number  of  full  term  students  in  attendance,  and 
does  not  include  summer  students  or  part  time  students  or  students  studying 
corresipondence  courses.

It  will  be  seen  by  this  comparison  the  State  of  Montana  is  paying  a  salary 
to  the  president  of  its  University  less  by  $1500  than  that  paid  by  any  of  the 
six  other  western  states  compared ;  further,  those  of  the  teaching  force  are 
receiving  lower  salaries  for  the  most  part  than  is  paid  by  the  Universities  of 
these  same  states. 

President  Charles  N.  Clappi,  whose  services  at  the  State  School  of  Mines, 
and  for  several  months  past  as  president  of  the  University,  are  so  familiar  to 
our  citizens-,  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  comment  thereon.  However,  in  passing, 
it  is  entirely  proper  that  your  Committee  should,  as  a  matter  of  appreciation, 
call  attention  to  capability  of  President  Clapp  and  emphasize  his  value  to  the 
university  system  of  Montana. 

In  compiling  the  data  for  the  consideration  of  your  Committee,  we  have 
had  the  fullest  cooperation  from  the  Chancellor's  office.  Chancellor  Melvin 
A.  Brannon,  who  had  only  recently  assumed  the  chancellorship  of  the  greater 
I'niversity  of  Montana,  has  impressed  your  Committee  as  one  possessing  the 
positive  qualifications  that,  under  the  existing  conditions,  are  quite  necessary 
in  handling  the  educational  institutions  of  this  state.  In  point  of  personality 
jand  capability,  it  appears  that  the  State  of  Montana  is  fortunate  in  having  had 
Chancellor  Brannon  appointed  to  this  office.  The  Chancellor  has  carefully  and 
earnestly  assisted  your  Committee  in  every  way  possible  to  analyze  the  business 
[conditions  of  the  educational  institutions  under  the  situation  now  confronting 
them.  We  have  the  assurance  of  Mr.  Brannon  that  it  is  his  purpose  to  thor- 
oughly analyze  the  business  operation  and  administration  of  our  colleges  for  the 
purpose  of  reducing  costs  and  increasing  efficiency  wherever  such  can  be  done. 
Jr  is  apparent,  those  who  have  been  at  the  head  of  these  institutions  for  the 
nast  several  years  have  earnestly  endeavored  to  bring  our  greater  university 
to  a  higher  point  of  efficiency,  and  our  citizens  should  not  lose  sight  of  the 
'Appreciation  which  is  due  these  Educators.

HOI^SE  BILL  NO.  27. 

INTRODUCED  BY  BRANDJORD. 

A  BILL  FOR  AN  ACT  TO  SITBMIT  TO  THE  QI^ALIFIED  ELECTORS 
OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA  AN  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CON- 
STITUTION OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA,  ADDING  THERETO  A 
NEW  ARTICLE,  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ACCEPTANCE  AND  AD- 
MINISTRATION BY  THE  STATE  OF  GIFTS,  DONATIONS  GRANTS 
AND  LEGACIES  FOR  THE  CREATION  OF  A  STATE  PERMANENT 
REVENUE  FUND,  FOR  THE  CREATION  OF  A  STATE  PERMANENT 
SCHOOL  FUND.  FOR  THE  CREATION  OF  A  PERMANENT  REVE- 
NUE FOR  THE  T^NIVERSTTY  OF  MONTANA,  AND  FOR  THE  BEN- 
EFIT OF  OTHER  I'lSEFIT..  BENEVOLENT  AND  WORTHY  OBJECTS; 
AND  AUTHORIZING  THE  STATE  TO  ADMINISTER  OTHER  FUNDS 
TOGETHER  WITH  THOSE  HEREINBEFORE  INDICATEiD. 
IbE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE  STATE 
OF  MONTANA: 

Section  1.  That  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  be  amended 
as  hereinafter  i.Tovided,  and  that  the  question  of  such  amendment  be  submitted 
to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  for  their  approval  or  rejec- 
tion at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  November,  1924. 

Section  2.  That  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  be  amended 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  by  adding  thereto  a  new  Article  to  be  known 
and  designated  as  Article  Twenty-one  (21).  reading  and  being  as  follows: 

U  ARTICLE  XXI. 

mJt    ^^^^^^^  ^-  Article  21)       The  State  of  Montana  does  hereby  agree 

liftd  covenant  to  accept  from  any  natural  person,  or  persons,  from  inside  or  out- 
HSpe  the  State,  gifts,  donations,  grants  and  legacies  in  any  amount  or  value  not 
■P«s  than  Two  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($250)  each,  for  the  creation  of  a  State 
Pt*ermianent  Revenue  Fund,  for  the  creation  of  a  State  Permianent  School  Fund, 
Ijfor  the  creation  of  a  Permanent  Revenue  Fund  for  the  University  of  Montana. 
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and  for  the  benefit  of  scientific,  educational,  benevolent  and  charitable  work, 
subject,  however,  to  all  the  provisions  and  limitations  of  this  article. 

Section  2.  (of  Article  21)  The  State  further  agrees  and  covenants  to 
hold  in  trust  all  siiich  contributions  (gifts,  donations,  grants  and  legacies),  to 
admfinist(n-  the  same  perpetually,  and  to  apply  the  net  earnings  thereof  as  there- 
in dir<^cted.  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  and  limitations  of  this  Act. 

Section  (of  Article  21)       The  original  amounts  of  all  contributions 

tor  the  State  l*ermanent  Revenue  Fund,  for  the  State  Permanent  School  Fund, 
and  for  the  Permanent  llevenue  Fund  for  the  University  of  Montana,  shall  be 
added  to  such  funds  respectively  and  become  inseparable  and  inviolable  parts 
thereof.  Contributions  for  other  objects  may  contain  a  provision  to  the  effect 
that  the  net  earnings  thereof,  or  part  of  the  net  earnings,  shall  be  added  to  tho 
principal  for  a  certain  length  of  time,  or  until  it  has  reached  a  certain  amount, 
or  until  the  happening  of  a  certain  event,  but  such  contingent  event  shall  not 
be  more  remote  than  ijAermitted  by  the  laws  affecting  perpetuities ;  but  no  con- 
tribution containing  such  provision  as  to  accumulation  shall  be  accepted  by  the 
State  until  it  has  been  approved  by  the  supeiwisory  board  hereinafter  consti- 
tuted, which  board  shall  have  power  to  reject  any  such  contribution  that  it  may 
deem  unwise. 

Section  4.  (of  Article  21)  The  State  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  permanent 
record  of  all  such  gifts  donations,  grants  and  legacies,  showing  the  names  of 
the  givers,  the  purpose  of  the  contribution,  and  other  essential  facts  relating 
thereto.  A  duplicate  of  this  record  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 
These  records  shall  be  preserved  perpetually  as  a  lasting  memorial  to  the  givers 
and  their  interest  in  society.  The  l^egislative  Assembly  shall  from  time  to 
time  make  provision  for  suitable  publicity  concerning  these  benefactors  of  their 
fellowmen. 

Section  5.  (of  Article  21)  The  same  State  Board  and  officers  that 
have  charge  of  the  investment  and  administration  of  the  Public  School  Fund 
of  the  State  shall  have  charge  of  the  investment  and  administration  of  all  funds 
administered  under  this  article.  All  these  funds  shall  be  invested  as  one  com- 
mon fund  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund. 
In  case  any  contribution  is  in  some  other  form  than  cash,  such  board  shall 
convert  it  into  cash  as  soon  as  i)racticable. 

Section  G.  (of  Article  21)  All  investments  of  these  funds  shall  be 
safely  and  conservatively  made.  Preference  shall  be  given  to  long  term  loans 
secured  by  first  mortgages  on  tOAvn  and  city  homes  or  on  cultivated  and  pro- 
ducing farms  in  this  State  free  from  all  prior  liens  and  encumbrances,  and  also 
to  Montana  bonds  issued  for  educational  pairposes.  All  such  loan,s  and  bonds 
shall  be  payable  on  the  amorization  plan.  No  loan  in  which  the  security  is  a 
mortgage  shall  exceed  fifty  per  cent  of  the  actual  cash  value  of  the  real  estate 
given  as  security.  No  farm  loan  shall  be  for  a  longer  period  than  forty  years, 
and  no  loan  secured  on  residence  property  shall  be  for  a  longer  period  than 
twenty  years.  No  loan  secured  on  town  or  city  property  shall  be  made  until 
the  particular  town  or  city  and  sub-division  thereof  in  which  it  is  located  has 
been  accepted  and  approved  by  the  State  Board,  having  charge  of  the  invest- 
ment, as  permanently  established,  having  an  assured  future  and  being  in  every 
way  safe  security  for  these  investments.  Investment  may  also  be  made  in 
other  safe  interest  bearing  securities ;  provided,  however,  tbat  no  part  of  such 
funds  shall  ever  be  invested  in  obligations  of  the  State  of  Montana,  except 
general  fund  warrants  which  will  be  paid  within  one  year  from  the  time  of 
the  investment.  No  discrimination  shall  ever  be  shown  for  or  against  any 
loan  applicarv :  i  rovided,  however,  that  in  passing  on  a  loan  or  investment, 
considei-ation  shall  be  given,  not  only  to  the  ampleness  of  the  security,  but  also 
the  character  and  earning  capacity  of  the  applicant  and  to  the  purpose  of  the 
loan  :  and  providing  further  that  so  long  as  the  available  funds  are  inadequate 
to  meet  the  demand,  preference  shall  be  given  to  the  smaller  loans.  The  rate 
of  interest  shall  always  be  a  reasonable  rate,  considering  the  character  of  the 
loan  or  investment,  but  different  rates  may  be  charged  for  diffrent  classes  of 
loans  and  investments. 

Section  7.  (of  Article  21)  It  is  the  meaning  and  intention  of  this 
Article  that  all  investments  of  these  funds  shall   be   confined   exclusively  to 
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safe  loan  investments,  drawing  a  fixed   rate  of  interest  and  being  in  aid  of 
;  home   making,   farming   and   educational   work,   or  otherwise   conducive   to  the 
'  progress  and  well  being  of  society.      All  long  term  investments  shall  be  on  the 
amortization  plan.      Further  regulations  and  limitations  concerning  these  invest- 
ments shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Section  8.  (of  Article  21)  Whenever  the  security  given  for  a  loan  is 
liable  to  damage  or  destruction  by  fire,  the  insurance  company  accepting  the 
risk  shall  be  absolutely  liable  to  the  State  for  the  full  amount  of  the  policy, 
and  the  policy  itself  shall  specifically  recite  such  full  liability.  The  state 
may  itself  ipfrovide  for  insurance  on  any  property  constituting  security  for  its 
loana. 

Section  9.  (of  Article  21)  The  Legislative  Assembly  may  provide  other 
and  additional  ways  and  means  for  beginning  or  increasing  any  of  the  funds 
created  or  authorized  by  this  Article. 

Section  10.  (of  Article  21)  The  State  of  Montana  shall  accept  for 
investment  and  administration  together  with  the  aforesaid  funds  constituting 
the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund,  but  as  separable  parts  thereof,  sinking 
fuinds,  permanent  funds,  and  cumulative  funds  belonging  to  the  State  and  its 
'  political  sub-divisions,  and  also  other  funds  designated  by  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly, when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  authorities  having  the  care  and  custody 
of  such  funds.  All  such  funds  and  the  accrued  interest,  less  the  state  com- 
'  pensation  hereinafter  fixed,  shall  be  repaid  when  due.  The  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  the  Public  School  Fund  of  the  State,  which  school 
fund  shall  be  administered  separately  as  already  prescribed  by  the  constitution. 

Section  11.  (of  Article  2,1)  The  State  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  as 
compensation  for  the  administration  of  all  the  funds  administered  under  this 
act  one  twentieth  (1-20)  of  all  the  interest  collected  thereon  each  year.  On 
the  last  day  of  December  of  each  year,  tlie  State  Treasurer  shall  transfer  to 
the  State  General  Fund  such  one  twentieth  of  all  the  interest  collected  during 
the  year,  less  all  the  losses  ascertained  during  the  year,  which  losses  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  one  twentieth,  constituting  the  compensation  of  the  State. 
The  balance  of  the  interest  collected  shall  be  the  net  earnings  and  shall  be  cred- 
ited pro  rata  to  each  and  every  fund  constituting  the  Montana  Trust  and 
Legacy  Fund  that  was  in  the  keeping  of  the  State  on  January  1st  of  that 
year,  based  on  the  total  thereof  on  that  date,  and  shall  be  addted  to  each  such 
fund  or  held  available  for  the  beneficiaries  as  the  case  may  be.  Sums  due 
beneficiaries  shall  be  paid  out  during  the  ensuing  month  of  January,  as  far  as 
practicable. 

Section  12.  (of  Article  21)  All  the  net  earnings  accruing  to  the  State 
Permanent  Revenue  Fund  shall  annually  be  added  thereto  until  it  has  reached  the 
sum  of  One  Hundred  Million  Dollars'  ($100,000,(X)0.00) .  Thereafter  only  one 
twentieth  of  the  annual  net  earnings  shall  be  added  to  the  fund  itself,  and  the 
remaining  nineteen  twentieths  of  the  net  earnings  shall  be  used  for  the  general 
expenses  of  the  State. 

Section  13.  (of  Article  21)  All  the  net  earnings  accruiner  to  the  State 
Permanent  School  Fund  shall  annually  be  added  thereto  until  it  has  reached 
the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Million  Dollars  ($^500,000,000.00).  Thereafter  only 
one  twentieth  of  the  annual  net  earnings  shall  be  added  to  the  fund  itself, 
and  the  remaining  nineteen  twentieths  shall  annually  be  aipiportioned  to  the 
school  districts  of  the  State  on  the  basis  of  the  aggregate  actual  school  atten- 
lance  in  each  district  during  the  preceding  school  or  calendar  year  by  persons 
iiotween  the  ages  of  six  and  eighteen  years  and  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  edu- 
•ational  purposes,  subject  to  such  regulations  and  limitations  as  may  be  pres- 
nibed  by  law. 

Section  14.  (of  Article  21)  All  the  net  earnings  accruing  to  the  Per- 
manent Revenue  Fund  for  the  University  of  Montana  shall  annually  be  added 
Thereto  until  it  has  reached  the  sum- of  One  Hundred  Million  Dollars  ($100,000,- 
XX).00).  Thereafter  only  one  twentieth  of  the  annual  net  earnings  shall  be 
.dded  to  the  fund  itself,  and  the  remaining  nineteen  twentieths  shall  be  appor- 
cloned  to  all  the  educational  institutions  then  comprising  the  University  of 
Montana,  on  the  basis  of  the  aggregate  actual  attendance  in  each  institution 
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during  the  preceding  school  or  calendar  year,  and  may  be  used  for  all  purposes 
properly  connected  with  the  work  of  these  institutions,  subject,  however,  to  such 
regulations  and  limitations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

■Section  15.       (of  Article  21)       \Ylienever  the  purpose  for  which  a  cer- 
tain contribution  was  made  has  been  accomplished,  or  can  no  longer  be  as- 
certained or  followed,  then  the  total  amount  of  suich  fund  shall  be  transferred  ' 
to  the  State  Permanent  School  Fund,  and  become  a  permanent  and  inviolable  » 
part  thereof.      All  contributions  without  a  specified  purpose  shall  be  credited 
to  the  State  Permanent  School  Fund. 

(Section  16.       (of  Article  21)       Should  the  time  ever  come  when  any  of 
the  three  aforesaid  permanent  funds  become  so  large  that  no  further  increase 
is  necessary  or  desirable,  then,  in  such  case,  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  have ; 
the  power  to  provide  for  the  use  of  all  of  the  net  income  from  such  fund  for  the  ■ 
purpose  for  which  it  was  created,  or  it  may  use  the  one  twentieth  of  the  annual  [i 
net  income  which  v:as  to  be  added  to  the  fund  itself  for  the  creation  of  other  ;; 
permanent  revenue  funds,  or  for  any  other  public  purpose  that  it  may  deem  ; 
wise ;  provided,  however,  that  none  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section !  f;;, ; 
shall  apply  to  any  of  these  funds  until  it  has  reached  the  specific  amount  fixed jlCiit 
by  this  Article.  t 

Section  17.      (of  Article  21)      The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  of  Montana   are  hereby  made  and  constituted  a  supervisory  board  over  [ 
the  entire  administration  of  all  the  funds  created  or  authorized  by  this  article 
and  the  incom?  therefrom.      During  Januaiy   of  each   year,  this  board  shall 
review  the  administration  for  the  preceding  year.      It  shall  decide  all  uncertain 
or  disputed  'pioints  arising  in   the   administration   of  the   funds   whenever  re-  [i 
quested  to  do  so  by  a  beneficiary,  by  a  State  official  charged  with  some  part  B 
of  the  administration  of  the  fund,  or  any  other  interested  party :  and  it  may  II 
do  so  upon  its  own  initiative.      It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisoiy  board : 
to  do  and  perform  all  acts  and  things  that  it  may  deem  necessary  in  order  to  j 
cause  the  board  and  officers  having  direct  charge  of  these  funds  to  administer  i  Sk 
the  same  carefully  and  wisely  in  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  [ 
article  and  such  further  legislation  as  may  be  enacted  relating  thereto.  ThejPon 
Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  Ex-Officio  Clerk  of  this  Supervisory  Board',  i  1 

Section  18.       (of  Article  21)      The  Legislative  Assembly  shall  from  timeUliy 
to  time  enact  such  further  legislation  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  this  article.  h, 

Section  3.     Separate  official  ballots  shall  be  provided  at  the  general  elec- 
tion  to  be  held   in    November,   1024,  which  shall   have   printed  thereon   all  of  'i 
Article  Twenty-one   (21)   of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  as  pro- 
posed hy  til  is  Act.      There  shall  also  be  printed  on  said  official  ballots,  belovv' 
the  said  article,  squares  and  the  words  as  follows :

Section  4.  The  votes  cast  for  and  against  this  (proposed  amendment  shall  fj 
be  canvassed,  determined  and  declared  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  State  v 
of  Montana.  i

RFPORI^S  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  Special  C'ommittee  apiiointed  to  investigate  the  administration  of  all 
executive  departments  and  executive  offices  of  the  State  of  Montana  submitted 
the  following  report  : 

Mr.  President :  We.  your  special  committee,  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  state  officers  and  state  executive  departments  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  partial  report : 

That  we  have  examined  the  office  of  the  State  Examiner  of  the  State  of 
Montana  and  that  we  find  that  the  appropriation  necessary  for  covering  all  the 
expenses  of  this  office  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  the  snm  of  $45,685.00.  This 
is  the  entire  cost  of  operation  of  this  office :  that  the  fees  received  by  this  of- 
fice for  the  work  which  they  do  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $32,480.00.  This  is  the 
amount  paid  into  the  State  Treasurer  for  fees  for  the  examination  of  banks  and 
of  county,  city,  state  and  other  examinations.  We  believe  that  these  fees  could 
^.  be  increased  to  some  extent  in  sufficient  amount  to  cover  the  cost  of  maintain- 
'  ing  the  office  which  would  save  the  Slate  in  the  neighborhood  of  ten  or  twelve 
thousand  dollars   annually.       The   fees  with   reference  to   the  examination  of 
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banks,  also  those  with  reference  to  the  examination  of  county  and  city  offices 
could  be  increased  slightly  so  as  to  make  up  the  annual  deficit  in  this  depart- 
ment 

Your  committee  has  also  gone  into  the  question  with  the  State  Examiner 
relative  to  the  bond  situation  in  the  State  of  Montana  and  more  particularly 
with  a  view  as  to  ascertaining  how  a  saving  could  be  made  in  our  method  of 
handling  the  payment  of  interest  and  the  taking  up  of  bonded  indebtedness  by 
cities,  counties  and  school  districts,  and  even  the  state  under  the  present  laws 
of  this  state.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  at  least  75  'per  cent  of  the  bonds 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  whether  it  be  state,  county,  city  or  school  district  bonds, 
are  held  outside  of  the  state.  It  is  necessary  for  state  officers,  county,  city  or 
school  district  officers  to  transmit  money  to  take  up  interest  of  bonds  or  both 
and  in  so  doing  there  is  always  a  change  to  be  made  which  is  costing  the  tax- 
payers of  the  State  of  Montana,  according  to  figures  of  the  State  Examiner,  around 
$6,000.(X)  under  present  conditions. 

We  are  incorporating  a  letter  from  the  State  Examiner,  Mr.  L.  Q.  Skelton, 
covering  this  situation,  which  letter  is  self  explanatory,  as  follows  to-wit : 

Helena,  Montana, 
February  28,  1923. 

Messrs.  Paul.  Dowlin  and  Clark, 
Special  Senate  Committee. 
State  Capitol. 
Gentlemen  : 

You  very  kindly  asked  me  yesterday  afternoon  to  submit  to  you  a  state- 
ment regarding  the  matter  of  the  designation  of  a  Fiscal  Agent  or  Agents  to 
act  for  the  State  of  Montana  in  the  matter  of  handling  public  bond  issues. 

I  beg  to  advise  you  that  the  records  show  that  the  public  indebtedness 
of  Montana,  at  the  present  time,  is  slightly  over  72  millions,  consisting  of  bonds 
and  warrants  of  the  State,  Counties,  Municipalities,  School  Districts  and  Irri- 
gation Districts.  (See  State  Examiner's  Report  on  Page  116.)  Many  of  these 
public  securities  are  ov.ned  by  holders  living  outside  of  the  State  of  Montana 
and  consequently  have  been  made  payable  outside  of  the  State.  We  are  in- 
formed, upon  very  good  authority,  that  90  per  cent  of  the  public  Securities  of 
our  State,  which  are  held  by  non-residents  and  consequently  made  payable  at 
points  outside  of  the  State,  are  in  the  hands  of  holders  who  reside  within  a 
radius  of  (K)  miles  of  New  York  Cits'.  Whether  or  not  the  issuing  bodies  had 
authority  to  make  these  public  issues  pavable  outside  of  the  State,  is  beside 
the  question.  The  fact  is  that  they  are  so  m.ade  in  very  many  instances,  and 
to  preserve  the  good  name  and  credit  of  the  State,  those  contracts  must  be 
lived  u'p  to.  To  do  so  involves  the  matter  of  exchange  charges,  both  as  to 
principal  and  interest.  The  rate  of  the  day  for  exchange  as  is  indicated  by 
abundant  evidence,  is  one-quarter  of  one  per  cent  for  interest  account  and  one- 
eighth  of  one  per  cent  for  principal  account.  The  Attorney  General  of  the 
state  has  given  this  department  opinion  that  there  is  no  authority  of  law  to 
permit  pulilic  officials  i^ayiug  these  charges,  there  being  no  funds  available  for 
that  purpose.  This  being  the  case,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  arrangements 
be  made  to  take  care  of  the  situation.  This  can  be  done  by  the  designation 
of  Fiscal  Agency  at  points  where  bonds  are  made  payable.  We  undertake  to 
say  that  arrangements  can  be  made  with  such  Fiscal  Agencies  to  handle  the 
coupons  and  bonds  as  they  shall  fall  due,  free  of  charge.  ui>on  the  basis 
of  a  fifteen-day  deposit  of  the  coupon  moneys,  and  a  five-day  deposit  of  the 
principal  moneys. 

The  difference  between  the  standard  exchange  rate  on  a  $1000.00  interest 
money  and  a  fifteen-day  deposit  of  the  same  money  at  the  legal  depository  rate 
is  about  .$1.50  per  thousand,  to  be  exact.  $1.47.      This  represents  a 
saving  to  the  public  of  $1.50  a  thousand  by  the  Fiscal  Agency  method  of  handling 
the  matter. 

Assuming  that  there  are  at  this  time  million  dollars  of  these  public  issues 
payable  at  points  outside  of  the  ^State.  which  said  public  issues  bear  an  average 
of  5  per  cent  interest,  we  have  an  annual  interest  charge  of  $2,500,000.00  upon 
which  we  will  make  a  saving  of  $1..30  per  thousand  or  $3,750.00  per  year.  As- 
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Sliming  that  this  condition  will  exist  for  a  period  of  20  years,  we  have  a  saving's 
to  the  State  on  account  of  interest  pax  nuMits  of  .$7r),()()0.()0  in  the  20  year  'period. 

The  difference  of  exchanuc  rate  on  a  $1000.0<J  principal  moneys  and  the 
legal  depository  interest  rale  on  the  same  $iOO().00  for  5  days  is  about  90  cents 
per  $1(K)0.CKK  This  rei)r(>seiits  a  saving  to  the  public  of  90  cents  per  each  $1000 
remitted  to  the  non-resident  bond  holder,  although  the  bonds  are  paid  by  piece- 
meal. This  represents  a  saving  in  the  matter  of  paying  the  50  million  dollar 
bond  issue  of  $4r>.(K)0.()0. 

We  have  then  a  savings  made  out  of  interest  payments,  $75,000.00  and  a 
savings  made  out  of  principal  payments,  $4i5,000.(X),  or  a  total  of  $120,000.00  over 
a  20  year  period.

STATE  EXAMINER. 

Your  committee  begs  leave  to  report  that  the  su'bject  matter  touched  on 
in  this  letter  was  covered  or  attempted  to  be  covered  by  House  Bill  195.  This 
commiittee  does  not  know  at  this  time  the  situation  as  to  House  Bill  195  but 
your  committee  believes  that  if  arrangements  could  be  made  that  it  would  ef- 
fect a  saving  to  the  taxi>ayers  of  the  State  of  Montana  as  we  have  heretofore 
suggested.  At  this  late  hour,  however,  it  is  questionable  whether  this  Assembly 
has  time  to  revive  this  bill  and  lilace  it  on  passage  but  a  great  many  states  have 
this  Fiscal  Agency  Law  for  the  ]niri)ose  of  saving  the  costs  of  exchange  as 
mentioned  in  the  letter  above  set  forth.  We  are  calling  this  matter  to  your 
attention  so  that  if  you  desire  to  take  action  you  may  do  so. 

Your  committee  further  finds  that  with  reference  to  the  examination  of 
county  and  city  officers  wherein  the  law  compels  banks  or  public  officers  to 
file  bonds  for  the  ptii'])ose  of  safeguarding  public  moneys,  that  the  law  should 
provide  that  the  State  Examiner's  office  or  some  other  public  official  should 
have  the  power  and  thi^  authority  to  examine  these  bonds  at  least  once  every 
year  to  ascertain  the  fact  as  to  whether  or  not  the  sureties  on  the  bonds  are 
solvent  and  if  so  whether  they  are  able  to  pay  the  amount  for  which  they  are 
obligated. 

■  In  the  last  year  or  two  over  the  State  of  ^lontana,  public  moneys  have 
been  lost  in  numerous  instances  through  the  failure  to  keep  the  sureties  on  this 
character  of  bond  safe  and  solvent.  There  are  several  noticeable  cases  of  this 
kind  in  existence  over  the  State  of  ^Montana  at  this  time.  The  attention  of 
your  committee  has  been  called  to  these  cases  where  bonds  have  been  filed  and 
where  the  sureties  ha\'e  become  bankrupt  and  state  or  county  officials  or  who- 
ever has  been  charged  by  the  law  with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  these  bonds  w'ere 
valid  and  enforceable  obligations  has  neglected  and  failed  so  to  do. 

We  are  advised  and  we  believe  it  to  be  a  fact  that  the  law  does  not  clothe 
the  State  Examiner  with  sufficient  authority  to  do  the  things  hereinabove 
suggested  with  reference  to  these  bonds  but  we  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Legislature  to  impose  this  duty  on  some  officer,  not  only  to  see  that  these  bonds 
are  in  legal  form  but  to  make  an  investigation  at  least  once  a  year  to  ascertain 
whether  the  sureties  on  such  bonds  are  good  for  the  obligations  wliich  they  liave 
assumed,  and  in  the  wisdom  of  the  I^egislature  they  should;  see  fit  to  place  this 
on  somiebody,  we  think  it  sliould  be  made  the  duty  of  the  State  Examiner,  es- 
pecially since  he  makes  an  examination  of  all  county  and  city  offices. 

It  is  our  oi)inion  that  public  moneys  placed  in  the  hands  of  banks  should 
he  'iii-eferred  claims  against  the  assets  of  the  bank.  These  public  moneys  are 
school  moneys  and  moneys  necessary  for  the  expenses  of  operation  of  the  county 
government  and  public  schools  and  in  our  opinion  it  is  reprehensive  that  any 
bank  should  receive  deposits  to  the  extent  of  $2r)l,000  and  then  in  the  course 
thirty  or  forty  days  go  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver  and  jeopardize  the  oper- 
ation of  the  county  government  and  the  continuance  of  the  i)ublic  schools  for  the 
period  of  a  year  or  more.  This  kind  of  thin.L;  has  occurred  in  other  placid  over  the 
state  but  a  most  noticeable  case  is  that  which  liappened  in  Ohoteau  Oounty  recently 
and  we  are  in  accord  with  tlie  State  Examiner's  offic(>  in  our  oj)inion  that  this 
character  of  bank  failure  dcMuonstrates  tlie  al)so!ure  necessity  of  ])ro]>erly  safe- 
guarding ])idilic  funds  in  the  hands  of  banks  throughout  the  state.  If  depos- 
itors and  bankers  know  and  realize  that  i)ublic  money  placed  in  the  hands  of  bank 
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officials  must  be  safeguarded  at  all  hazards  it  will  not  only  tend  to  assure  the 
public  as  to  the  safe  handling  of  public  funds  but  it  will  contribute  to  the  good 
will  and  faith  of  the  people  in  the  safety  of  the  institution  which  is  handling 
the  money  because  it  will  throw  a  greater  responsibility  on  the  bank  officials  in 
the  handling  of  their  business  with  a  view  at  all  times  to  keep  public  money 
safely. 

In  the  same  connection,  the  bonds  of  county  officers  and  school  officials 
charged  with  the  handling  of  county  or  school  money  should  also  be  inspected 
so  that  no  factor  can  enter  into  the  proposition  which  will  render  the  handling 
of  public  school  money  or  county  government  money  unsafe  and  we  believe  that 
the  State  Bank  Examiner  should  be  clothed  with  authority  and  should  be  com- 
pelled to  see  to  these  duties  and.  that  if  he  fails  in  his  duties,  his  office  should 
be  held  chargeable  with  such  neglect. 

In  this  same  connection,  it  mig'ht  be  well  to  add  our  opinion  as  to  the 
safeguarding  of  depositors  who  place  their  money  in  banks  when  the  banks  are 
known,  either  by  the  bank  officials,  or  the  State  Examiner's  office,  to  be  in 
a  weak  or  failing  condition.  It  is  apparent  to  all  fairminded  men  that  a 
banking  institution  which  is  in  a  failing  condition  or  which  the  bank  examiner 
has  examined  and  knows  to  be  in  such  a  condition,  that  it  should  either  cease 
to  continue  operation  or  has  failed  to  keep  its  reserve  to  the  legal  requirements 
or  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bank  Examiner  after  a  thorough  examination 
cannot  survive  unless  some  material  assistance  is  received  from  outside  sources, 
that  the  public  should  not  be  permitted  to  deposit  money  in  such  a  bank  without 
being  informed  as  to  the  condition  of  the  bank  or  else  without  being  safeguarded 
with  reference  to  their  deposits.  This  period  may  be  called  for  convenience 
the  probation  period  which  may  be  explained  as  a  pieriod  wTien  it  is  doubtful  whe- 
ther the  bank  is  going  to  survive  or  perish.  Such  a  bank  keeps  its  doors  open, 
keeps  its  business  secret  and  the  unsuspecting  depositor  is  invited  in  to  place 
his  money  in  such  bank  and  in  the  course  of  a  few  days  or  weeks  the  doors 
are  closed  and  he  has  lost  his  entire  deposit.  This,  w^e  believe,  is  absolutely 
wrong  and  inexcusable  and  cannot  be  condemned  in  too  strong  a  language.  There 
is  absolutely  no  blame  to  be  placed  at  the  depositor's  door.  He  is  induced  to 
come  in  and  invited  to  make  his  deposit  and  it  has  often  happened  in  recenr 
months  that  as  soon  as  a  large  deposit  is  received,  bills  have  been  paid  and  the 
bank's  doors  closed.  This  is  a  polite  and  genteel  system  of  highway  robbery 
in  the  opinion  of  this  committee  and  we  b-^lieve  that  if  the  Bank  Examiner  has 
not  the  authority  now  to  prohibit  such  thing  that  he  should  be  clothed  with  such 
authority  to  prohibit  this  kind  of  practice  so  that  the  unsuspecting  man,  woman 
or  child,  when  a  bank  is  in  what  we  have  referred  to  above  as  the  probation 
period  should  not  be  lured  into  the  bank  either  by  inducement  of  the 
officials  or  by  the  open  invitation  extended  by  keeping  their  doors  open  to  de- 
posit their  money  under  such  conditions  of  risk.  Our  opinion  is  that  such  de- 
posits should  be  a  preferred  claim  on  the  assets  of  the  bank  because  these  de 
positors  are  in  a  different  situation  than  the  depositors  who  placed  their  mone.y 
in  the  bank  when  the  bank  was  in  a  condition  considered  safe  by  the  Bank 
Examinor's  office.  The  last  depositors  placed  their  money  in  absolute  good 
confidence  when  the  Bank  E.xaminer  and  the  officials  of  the  bank  knew  the 
bank  Avas  in  the  probation  period  and  these  last  depositors  are  entitled  to  a 
different  consideration  than  others  and  should  be  preferred. 

Your  Committee  is  herewith  submitting  a  list  of  banks  which  failed  during 
the  year  192'i2.  This  list  contains  23  banks,  only  two  of  which  have  reopened. 
Since  Jauuary  1.  ]922,  other  banks  have  closed  their  doors.  This  list  further 
shows  that  one  bank  closed  within  thirteen  days  after  the  examination.  It  also 
shows  that  one  bank  had  not  been  examined  for  ten  months  prior  to  the  time 
it  closed  the  doors.  This  list  should  be  on  the  desk  of  every  Senator  because 
there  are  a  great  many  points  of  valuable  information  contained  therein  and  there 
are  many  questions  which  are  open  for  study.  We  believe  that  had  the  Bank 
Examiner  of  the  State  of  Montana  rigidly  enforced  the  law  that  a  great  many 
more  banks  would  have  been  closed  than  are  at  the  present  time.  By  not 
enforcing  the  law  a  great  many  depositors  have  lost  money  which  they  prob- 
ably would  never  have  lost  had  the  banks  been  closed.  These  are  serious  days 
and  it  is  not  the  function  of  this  committee  to  criticise  the  bank  examiner  under 
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such  trying  conditions,  where  on  one  hand  to  close  is  to  ruin  and  where  on  the 
other  hand  to  k>ave  open  is  to  ruin  a  .ureat  many  depositors  who  probably  would 
have  saved  their  deposits  had  the  banks  Ix'cn  closed  when  they  should  have  been 
under  the  law.

SENATE  JOURNAI^EIGHTEENTH  iSESSION 


The  foregoing  detailed  statement  of  the  date  of  closing  and  of  last  exam- 
ination of  banks  covered  the  situation  of  1922. 

As  we  have  stated  heretofore  in  this  report,  if  the  State  Examiner  had 
enforced  the  law  strictly  there  would  have  been  a  great  many  more  banks  added 
to  this  list  and  in  all  probability  a  great  many  more  depositors  would  have 
lost  what  they  had  if  the  banks  had  been  closed.  On  the  other  hand  the  banks 
which  did  close  and  which  might  have  been  closed  out  sooner  received  a  great 
many  deposits  which  might  have  been  saved  had  the  banks  above  enumerated 
been  closed  sooner  than  they  were. 

From  consultation  with  the  State  Examiner  your  committee  has  ascertained 
this,  that  the  Bank  Examiner  consulted  with  the  biggest  bankers  in  the  country 
as  to  the  best  solution  of  the  situation  and  he  was  advised  by  them  and  it  was 
his  own  conclusion  that  it  was  wise  to  be  lenient  rather  than  strict  in  the  en- 
forcement of  the  law.  It  was  not  so  much  the  lack  of  authority  to  close  as  the 
lack  of  the  right  kind  of  authority  to  handle  the  situation. 

In  consultation  with  the  State  Examiner  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  if  the  State  of  Montana  is  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  bountiful  crop  in  the 
year  11)23  that  a  great  stride  will  be  made  toward  the  solution  of  a  difficult 
problem  with  reference  to  banks;  if  1923  is  a  bad  year  no  one  will  be  able  to 
foretell  the  exact  situation  as  to  a  great  many  of  these  smaller  banks  over  the 
state.  A  successful  year  will  ijut  all  banks  in  better  condition  and  a  great  many 
banks  in  good  shajie.  Some  comimunities  will  require  two  or  three  years'  good 
crops  but  nearly  everyone  has  agreed  that  one  first  class  year  is  going  to  relieve 
the  situation  materially. 

In  criticising  the  State  Examiner  either  for  not  enforcing  the  law  strictly, 
or  for  (enforcing  it  strictly,  one  must  bear  in  mind  the  difficult  and  trying  situa- 
tion which  not  only  confronted  the  bank  examiner,  but  the  banker,  depositor  and 
tax-i>aypr. 

AVe  herewith  submit  a  report  with  reference  to  the  failure  of  the  Benton 
State  Bank  of  Fort  Benton,  submitted  by  the  State  Examiner  to  your  com- 
mittee, which  shows  the  condition  concerning  the  bonds  deposited  with  the 
County  Treasurer  to  secure  county  moneys  and  the  position  of  the  State  Exam- 
iner with  reference  thereto,  to-wit  as  follows :

Relating  to  the  indemnifying  bonds  of  the  defunct  Benton  'State  Bank  of 
Fort  TV'nton,  will  say  that  our  reports  of  the  examination  of  the  County  Treas- 
urer's office  discloses  the  following  condition :

N.  P>.  It  apTiears  that  the  $125,000  bond  was  not  exhibited  to  the  exam- 
iner at  this  date. 

Examination  made  December  28,  1922. — Personal  Bond,  continuous,  $200,000; 
Personal  Bond,  continuous.  $125,000;  Total,  $325,000. 

Record  Net  Deposit.  $231,252.07  which  is  subject  to  increase  by  the  return 
of  the  float  amounting  to  $21.r)02.64. 

Personally  and  through  the  reports  the  County  Treasurer  was  warned  to 
comply  with  Section  4707  of  the  Revised  Political  Code  1921,  as  to  pro-rating 
t-he  County  deposits,  but  the  warning  was  not  heeded.  For  instance,  under 
report  of  December  28,  1922.  there  were  fourteen  lianks  in  Chouteau  county  carry- 
ing county  deposits  in  the  total  of  $445,415.20  and  of  this  amount,  the  Benton 
State  Bank  had  a  deposit  of  $231,252.07,  as  aforesaid.  Had  the  County  Treas- 
urer complied  with  the  law  and  the  request  of  the  department,  the  liability  of  the 
said  defunct  Benton  State  Bank  would  have  been  considerably  less,  entailing  a 
greatly  decreased  loss  to  the  tax-payers. 
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The  sureties  of  the  bonds  in  question  are  the  same,  meaning  that  tlie  same 
sureties  signed  up  for  Jt^lJiM  ifMM).(MK  The  bond  of  .$12r).(>(KMX)  had  to  be  taken 
into  account  by  the  examiners  as  it  was  continuous  in  form  and  no  cancellation 
by  the  Board  of  County  CommissioufU's  was  indicatcnl  on  the  bond. 

Under  said  Section  47oT,  it  is  (•l(>arly  siiowu  that  the  Board  of  County 
Oommissioners  ha\e  sole  authority  to  determine^  and  approve  of  the  sufficiency 
of  the  bond  and  secni-ities  such  as  they  may  deem  api)r<)\al)le.  The  said  section 
reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Treasurer  to  deposit  all  public  moneys 
in  his  i)osspssit)u  and  und(>r  his  control,  excepting  such  as  uiay  be  required  for 
current  business  in  any  solviuit  l)ank  or  banks  located  in  his  county  subject  to 
National  suiier\ision  or  State  examination,  as  tlu>  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners shall  designate  and  no  other,  and  the  sums  so  deposited  shall  bear  inter- 
est at  the  rate  of  two  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  quarter-  an- 
nually. The  Treasurer  shall  take  from  such  banks  such  security  in  public 
bonds  or  other  securities,  or  indemnity  bonds  as  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners of  such  county  may  pa-escribe.  api)rove  and  deem  fully  sufficient  and 
necessary  to  insure  the  safety  and  promjit  payment  of  all  such  deposits  on  de- 
mand." 

The  same  section  provides  that  the  county  treasurer  shall  pro-rate  the 
funds  under  his  control  according  to  the  capital  stock  of  each  bank  upon  their 
qualifying  as  a  depository. 

Let  it  be  understood  that  this  department  has  no  authority  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  Section  4767  above  quoted. 

This  department  has  taken  the  following  position  : 

1.  That  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  has  sole  authority  as  to  the 
sufficiency  of  the  bonds  and  securities. 

2.  That  the  County  Treasurer  must  comply  with  the  law  as  to  the  dis- 
tribution of  county  deposits. 

3.  That  this  department  passes  upon  the  form  of  bond  only  that  it  is 
properly  signed,  and  as  to  its  comipleteness,  and  not  as  to  the  siiffficiency  of  the 
sureties  or  securities. 

It  is  however  the  opinion  of  the  department  that  better  service  could  be 
rendered  to  the  public  by  its  having  wider  powers,  by  it  demanding  property 
statements  from  sureties,  etc.

The  words  "artificial  lake  or  pond"  as  herein  used  shall  not  be  con-, 
strued  to  include  any  natural  pond  or  body  of  water  created  by  natural 
agencies,  but  shall  be  limited  only  to  such  bodies  of  water  as  are  created  by  the 
artificial  diversion  of  storage  of  water  and  shall  not  exceed  100  acres  of  surface 
area. 

Provided,  however,  that  such  owner  shall  procure  a  license  in  the  manner 
provided  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  shall  furnish  a  good  anfl 
sufficient  bond  lo  the  State  of  Montana,  in  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars 
(.S200.00),  conditioned  to  the  effect  that  he  will  not  sell  fish  caught  in  any  of 
the  public  waters  of  this  state,  and  also  conditioned  to  the  effect  that  sucli 
owner  or  holder  will  report  to  the  state  game  warden  the  quantitv^  of  fish,  fish 
eggs  and  spawn  taken  from  said  lake  or  pond,  and  sold  from  and  planted  in. 
said  lake  or  pond  during  any  calendar  year.  Said  report  to  be  made  under 
oath  annually  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  year."

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  all  state 
institutions  submitted  the  following  report : 

February  28,  1923. 

Mr.  President :  We,  your  Special  Committee,  "appointed  to  investigate 
the  affairs  of  state  institutions,"  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  partial 
repiort : 

We  have  not  had  the  time,  or  opportunity  to  make  personal  visits  to  any  of 
the  public  institutions  of  the  state  and  therefor  are  not  in  a  position  to  repori 
to  this  Honorable  Senate  the  conditions  now,  or  heretofore  actually  existing  in 
them.  We  have  no  other  information  than  such  as  has  been  heretofore  sub- 
mitted to  you  by  us,  concerning  these  institutions,  except  as  to  the  state  prison, 
Deer  Lodge,  INIOntana.  as  to  certain  conditions  which  have  prevailed  there. 

We  have  interviewed  Mrs.  J.  R.  E.  Sievers.  of  Butte,  one  of  the  members 
of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Reform,  who  advised  your  committee  that 
the  members  of  this  Board  did  on  June  22,  1922,  in  their  official  capacity  visit 
the  state  prison  for  the  purpose  of  making  inquiries  pertaining  to  certain  rumors 
of  needless  abuse  of  prisoners  confined  there  and  other  matters,  and  upon  such 
inquiries  this  Board  did,  pursuant  to  law,  make  a  report  in  writing  to  His  Ex- 
cellency, the  Governor  of  this  state,  a  copy  of  which  report  was  examined  by 
Mrs.  Sievers  and  verified  by  her  as  the  copiy  of  the  original  report  filed  ^vith 
the  Governor,  which  said  copy  is  hereto  attached  and  marked,  "EXHIBIT  'A'  " 
and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  further  report  that  the  colored  prisoner,  Gil- 
more,  m-entioned  in  EXHIBIT  "A"  hereof,  was  paroled  in  December,  1922, 
and  transportation  furnished  him  from  Deer  Lodge.  Montana  to  Corsicana,  Texas, 
where  he  was  sent  and  where  he  is  now  living  with  his  father ;  that  on  the 
seventh  day  of  February,  1923,  one  J.  S.  Callicutt,  a  lawyer  of  the  law  firm  of 
Callieutt  &  Johnson,  of  that  city,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Honorable  Attorney 
General  of  this  state,  Wellington  D,  Rankin,  and  with  it  an  affidavit  made  by 
Walter  Gilmore,  being  the  same  Gilmore  mentioned  in  "EXHIBIT  'A'  "  of  this 
report,  a  copy  of  said  letter  is  hereto  attached  and  marked  EXHIBIT  "B"  here- 
of and  a  copy  of  which  affidavit  made  by  the  said  Walter  Gilmore  is  hereto  at- 
tached and  marked  "EXHIBIT  'C  "  hereof. 

Your  Committee,  owing  to  many  other  duties  the  several  members  have  had 
to  perform  since  it  was  constituted,  has  been  unable  to  get  further  information 
pertaining  to  the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  state  prison  and  has  likewise, 
been  unable  to  personally  investigate  the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  other  state 
institutions;  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  satisfactory  investigation  can  be 
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made  by  your  Committee  at  the  present  Session  of  the  Ijegislatnre,  and  having  in 
mind  the  above  report  of  the  Board  of  Cliarities  and  Reform  and  the  affidavit 
of  the  Walter  Gilmore.  the  negro  who  became  blind  while  at  the  state  prison,  we  re- 
spectfully recommend  that  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  be  ap- 
'i:^ointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  with  authority  to  make  a  personal  and 
thorough  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the  several  state  institutions  and  parti- 
cularly the  state  prison,  as  soon  after  adjournment  as  the  same  may  be  convenient- 
ly done  and  make  reports  in  writing  of  its  findings  to  the  Governor  of  this  state 
and  furnish  the  public  press  of  the  state  with  copies  of  such  reports;  and  your 
committee  further  recommends  that  this  Legislative  Assembly  make  an  appro- 
priation of  a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  the  expenses  of  such  investigation  out  of 
the  general  fund  of  the  state.

REPORT  ON  STATE  PENITENTIARY  AT  DEER  LODGE 
BY  THE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES  AND  REFORM. 

Helena,  July  1st,  1922. 

For  some  time  past  the  Board  of  Charities  and  Reform  has  been  urged  from 
several  quarters  to  look  into  the  matter  of  rumors  of  needless  abuse  of  prisoners 
at  the  State  Penitentiary ;  also  the  rumor  that  the  women  prisoners  were  without 
a  matron;  that  male  guards  were  performing  the  duties  which  properly  be- 
longed to  a  matron.  The  Board  visited  the  State  Penitentiary  on  June  22,  1922. 
After  spending  several  hours  questioning  prisoners  and  guards,  also  the  Warden. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Potter,  we  discovered  the  following  situations  : 

First.  There  was  no  matron  in  charge  of  the  women  prisoners,  and  there 
had  been  none  for  several  Aveeks  previous  to  the  above  date.  That  the  m^ale 
guiards  performed  the  duties  which  properly  belonged  to  a  matron.  The 
reason  for  this  according  to  Mr.  Potter,  was  in  the  interests  of  economy. 

'Second.  That  a  convict  named  John  Gould  was  beaten  upon  the  head  with 
a  gun,  by  a  guard  named  Iloleman,  who  came  upon  him  unawares  from  behind  : 
that  he  (Gould)  sustained  several  scalp  wounds,  and  was  confined  in  the  hos- 
pital for  several  weeks  as  the  result  of  his  injuries;  that  said  G'ould  was  em- 
ployed upon  a  farm  at  the  time,  and  that  there  was  no  record  of  misconduct 
against  him.  Mr.  Potter's  statement  regarding  the  Gould  assault  was  in  brief, 
'"that  the  assault  upon  Gould,  (which  at  the  time  was  given  out  as  wounds  caused 
by  the  kicks  of  a  horse)  was  made  by  Holeman  with  a  gun,  because  the  prisoner 
Gould  annoyed  Mrs.  Holeman  by  his  attentions,  and  improper  advances;  that 
the  version  of  the  horse  kicks  was  told  by  Mr.  Potter  himself  at  the  time  of  the 
assault,  to  keep  the  name  of  Mrs.  Holeman  out  of  the  matter,  thus  saving  her 
from  disagreeable  notoriety. 

Third :  That  a  colored  convict  named  Gilmore  has  become  blind  through 
lack  of  proper  medical  attention  after  long  confinement  in  the  dungeon. 

Fourth :  That  a  convict  named  Blevins  was  sentenced  to  thirty  days  in 
the  dungeon,  first  in  No.  1  new  building  for  fifteen  days,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  that  time  was  ordered  to  dungeon  No.  2.  Upon  this  convict  refusing  to  walk 
with  shackles  upon  his  feet,  that  the  W.arden,  Mr.  Potter,  threw  him  down,  and 
personally  dragged  him  by  the  feet  across  the  yard  from  one  building  to  the 
other.  That  Blevins  declares  he  does  not  know  of  any  charge  against  him  for 
which  sentence  to  these  dungeons  was  imposed. 
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Fifth :  All  the  foregoing  findings  Warden  Potter  acknowledges  to  be 
correct. 

Sixth  :  We  believe  that  the  medieval  and  barbarous  practice  of  long  time 
incarcerations  in  dungeons  should  be  abolished  or,  sparingly  used,  and  only  in 
extreme  cases.  This  is  the  growing  custom  in  the  most  up-to-date  and  effi- 
ciently conducted  prisons  of  the  United  States  today. 

Seventh :  The  Board  visited  the  State  Penitentiary  in  a  friendly  spirit 
and  wholly  unbiased  by  factional  controversy,  yet  they  were  treated  by  Warden 
Potter  with  marked  discourtesy,  who  with  much  profanity  questioned  their 
authority  and  their  motives.

Dear  Sir : 

I  am  enclosing  a  statement  of  a  negro  boy  by  the  name  of  Walter  Gilmore. 
Avith  reference  to  his  mistreatement  by  the  warden  of  the  penitentiary  at  Deer 
Lodge,  Montana,  during  his  confinement  there  as  a  prisoner. 

As  you  will  note,  he  states  that  he  was  placed  in  a  dungeon  on  two  occa- 
sions, and  on  being  brought  out  of  the  dungeon  the  second  time,  his  eyesight  was 
entirely  gone,  and  was  almost  gone  the  first  time.  The  negro  boy  is  now  per- 
fectly blind. 

From  the  boy's  statement,  which  is  by  question  and  answer,  he  has  been 
badly  mistreated  by  the  warden,  and  the  warden  was  certainly,  it  seems  to  us. 
at  great  fault  in  sending  the  boy  back  to  Texas  to  be  cared  for  here,  either  by 
his  relatives  or  the  State  of  Texas,  instead  of  being  cared  for  by  the  State  of 
Montana,  which  would  have  been  the  proper  thing  to  have  done. 

We  hope  that  as  Attorney  General  you  will  make  thorough  investigation 
of  this  matter,  and  place  the  blame  where  it  belongs,  and  see  what  can  be  done 
by  the  State  of  Montana  with  reference  to  the  relief  of  this  boy.  It  is  no 
fault  of  his  that  he  is  in  this  present  condition. 

We  are  enclosing  you  the  statement  made  by  the  boy  in  question  and  answer 
form,  and  sworn  to  by  him.

Before  me,  the  undersigned  authority,  on  this  day  personally  appeared  Wal- 
ter Gilmore.  who,  being  by  me  first  duly  sworn,  makes  the  following  answers 
to  questions  p/ropounded  to  him  by  J.  S.  Callicutt,  an  attorney  at  law  of  Cor- 
sicana, Texas,  and  make  answers  thereto,  said  questions  and  answers  being  as 
follows :

Q.    Who  is  your  father?

A.    Yes,  Sir.      In  Ohoteau,  Montana. 

Q.    Where  you  sent  to  the  penitentiary? 

A.    Yes,  Sir. 

Q.    On  what  date,  do  you  remember? 

A.    August  5th,  1920. 

Q.    From  what  place? 

A.    Choteau,  Teton  County,  Montana. 

Q.    Where  was  the  penitentiary  located? 

A.    In  Deer  Lodge,  Montana. 

Q.    When  did  you  arrive  at  the  penitentiary? 

A.    I  arrived  on  the  5th  day  of  August,  1920. 

Q.    When  were  you  paroled  from  the  penitentiary? 

A.    I  was  paroled  in  Decemiber.  December  21st,  1922. 

Q.     Did  you  receive  any  punishment  while  you  were  confined  in  the  peni- 
tentiary there? 
A.    Yes,  Sir. 
Q.    What  date? 
A.    October  1st,  1921. 
Q.    What  was  the  punishment? 
A.    It  was  four  days  in  the  dungeon. 
Q.    Who  placed  you  there? 

A.    Mr.  Freed,  the  captain  of  the  yard,  placed  me  in  the  dungeon. 
Q.    Was  there  any  trouble  with  your  eyesight  at  that  time? 
A.    No,  Sir.      Not  until  I  came  out  of  the  dungeon. 

Q.    Before  you  were  put  in  the  dungeon,  had  you  suffered  any  trouble  with 
vour  eyesight? 
A.    No,  Sir. 

Q.    Under  whose  direction  did  Mr.  Freed  put  you  in  the  dungeon? 
A.    Mr.  M.  Wu  Potter's. 
Q.    Who  was  M.  W.  Potter? 
A.    The  warden  of  the  penitentiary. 
Q.    Was  the  dungeon  perfectly  dark? 
'   A.    Yes.  Sir. 

Q.  At  the  end  of  the  four  days,  when  you  were  brought  out  of  the  dungeon, 
what  effect  did  it  have  on  your  eyesight? 

A.    As  soon  as  I  hit  the  light,  my  eyes  went  dim  on  me. 
Q.    Did  you  say  anything  about  it  to  any  one? 

A.  Yes  sir,  I  spoke  to  the  warden.  I  wrote  an  interview  to  see  the  warden. 
Mr.  Potter.

A.    I  was  working  in  the  laundry. 

Q.    Was  there  anything  done  for  your  eyes  at  all? 

A.    No,  Sir. 

Q.    WTio  was  the  doctor? 

A.    Dr.  Bruffey. 

Q.    Did  you  talk  with  him? 

A.    Yes  sir,  he  said  he  would  take  my  blood  test.

Yes  sir  and  said  it  was  all  right.

No  sir,  he  told  the  warden  I  was  faking.

Did  you  receiA^e  any  punishment  after  that?

Yes,  Sir.

What  sort  of  punishment? 

A. 

Four  days  in  the  dungeon. 

Q. 

What  was  the  punishment  for? 

A. 

I  1  ut  in  an  interview  again  to  see  the  warden  about  my 

sight. 

I  could 

see 

my  hand  about  six  inches  in  front  of  me.      He  said 

"I  will 

put  you 

four  days  more  in  the  dungeon  to  get  your  sight  back." 

Q.  Did  he  do  it? 

A.  Yes  sir.  he  put  me  in  there. 

Q.  What  was  the  date  the  second  time? 

A.  I  can  not  remember  exactly.  I  got  out  on  the  third  Saturday  in  October, 
1921. 

Q.  What  was  your  condition  when  you  came  out? 

A.  I  was  blind. 

Q.  Could  you  see  at  all? 

A.  No  sir.  I  could  not  see  at  all. 

Q.  Can  you  see  at  all  now? 

A.  No  sir,  I  have  been  blind  about  fifteen  months. 

Q.  Did  you  receive  any  paroles  while  you  were  in  the  penitentiary? 

A.  I  only  received  the  one  parole.  My  name  was  on  the  list  about  the 
30th  day  of  May.  1922,  to  go  on  parole. 

Q.  How  long  werp  you  kept  after  your  parole  was  out? 

A.  Seven  months. 

Q.  What  was  your  condition  during  that  seven  months? 

A.  The  same  as  it  is  now^ 

Q.  Y^ou  canuot  see  at  all? 

A.  No.  Sir. 

Q.  Did  any  other  doctor  examine  you  there? 

A.  Dr.   Marquette.      He  examined  me  on  the  steps  of  the  door  of  the 

hospital  and  says.  "That  prisoner  is  blind." 

Q.  When  was  that  that  this  doctor  said  that? 

A.  It  was  on  November  fi.  1921.  He  was  a  new  doctor  just  come  in.  He 
said.  "I  can  not  do  anything  for  him.      Take  him  to  Boulder." 

Q.  TMien  did  you  leave  the  penitentiary? 

A.  December  21st.  1922. 

Q.  Who  left  the  penitentiary  with  you? 

A.  Mr.  Howard,  the  warden,  Mr.  Potter,  two  other  guards  and  the  driver 
and  another  prisoner  and  myself.

A.  We  went  to  the  station. 

Q.  Did  any  one  put  a  ticket  in  your  pocket?

A.  There  was  a  guard,  Mr.  Howell,  went  from  Deer  Lodge  to  Butte  with 

another  prisoner  on  a  parole.      He  told  me  that  was  all  the  farther  he  was  going. 

Q.  How  did  you  get  from  Butte  to  Corsicana? 

A.  I  was  put  in  the  hands  of  the  conductor. 

Q.  Where  did  you  change,  under  the  direction  of  the  conductor? 

A.  I  changed  at  Alliance,  Nebraska. 
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Q. 

Were  you  pa.it  under  the  care  of  another  conductor 

there? 

A. 

Yes,  Sir. 

Q. 

Then  where  did  you  change? 

A. 

At  Denver. 

Q. 

Were  you  put  under  the  care  of  another  conductor

When  you  arrived  at  Corsicana,  how  did  you  get  to  your  father's

]Mr.  Dave  Seeton,  a  policeman,  was  at  the  station.

lie  knew  you,  did  he?

Did  he  take  you  home?

Mr.  Seeton  had  a  cab  called,  and  I  was  carried  to 

my  father's 

house

Q.  In  leaving  the  penitentiary  at  Deer  Lodge,  Montana,  how  was  the 
money  procured  to  send  you  to  Corsicana,  Texas? 

A.    The  prisoners  made  up  the  money  inside  the  walls. 
Q.    How  much  did  the  prisoners  make  up? 
A.  $165.00. 

Q.    A^'as  there  any  more  money  furnished? 

A.  The  State  only  turned  over  to  me  $15.00.  Mr.  Potter  gave  me  .$15.00 
from  the  State,  and  the  rest  of  the  money  was  made  up  by  the  prisoners  who  knew 
I  was  blind. 

Q.    What  is  your  age  now? 

A.    I  am  twenty  years  old. 

Q.    Have  you  any  property? 

A.    No,  Sir. 

Q.    Have  you  any  means  of  support? 
\.    T  am  supported  by  my  father. 
Q.    What  does  your  father  do  here? 

A.    He  drives  a  transfer  wagon  and  does  job  work,  a  common  laborer. 

Q.    Since  coming  to  Corsicana,  has  any  doctor  examined  your  eyes? 

A.    Y^'es.  Sir. 

Q.    Who  is  the  doctor? 

A.    Dr.  J.  F.  McClung. 

Q.    What  does  he  say  with  reference  to  your  eyesight? 

A.    lie  said  he  could  not  do  me  any  good. 

Q.    And  does  he  say  you  are  blind? 

A.    Yes  sir.      He  says  the  nerve  is  dead.

As  a  substitute  motion.  Senator  Haaland  moved  that  the  foregoing  motion 
of  Senator  Dearborn  be  tabled.      Substitute  motion  duly  seconded  and  lost. 

The  original  motion  of  Senator  Dearborn  to  adopt  the  report  was  thereupon 
put  to  a  vote  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Special  Committee  aqipointed  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  all  state 
boards  and  commissions  submitted  the  following  report : 

Mr.  President :  Your  Special  Senate  Committee  on  State  Boards  and 
Commissions,  which  was  charged  with  the  duty  of  investigating  further  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners,  begs  leave  to  report  that  in  pursuance  of  instruc- 
tions given  the  Committee  has  held  a  number  of  hearings  and  has  examined  a 
considerable  numtoer  of  witnesses,  including  A.  E.  ]\IcP"'atridge,  clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners :  W.  D.  Rankin.  Attorney  General  and  a  member  of  the  Board ; 
George  P.  Porter.  State  Auditor;  J.  C.  Wood,  State  Purchasing  Agent:  W.  A. 
Logan.  Deputy  State  Auditor,  and  several  others.  All  witnesses  examined  ap- 
peared voluntarily  before  the  Committee.  Governor  Dixon,  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  w^as  invited  to  attend  the  hearings  of  the  Committee  and  submit  any 
statement  he  cared  to  make.  The  Governor,  however,  refused  to  appear  unless 
formally  subpoenaed — a  step  which  the  Committee  did  not  care  to  take. 

As  a  result  of  its  additional  investigations,  this  Committee  finds  itself 
called  upon  to  make  but  one  amendment  of  its  former  report,  in  connection  with 
the  section  dealing  with  the  handling  of  the  Revolving  Appropriation  for  pur- 
chase of  postage.  The  Committee  finds  that  up  to  and  Including  January  1. 
1923.  the  sum  of  $10,f)20.00  has  been  exTiended  from  this  account,  while  $7,218.85 
has  been  refunded.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
should  be  held  responsible  for  the  difference,  or  $3,401.15.  He  exhibited  to  the 
Committee  a  considerable  number  of  claims  against  various  departments  of  the 
state,  running  over  a  period  of  some  months,  for  postage  stamps  furnished  them, 
and  stated  that  an  inventory  of  the  stamps  now  in  his  possession  would  check 
to  a  cent. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  has  ever  presented  to  any- 
one a  statement  of  his  transactions  in  this  regard,  and  the  reports  of  the  State 
Examiners,  who  is  specifically  charged  by  law  with  the  duty  of  examining  the 
accounts  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  show  that  no  such  examination  has 
been  had  for  more  than  two  years.  Responsibility  for  this  laxness  of  business 
methods  must  therefore  be  shared  between  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Examiners, 
the  Board  itself,  and  the  State  Examiner.  While  this  Committee  does  not  desire 
to  be  understood  as  impugning  in  the  slightest  degree  the  integrity  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board,  it  recommends  that  the  $5,000  Revolving  Appropriation  now  run- 
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ning  to  the  Board  of  Examiners,  he  withdrawn,  and  a  like  amount  appropriated 
for  a  Revolving-  Appropriation  for  the  sani.e  purpose  in  the  State  I'lirchasing  De- 
partment. 

Your  committee  finds  that  a  huge  i)orti()n  of  the  statutes  governing  the 
conduct  of  affairs  hy  the  State  IJonnl  of  Exaniin(>rs  are  and  have  heen  habitually 
and  continually  violated.  Scniion  SVl  of  th(>  11)21  Codes  provides  that  regular 
meetings  of  the  Board  siiall  he  held  on  the  third  Monday  in  each  month.  Testi- 
mony adduced  lu  forc  the  Comniittee  shows  that  no  regular  meetings  have  been 
held  for  at  least  eight  months,  although  special  meetings  have  been,  called  from 
time  to  time.  These  special  meetings,  however,  are  not  infrequently  held  in  the 
office  of  the  Governor,  of  the  Attorney  (Tcneral,  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  even 
in  the  corridors  of  the  State  House,  instead  of  in  the  business  office  of  the 
Board,  and  in  many  instances  the  minute  book  of  the  Board  contains  minutes 
of  meetings  which  were  in  reality  not  held  at  all. 

Section  234  of  the  1921  Codes  provides  that  all  claims  must  be  entered 
upon  the  minutes  of  the  Board  before  the  same  are  acted  upon.  No  pretense 
is  made  of  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  238  provides  that  when  claims  against  the  State  are  filed  with 
the  Board,  the  Secretary  must  date,  number  and  file  said  claims,  and  the  Board 
must  allow  or  re.iect  the  same  in  the  order  of  their  presentation,  and  that  the 
Board  may  cause  postponed  action  upon  a  claim  for  not  exceeding  one  month. 

Your  Com.mittee  finds  that  no  record  at  all  is  kept  of  the  receipt  of  claims  ; 
they  are  not  numbered  when  presented,  and  within  the  past  two  years,  the  Clerk 
has  even  ceased  to  stam'p  claims  with  the  date  of  their  presentation.  No  pre- 
tense is  made  of  compliance  with  that  portion  of  this  Section  requiring  claims 
to  be  paid  in  order  of  their  presentation.  Many  specific  instances  were  brought- 
out  in  the  testimony,  of  claims  which  had  been  paid  out  of  their  order,  to  the 
Tinquestioned  detriment  of  other  claimants.  The  Board  does  not  pretend  to 
observe  that  portion  of  this  Section  which  i^rescribes  that  action  upon  a  claim 
may  be  postponed  for  not  exceeding  one  month.  Tt  was  shown  at  the  hearing 
before  this  Committee  that  many  claims  had  been  held  without  action  for  several 
months,  the  time  in  some  cases  exceeding  a  year. 

Section  241  of  the  1021  Codes  provides  that  if  no  appropriation  had  been 
made  for  the  payment  of  a  claim  presented  to  the  Board,  or  if  an  approp'riation 
made  has  been  exhausted,  the  Board  must  audit  the  claim  and  if  they  approve  it. 
must  transmit  it  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  with  a  statement  of  their  approval. 
In  at  least  one  instance  it  was  shown  to  this  Committee  that  a  claim  for  $10,000 
had  been  paid  from  an  appropriation  wdiich  had  been  stricken  off  the  books  as 
reverted  more  than  a  year  prior  to  the  presentation  of  the  claim.  This  was 
in  the  case  of  the  claim  of  the  'State  Highway  Commission  on  account  of  the 
erection  of  a  bridge  across  the  Kootenai  River  near  Leona,  Montana. 

Section  243  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921  requires  the  Board 
to  make  a  list,  and  a  b]-ief  abstract  of  all  deficiency  claims  on  the  first  Monday 
of  November  preceding  the  meeting-  of  each  Legislative  Assembly,  and  to  cause 
such  list  and  abstract  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  nt  the  seat  of  the 
government.      Tbis   Section  has  been  habitually  violated. 

The  Committee  desires  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  continued  violation 
of  Section  102'4  of  the  1021  Codes,  which  provides  that  in  the  payment  of 
claims  present^^d  by  any  of  the  State  institutions,  having  i)ermanent  fund  and 
interest  and  income  fund,  such  interest  and  income  fund,  so  far  as  available  for 
the  payment  of  the  items  set  out  in  said  claim,  shall  be  exhausted  l^efore  any 
warrant  shall  be  draw^i  against  the  apT)ropriation  made  by  the  State  out  of  the 
General  Fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution  filing  the  claim. 

Your  Committee  has  prepared  a  statement  of  the  cash  balance  in  the  various 
interest  and  income  funds  on  the  first  of  each  month,  from  Marcli  1.  1021  to  July 
1.  1022.  as  shown  l)y  the  books  of  the  State  Auditor,  together  with  a  com])utation 
of  the  average  balances  dnring  the  whole  of  said  period.  Such  average^  balances 
are  as  follows  :

These  balances  were  allowed  to  lie  unused  in  the  iState  Treasury  in  defiance 
of  the  provisions  of  Section  1924  above  cited,  while  warrants  for  claims  eman- 
ating from  the  institutions  named  were  paid  chiefly  from'  the  already  over-bur- 
dened General  Fund  of  the  State.  Those  General  Fund  warrants  Avhich  were 
drawn  between  the  first  of  March  and  the  thirty-first  of  December.  1921,  when 
registered,  bore  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  per  annum.  Those  drawn 
between  January  first  and  July  first.  1922,  bore  interest  at  the  rate  of  four 
per  cent  per  annumi.  The  result  has  been  that  the  State  has  paid  interest  upon 
the  General  Fund  warrants  thus  imiplroperly  drawn,  resulting  in  a  loss  to  the 
State  of  Montana  for  the  period  covered  of  $6,886.38  from  this  source  alone, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table :

One  of  the  prime  reasons  for  this  condition  of  affairs  is  to  be  found  in  the 
fact  that  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  does  not  keep  balance  books  showing 
the  available  fund  in  accounts  of  this  character.  It  makes  a  pretense,  more  or 
less  successful,  of  recording  the  gross  disbursements  from  the  various  funds  each 
month,  but  no  account  has  been  taken  for  more  than  two  years  of  income,  and 
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consequently  it  is  impossible  to  set  up  on  the  books  of  account  available  balances. 
It  is  but  fair  to  say  that  this  system  has  prevailed  in  the  office  of  the  Board 
for  very  many  years,  with  th('  exre})tion  of  a  brief  period  prior  to  January  1, 
1921.  when  the  bookkeej)ers  of  the  Board  took  it  upon  themselves  to  establish 
a  system  of  accounts  which  would  sliow  the  necessary  facts.  This  sys- 
tem, however,  has  been  abandoned,  and  is  no  longer  in  use. 

Your  Committee  finds  no  cause  to  modify  any  of  the  statements  made  in 
its  previous  report  on  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  save  as  to  the  matter  of 
the  postage  stamp  Revolving  Appropriation.  Testimony  given  before  the  Com- 
mittee confirms  it  in  its  opinion,  as  to  the  general  laxness  and  inefficiency  of 
the  Administration  of  the  office.  Tt  was  shown  that  practically  no  corres- 
pondence coming  into  the  officp  of  the  Board  is  answered ;  that  the  minutes 
of  the  Board  have  in  the  past  been  kept  upon  scratch  pads  for  months  at  a  time, 
although  at  the  present,  possibly  due  to  the  employment  of  an  additional  clerk 
and  stenographer,  they  are  kept  up  to  date.  Claims  are  held,  as  has  been 
stated,  for  many  months,  in  some  instances,  without  action.  Claims  have  been 
lost  and  never  recovered.  The  books  of  the  Board  have  not  been  examined  by 
the  State  Examiner  for  more  than  two  years,  the  Examiner  stating  as  his  reason 
that  the  records  are  so  imperfect  that  they  cannot  be  audited  satisfactorily. 
Many  instances  of  lapsed  insurance  policies  upon  State  property  were  broug'ht 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board.  One  of  the  minute  books  containing  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  body  prior  to  .January  1.  1021,  has  disappeared  utterly,  and  all 
attempts  to  recover  it  have  proven  futile. 

The  Attorney  General,  himself  a  member  of  this  Board,  declared  in  his  tes- 
timony that  he  believed  the  Committee  had  rather  understated  the  inefficiency 
and  lack  of  system  in  the  office  and  declared  that  the  entire  svstem  of  handling 
the  affairs  of  the  State  in  this  highly  important  office  could  only  be  characterized 
as  pitiful. 

Your  Committee  was  further  charged  with  the  duty  of  determining  the  ex- 
pense to  the  State  of  Montana  of  the  prison  investigation,  conducted  by  T.  H. 
McDonald  and  associates  in  19'21.  and  the  subsequent  trial  of  the  case  of  the 
State  of  Montana  versus  Frank  Conley.  tried  in  the  District  Court  of  Lewis  and 
Clark  County.  It  appends  herewith  a  series  of  detailed  schedules,  showing  the 
payments  made  to  'various  claimants,  which  has  been  submitted  to  Mr.  McFat- 
ridge  for  verification.  While  INIr.  McFatridge  was  not  able  to  investigate  each 
and  every  item  below  set  forth,  he  examined  them  in  general,  and  found  fault 
with  only  two  items.  One,  the  item  of  ifi2RS.14,  showm  under  Detailed  Schednie 
No.  9.  which  he  believed  was  excessive.  Ivecause  of  the  fact  that  his  salary'  and 
expenses  for  the  period  from  April  10  to  24.  1921.  were  allocable,  rather  to  the 
transfer  of  the  administration  of  the  prison  than  to  the  subsequent  investigation 
and  trial,  and  the  other,  the  inclusion  in  Detailed  Schedule  No.  21  of  .^l.-WO,  the 
salary  of  the  Attorney  Ceneral  for  the  three  months  during  which  he  was  ex- 
clusively occupied  with  the  trial  of  the  case. 

As  to  Detailed  Schedule  No.  covering  the  admin istratiou  by  AFr.  McFat- 
ridge of  .$4,200.00  placed  in  his  hands  for  the  payment  of  mileage  and  rier  diem 
of  witnesses,  and  which  shows  unaccounted  for  by  him  the  sum  of  .$720.7.5.  he 
produced  receipts  and  cancelled  checks  covering  all  but  $83.7.5  of  the  balance. 
This  amount  of  .$'33.75,  he  states  is  deposited  to  his  credit  as  Clerk  of  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners,  in  a  special  fund  account,  awaiting  the  presentation  of 
dela.ved  claims.  These  latter  receipts  and  cheeks  are  in  his  personal  possession, 
have  not  been  filed  with  the  State  Auditor,  and  have  never  been  audited  by  the 
State  Examiner  or  any  other  propei-  authority. 

The  total  claims  actually  allowed  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  and  i^ai'l 
b.y  the  State  Auditor  which  can  beyond  question  be  allocated  to  the  investiga- 
tion and  trial,  total  the  sum  of  .$30.01(».0r>>.  and  are  set  forth  in  the  followini:'

Introduced  by  Cowan. 

"A  RESOLUTION  REQUESTING  THE  APPOINTMENT  OF  A  COMMIS- 
SION TO  STUDY  THE  QUESTION  OF  NEEDED  WATER  RIGHT  AND 
IRRIGATION  LEGISLATING.  AND  TO  REPORT  BACK  TO  THE 
NINETEENTH  LEGISLATIVE  SESSION.  WITH  RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS AS  TO  THE  ENACTMENT  OF  A  COMPREHENSIVE  WATER 
RIGHT  AND  IRRIGATION  CODE  FOR  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA." 
WHEREAS,  the  flowing  waters  of  the  state  of  Montana  constitute  one  of 
the  most  valuable  resources  of  the  state,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  present  laws  by  which  these  waters  are  appropriated  and 
administered  and  the  rights  thereto  determined  have  not  given  full  satisfaction,  and 
for  many  years  past  numerous  attempts  have  been  made  to  revise  such  water  laws 
as  to  give  more  general  satisfaction,  and 

WHEREAS  the  inadequacy  of  the  irrigation  district  laws  has  in  the  past 
lead  to  certain  abuses  and  to  the  retardation  of  the  proper  and  legitimate  de- 
velopment of  irrigation,  and 

WHEREAS  each  legislative  session*  has  found  it  necessary  to  revise  and 
amend  the  irrigation  district  laws  of  the  state,  and 

WHEREAS  the  enactment  of  complete  and  satisfactory  laws  along  these 
lines  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  state. 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  SENATE  OF  THE  . 
EIGHTEENTH  LEGTSLATTVE  ASSEINIBLY,  that  the  governor  be  requested 
to  appoint  a  commission  of  three  members,  one  to  be  the  attorney  general  or 
some  attorney  in  his  de' 'artment.  one  to  be  the  state  commissioner  of  agriculture 
or  a  representative  of  his  department  and  one  to  be  an  irrigation  engineer  from 
the  state  irrigation  commission  ;  such  commission  of  three  members  to  be  known 
as  the  water  and  irrigation  code  commission,  and  to  make  a  thorough  study  and 
investigation  of  the  water  right  and  the  irrigation  district  laws  of  this  and  other

states,  and  to  report  back  to  the  nineteenth  h^nislative  assembly,  with  recommen- 
ilations  as  to  the  enactment  of  a  coniprchcMisive  water  ri^ht  and  irrigation  code 
for  the  state  of  Montana.

SENATE  BILL  NO.  5. 

Introduced  by  Clark. 

A  BILL  FOR  AN  ACT  ENTITLED:  "AN  ACT  FOR  THE  SUBMISSION 
TO  THE  QUALIFIED  ELECTORS  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA  OF 
AN  AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  10  OF  ARTICLE  IX  OF  THE  CON- 
STITT^TION  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MOXTANA,  RELATING  TO  THE 
QUALIFICATIONS  OF  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS  OF  SCHOOLS 
AND  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  OFFICERS." 

BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE 
STATE  OF  MONTANA. 

Section  1.  That  Section  10  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  Montana  be  amended  as  hereinafter  provided  and  that  the  question  of  said 
amendment  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  at 
the  next  general  election. 

Section  2.  That  Section  10  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  Montana  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended:  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  10.  All  persons  'possessing  the  qualifications  for  suffrage  pres- 
cribed by  Section  2  of  this  Article  as  amended  and  such  other  qualifications  as 
the  legislative  assembly  may  be  law  prescribe,  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  the  office 
of  county  superintendent  of  schools  or  any  other  school  district  office." 

Section  3.  Separate  official  ballots  shall  be  provided  at  the  general  election 
to  be  held  in  November,  1921,  which  shall  have  printed  thereon  all  of  Section  10 
of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  as  amended  by  this 
act,  and  below  the  same  shall  be  printed  the  words  : 

For  the  above  written  amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

Against  the  above  written  amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

"Each  elector  shall  designate  his  preference  by  marking  an  X  in  the  square 
before  the  proposition  for  which  such  elector  desires  to  vote. 
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Section  4.  The  votes  east  for  and  against  the  amendment  above  proposed 
shall  be  canvassed,  determined  and  declared  as  provided  by  the  general  election 
laws  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

Section  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  herebj'  re- 
pealed. 

Section  (J.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  approval.

We,  your  Committee  appointed  pursuant  to  the  pprovisions  of  the  House 
Joint  Resolution  No.  1,  introduced  by  Riddle,  being  "A  Resolution  Requesting 
an  Investigation  of  Affairs  of  the  Toole  County  Irrigation  Project,"  respectfully 
beg  leave  to  report  as  folloAvs: 

AUTHORITY 

This  investigation  was  initiated  and  prosecuted  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  1,  introduced  by  Riddle,  and  which  was 

signed  by  Governor  Joseph  INT.  Dixon  on  the   day  of  February,  1923.  Said 

Resolution  is  in  words  and  figures  as  follows,  to- wit: 

"Whereas,  great  sections  of  the  State  of  Montana  are  arid,  and  require 
irrigation  in  order  to  be  economically  productive,  and 

"Whereas,  the  State  of  Montana  has.  by  various  enactments  now  spread 
upon  its  statutes,  to- wit:     Chapter  146,  Laws  1909,  Chapter  13,  Session  Laws 
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Extra- Ordinary  Session  of  the  Sixteenth  Legislative  Assembly,  1919,  Chapter 
153,  Laws  1921,  and  Chapter  23G,  Laws  1921,  made  attempt  to  encourage  the 
formation  of  irrigation  districts  and  the  reclamation  of  arid  lands  within  its  bor- 
ders for  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  its  people,  and 

"Whereas,  complaints  have  been  made  that  in  many  instances  the  dis- 
tricts have  been  improvidently  created  and  unwisely  managed,  the  farmers 
and  land  owners  within  the  borders  'of  the  same  have  been  exploited  and 
have  suffered  the  imposition  of  excessive  tax  burdens  to  pay  engineering  costs, 
legal  service  and  other  preliminary  expense  without  any  permanent  benefit 
whatever,  and  this  course  of  conduct  has  tended  to  discourage  and  has  dis- 
icoura^ed  legitimate  irigation  districts  within  the  State  of  Montana,  and  has 
impaired  faith  and  credit  in  such  securities  from  Montana  and  discouraged  the 
investing  public  and  bond  dealers  in  the  acquisition  of  legitimate  securities, 

"^Whereas,  it  is  alleged  that  one  of  the  most  noteworthy  examples  of  ex- . 
ploitation  and  unfavorable  advertisement  exists  in  Toole  County,  Montana, 
where  it  is  proposed  to  irrigate  a  district  of  approximately  200,000  acres  at 
a  cost  of  $10,000,000.00  and  expense  of  more  than  $400.00  per  day  for  a  period 
of  15  months,  have  been  imposed  on  land  owners  within  the  district  ,and 
$175,000.00  has  been  paid  for  engineering  services  alone  ,without  any  con- 
struction work  whatever,  and 

"Whereas,  the  land  owners  of  said  district  were  induced  to  sign  the 
petition  creating  the  said  district  on  the  representation  that  the  feasibility 
'of  the  project  should  be  determined  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  ten  cents 
per  acre,  and  no  further  assessments  were  to  be  levied  against  said  land  until 
water  was  available;  the  property  owners  have  already  been  assessed,  by 
'special  taxation,  the  sum  of  eighty  cents  per  acre,  and 

"Whereas,  a  great  number  of  land  owners  and  settlers  within  said  dis- 
trict are  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  project  is  continued  it  will  result  in  finan- 
ancial  ruin  for  many  land  owners  in  the  district  as  well  as  dispossessing 
many  land  owners  under  the  project,  and  confiscate  and  turn  over  this  vast 
territory  to  promoters,  bond  holders  and  speculators  ,and 

'Whereas,  it  is  alleged  that  the  officials  are  charging  excessive  amounts 
for  their  services  and  have  approved  claims  for  expenses  running  as  high  as 
$2,000.00  for  a  period  of  three  months  for  one  individual,  and  have  author- 
ized the  payment  of  excessive  legal  and  engineering  fees,  and 

"Whereas,  many  land  owners  have  already  been  forced  to  leave  their 
lands  because  of  inability  to  meet  the  assessments,  and 

"WTiereas,  this  vast  sum  of  money  has  been  expended  with  no  assurance 
that  water  will  be  available  for  irrigation  at  any  time,  and 

"Whereas,  piteous  appeals  and  petitions  have  been  received  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, the  Public  Service  Commiss^ion  and  Board  of  Examiners,  and  the  De- 
partment of  Ag(riculture,  praying  for  relief,  and 

"A^Tiereas,  no  state  department  has  specific  authority  to  adequately  act 
under  existing  conditions. 

Now  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  House  of  Reppresentatives  of  the 
Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly,  the  Senate  Concuurring,  that  a  joint  com- 
mittee be  appointed  consisting  o|  three  members  of  the  Senate  and  three  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  that  the  aforesaid  committee  com- 
mence and  prosecute  to  completion  as  thorough  and  comprehensive  inquiry  into 
all  the  engineering  and  lecfal  features  of  the  Toole  County  Irrigation  District  as 
time  will  permit,  and  into  the  water  supply  or  supplies  for  the  same,  the  ex- 
penditures thereof  and  the  acts  of  any  person  or  persons  connected  therewith, 
and  to  report  the  results  of  their  investigations  to  the  Members  of  the  Eigh- 
teenth Legislative  Assembly  on  or  before  February  12,  1923. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  delivered  to  the 
Governor,  Attorney  General,  Public  Service  Commission  and  the  State  Engineer 
immediately  upon  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  Resolution."

SCOPE  OF  INVESTIGATION 

Within  the  time  intervening  between  the  appointment  of  your  committee 
and  the  close  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  March  1st,  1923,  your  committee 
has  prosecuted  this  inquiry  with  as  much  diligence  as  possible  and  has  given 
tlureto  its  best  effort,  bearing  in  mind  the  pressing  limitations  of  other  leg- 
islative duties,  in  order  to  develop  the  facts  and  discover  the  truth  concerning 
the  multiplicity  of  charges  made  against  the  district  and  its  promoters,  and 
the  multiplicity  of  charges  made  by  those  who  favor  the  district  against 
protesting  and  remonstrating  land  owners  therein  and  others. 


ORGANIZATION 

The  Toole  County  Irrigation  District  was  organized,  pmsuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Ch.  146,  Laws  1909.  and  Acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplemental 
thfreto,  l)v-  an  order  of  the  District  Court  of  said  countj^  entered  on  Septem- 
ber 4th.  1019.  after  findings  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  that 
law.  The  first  commissioners  appointed  were  the  County  Agent,  C.  A.  Michaels. 
James  A.  Johnson  and  C.  H.  Sands,  all  of  whom  were  elected  in  1920'.  Some 
time  thereafter  the  county  afjfent  resigned  and  in  1921  one  Parker,  who  had 
been  appointed  in  hi&  stead,  together  with  Johnson  and  Sands  were  re-elected 
for  one,  two  or  three  years  respectively.  In  1922  Parker  was  re-elected  for 
three  years. 

Soon  after  the  organization  of  the  district  the  commissioners  entered 
into  a  contract  with  the  Gerharz-Jaqueth  Engineering  Company  to  dO'  all  of 
the  engineering  work  to  and  including  final  completion  of  the  system.  For 
this  work,  this  company  Avas  to  receive,  according  to  said  contract,  10^%  of 
the  cost  of  construction.  Up  to  this  time  a  topographic  survey  of  about 
300.000  acres  has  been  made  and  a  classification  of  land  prepared  together 
with  surveys  for  reservoir  sites  and  canal  lines.  Additionally,  considerable 
time  has  been  consumed  by  this  company  in  preparing  maps,  plans  and  speci- 
fications, and  figuring  costs.  The  engineering  work  to  date  has  extended  over 
a  period  of  nearly,  three  years. 

The  decree  organizing  the  district  provided  for  the  inclusion  in  the  boun- 
daries fixed  by  that  decree,  of  282,191.63  acres  and  the  land  owners  involved 
numbered  926.  Up  to  the  present  time  no  construction  work  of  any  kind 
whatever,  looking  toward  the  permanent  works  of  the  district,  has  been  com- 
menced.

Of  the  I0y2%  fee,  figured  on  the  cost  of  construction,  of  the  engineering 
company  it  appears  that  2%%  has  already  been  paid,  or  nearly  one-quarter 
of  the  entire  percentage  figure  on  an  estimated  cost  of  $8,200,000.00.  Not  a 
shovelfull  of  earth  has  been  turned  in  the  erection  or  construction  of  perman- 
ent works,  despite  the  expenditure  of  the  great  sum  of  money  above  referred  to. 

WATER  RIGHTS 

A  prior,  valid  and  adequate  water  supply  is.  of  course,  absolutely  in- 
dispensable to  the  success  of  this  project.  Indeed,  the  existence  of  such  a 
right  is  a  jurisdictional  prerequisite  to  any  order  creating  the  district  or  to 
any  decree  confirming  or  validating  a  proposed  bond  issue.  Most  of  the  con- 
troversy concerning  the  economic  feasibility  and  the  financial  advisability 
of  the  Toole  County  Irrigation  District  has  resolved  around  the  subject  of  water 
supply.  From  a  statement  filed  with  this  committee  by  proponents  of  the 
district,  there  is  quoted  the  following  relative  to  water  supply. 

"Henry  Gerharz  went  on  tlie  stand  at  the  vourt  liearing  for  organization, 
and  under  oath  declared  that  his  study  of  the  water  supply  disclosed  that  the 
average  combined  runoff  of  the  three  streams  intended  to  be  used,  the  Badger, 
Two  Medicine  and  Cut  Bank  for  the  period  from  1908  to  and  including  1918 
was  655,513  acre  feet  and  that  it  was  his  opinion  that  after  the  priorities  of 
the  Indians  had  been  subtracted  there  would  be  sufficient  water  to  properly 
irrigate  200,000  acres. 

"Since  the  organization  of  tlie  District  a  more  com])lete  and  detailed  study 
of  the  water  supply  lias  been  made  taking  in  the  additional  yeais  of  1919  and 
1920' — ^1919  being  the  lo\v(«st  flow  year  on  record.  With  these  additions  the 
average  run-off  was  .IT  1,059  acre  feet.  Since  that  time  the  Ptesident  of  the 
District,  the  Chief  Attorney  and  the  Chief  Engineer  made  a  trip  to  Washing- 
ton and  after  a  confi'venco  lasting  for  ten  days,  the  Secretary  of  the  Inter- 
ior of  the  U.  S.  wrote  tlie  district  a  letter  stating  that  the  supply  needed  by 
the  Blackfeet  Indians  would  l)e  165.000  acre  feet,  leaving  406,000  acre  feet 
available  ■  for  the  district:  of  this  amount  the  district  intends  to  use  310.000 
Acre  feet  per  year,  or  in  otlier  words  they  expect  that  on  the  average 
100,000  acre  feet  per  year  will  be  wasted. 

"As  soon  as  the  district  was  organized  water  appropriations  on  behalf  of 
the  district  were  made  on  the  three  named  streams.  Later  in  order  to  antici- 
pate any  groundless  objections,  that  might  be  urged,  consent  of  the  Interior 
Department  for  the  district  officers  to  enter  upon  Reservation  lands,  to  make 
appropriations  was  obtained.    That  the  district  made  legal  appropriation  of 
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the  water,  of  all  three  of  these  streams,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  and  that  they  are 
prior  to  all  claims  except  those  of  the  Indians  to  all  the  flood  waters,  admits 
of  no  doubt." 

Giving  this  statement  its  full  force,  and  treating  it  as  a  fact,  it  is  obvious 
that,  at  the  'present  time  the  Toole  County  Irrigation  District  has  only  a  paper 
water  right,  consisting  of  appropriations  on  behalf  of  the  district  on  Badger, 
Two  Medicine  and  Cut  Bank  Creeks.  Whether  these  paper  appropriations  will 
ever  ripen  into  beneficial  and  adequate  water  supplies  for  the  district  depends 
altogether  on  what  arrangement  the  district  is  able  to  effect  with  the  United 
States  of  America,  through  its  Interior  Deppartment,  for  the  use  of  these 
streams,  which  have  their  origin  and  for  the  most  part,  run  on  the  Blackfeet 
Indian  Reservation.  At  the  present  time  no  arrangement  whatever  has  been 
perfected  between  the  district  and  the  United  States  for  the  use  of  such 
water  supply,  if  any,  as  may  exist  after  the  prior  rights  of  the  Blackfeet 
tribe  are  secured.  It  now  seems  clear  that  no  definite  arrangjements  can  be 
perfected  until  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  shall,  either  directly,  or 
through  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  perfect  an  arrangement  for  the  use  of 
these  streams.  Efforts  of  the  district  to  secure  a  definite  understanding  with 
the  United  States  are  now  in  the  status  evidenced  by  the  following  communi- 
cations, originals,  or  duly  authenticated  copies  of  which  were  furnished  your 
committee.

Memorandum  for  Solicitor  Booth: 

In  re  the  attached  telegram  inquiring  whether  Toole 
County  Irrigation  Project,  Montana,  has  been  granted  any 
water  ri|g^t  or  dam  site  on  the  Two  Medicine,  Cut  Bank  and 
Beaver  Creeks. 

"There  have  been  no  water  rights  or  dam  sites  granted  by  the  Depart- 
ment to  the  Toole  County  Irrigation  District  of  Montana. 

"Oin  February  26,  1921,  Hon.  John  Barton  Payne,  then  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  adressed  a  communication  to  James  A.  Johnson,  President  of  said 
Irrigation  District,  advising  the  requirements  for  irrigation  and  other  uses 
on  the  Blackfeet  Reservation,  in  Montana  would  not  exceed  165,0(X)  acre-feet 
of  water  per  annum.  This  communication  set  forth  the  maximum  amount 
of  water  which  it  was  believed  would  be  required  by  the  Indians  for  use  on  their 
Reservation.  This  District,  as  well  as  the  Cut  Bank  Irrigation  District  of 
Cut  Bank,  Montana,  has  desired  more  specific  information  regarding  the  ex- 
act quantity  of  water  needed  for  the  Indians'  use.  Several  bills  have  been 
introduced  from  time  to  time  in'  both  Houses  pertaining  to  the  matter  of  hav- 
ing the  Department  determine  the  exact  quantity  of  water  needed  for  the 
Indians.  Senate  4061  w^as  reported  on  by  the  Department  under  date  of  Jan- 
uary 3,  192'J,  and  a  copy  of  the  Secretary's  letter  addressed  to  Hon.  Selden  P. 
Spencer,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  United  States  Senate, 
is  attached  herewith.  It  is  my  understanding*  that  this  Bill  has  not  yet  been 
enacted  into  law.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  auth- 
orized by  the  bill  to  enter  into  an  agreement,  jointly,  or  separately,  with  the 
Districts,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  extent  of  the  priority  of  the 
water  rights  of  the  Indians  and  that  the  cost  of  such  determination  to  be 
incurred  shall  be  furnished  in  advance  by  the  Districts.  I  am  also  attaching 
our  file  '89064-1921 -Blackfeet-341'  containing  correspondence  pertaining  to  this 
matter,  for  your  perusal.  I  shall  appreciate  it  if  you  will  return  same  when 
it  has  served  its  purpose.

Mr.  dear  Senator : 

Further  reference  is  made  to  your  letter  of  November  24,  1922,  inclosing 
for  report  copy  of  S.  4061,  which  proposes  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  to  enter  into  an  agreement,  jointly  or  separately,  with  the  Toole 
County  Irigation  district  and  the  Ctit  Bank  irigation  district  to  fix  the  ex- 
tent of  the  prior  water  rights  of  Indians  of  the  Blackfeet  Reservation,  the 
cost(  of  such  determination  to  be  borne  by  said  districts. 

I  find  that  in  two  or  more  instances  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  has 
undertaken  to  make  such  determinations  by  virtue  of  the  general  authority 
vested  in  him  with  respect  to  Indian  reservations,  and  in  case  of  the  act  of 
March  1.  1907  (34  Stat.,  1035),  there  is  language  which  refers  to  apportion- 
ment under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana  by  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs  of  waters  in  this  reservation.  See  also,  in  this  connection,  case  of 
Winters  v.  United  States  (207  U.  S..  564). 

However,  without  specific  and  direct  le(gislative  authority,  it  might  well 
be  that  a  future  Secretary  of  the  Interior  might  not  regard  himself  as  bound 
by  the  conclusion  of  some  one  of  his  predecessors  in  such  a  matter,  and  such 
legislative  authority  as  is  proposed  in  S.  4061  seems  desirable,  in  the  interest 
of  the  definite  and  permanent  settlement  of  conflicting  claims  to  the  waters 
in  question.  I  have  therefore  to  recommend  the  enactment  of  the  legislation.

The  passage  of  Senate  Bill  No.  4061  above  referred  to,  does  not  bring 
any  assurance  of  a  water  supply.  It  simply  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  to  determine  the  extent  of  the  prior  rights  of  the  Blackfeet  tribe. 

COST  PER  ACRE 

The  determination  of  the  per  acre  cost,  in  advance  of  actual  construction 
is  simply  a  human  estimate  which  may  or  may  not  be  realized  by  actual 
facts.  This  estimate  places  the  cost  of  putting  water  on  200,000  acres  at 
$10,000,000.00  or,  roughly,  $50.00  per  acre,  including  interest  on  the  bond 
issue  during  the  construction  period  which  is  figured  in  at  $50,000.00. 

LEGAI.  EXPENSES 

Jesse  G.  Henderson  of  Shelby  and  C.  H.  Foote  of  Kalispell  are  the  at- 
torneys for  the  district.  Their  first  offer  to  take  care  of  all  the  legal  work, 
of  which  there  is  a  great  quantity,  was  one  percent  of  the  cost  of  construction, 
the  attorneys  to  pay  their  own  expenses  when  away  from  their  offices.  This 
offer  was  accepted,  but  later  the  attorneys  were  asked  to  submit  a  flat  price 
to  cover  all  necessary  legal  work  for  a  period  of  five  years.  Their  price  was 
$43.000.W  and  expenses,  and  the  district  commissioners  employed  the  attor- 
neys under  contract  on  this  basis. 

BOOKS  AND  ACCOUNTS 

Following  a  special  examination  of  the  district,  made  by  A.  J.  Mclver, 
Deputy  State  Examiner.  April  14th,  1921,  report  whereof  was  made  to  the 
District  Judj^e  of  the  Nineteentli  Judicial  Di>;trict  and  to  tlie  Commissioners 
of  the  district,  the  examiner  appending  the  following  comments  and  criticisms. 

'We  find  that  the  claims  presented  for  expenses  are  in  many  cases  not 
fully  itemized.  As  these  expenditures  aggregate  a  considerable  sum,  due  care 
should  be  taken  to  guard  against  unnecessary  expense.    Expense  charged  by 
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the  Attorneys  for  the  District  are  especially  lacking  in  itemization  and  should 
not  be  paid  in  such  condition.  The  contract  now  in  force  provides  that  the 
Attorneys  shall  be  paid  a  stipulated  sum  and  their  customary  expense  outside 
of  office  expense'  and  'that  the  expenses  and  cash  disbursements  of  the  first 
parties  shall  be  paid  monthly  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  to  the 
first  parties  on  presentation  by  them  of  duly  verified  itemized  claims  there- 
for against  the  District.'  No  payments  should  be  made  unless  said  claims 
are  presented  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  contract  and  we  find  that 
the  claims  heretofore  paid  are  not  'duly  verified  itemized  claims.' 

"We  note  the  claims  of  Mr.  James  A.  Johnson  for  expenses  contain  in 
some  cases  chargfes  for  'incidentals.'  No  just  charges  against  the  District  can 
be  classed  as  'incidental'  and  no  charges  for  such  an  item  should  be  paid. 
The  mere  fact  that  the  claimant  finds  he  has  spent  a  certain  amount  of 
money  on  some  special  trip  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  such  sum  is  a  just 
charge  against  the  District,  and  that  same  can  be  recovered  by  making  'in- 
cidental' charges.  Only  items  that  are  just  charges  can  be  paid  and  such 
items  must  be  enumerated. 

"As  a  matter  of  good  business  and  in  justice  to  the  property  owners  Miio 
are  providing  the  funds  for  the  ddl^elopment  of  the  District,  Ave  believe  vouch- 
ers or  receipts  should  be  required  for  all  items  of  expense. 

"The  claims  of  the  Secretary  for  reimbursing  his  Petty  Cash  fund  should 
be  fullly  itemized.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  attach  the  receipts  and  make  reference 
thereto,  as  same  are  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  charges  listed. 

"Your  attention  is  called  to  the  following  claims  which  are  subject  to  the 
above  criticism:

'The  minutes  of  the  special  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  held  Nov.  8, 
1920,  has  not  been  sig-ned  by  the  President,  and  no  minutes  of  the  meetings 
held  since  Dec.  4,  1920,  have  been  sig'ned. 

'The  Bonds  of  the  Commissioners  James  A.  Johnson,  C.  H.  Sands  and 
C.  A.  Michaels  were  found  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  District 
Court  and  duly  approved  by  the  District  Judge. 

'At  this  date  no  bonds  have  been  issued  by  the  District. 

'The  records  of  the  district  we  find  in  excellent  shape  and  the  Secretary 
is  to  be  complimented  on  the  manner  in  which  lie  has  handled  the  details  of 
this  work. 

PUBLIC  INTEREST  AND  PUBLICITY 

Those  who  attack  the  Toole  County  Irrigation  District,  brand  the  un- 
dertaking as  a  "wild  cat"  or  promotion  scheme,  while  those  who  defend  the 
District,  charge  tlie  attackers  with  bad  faith.  iPossibly  neither  of  these  posi- 
tions can  be  sustained,  in  the  extreme,  but  your  committee  deems  it  worth'y 
of  note  that  tliose  wlio  are  most  active  in  the  defense  of  the  District,  are 
those  who,  to  date,  have  benefited  financially  thereby,  that  is,  the  engineers, 
the  attorneys  and  the  District  Commissioners.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the  land 
owners  seem  moi-e  or  less  indifferent  as  to  ^^•hetllpv  the  District  is  carried  on 
or  wliethev  it  is  dissolved.  A  minority  at  present.  l)ut  ever  increasing,  seems 
determined  to  disolve  the  District,  after  payment  of  expense  incurred  to  date, 
and  that  minority  has  already  filed  a  petition  with  the  Judge  of  the  Nine- 
teenth Judicial  District  seeking  such  dissolution. 

Irrespective  of  tlie  merits  of  the  project,  it  is  undeniably  true  that  up 
to  this  time  it  ,has  received  most  unfavorable  advertising.  During  the  time 
your  committee  was  in  session,  it  was  literally  deluged  with  letters  and  com- 
munir-iitions'  v'-(  ni  land  owners  in  tl)e  District  praying  for  an  investigation 
or  for  dissolution  of  the  public  cor])oration.  These  letters  arc,  in  substance, 
like  the  protests  anfl  petitions  received  by  the  Governor  of  ^[ontana,  the  At- 
torney General,  the  Public  Service  Commission,  the  State  Engineer  and  var-

ious  piible  officers  in  Toole  County,  and  tlio  uist  of  them  all  is  that  the 
lapse  of  more  than  three*  years  time,  without  any  substantial  stai't  Ix-iu^-  nnule 
on  construction  work,  wliile  all  tlie  tiiiu-  adiiiinistratiNc  expenses  were  ac- 
cunmlatino',  tends  to  jnove  all  the  nioti\('  of  the  ])roi)()nents  of  the  District 
is  promotion  and  exploitation  rather  thao  the  economic  welfare  of  the  land 
owners  therein. 

Whatever  may  be  the  merits  of  these  claims,  it  is  a  fact  that  in  Montana, 
irrig-ation  projects  and  districts  must  be  beyond  any  suspicion,  if  they  are 
to  succeed,  and  the  necessity-  for  rigorous  economy  and  strict  honesty  in  their 
establishment  and  conduct  is  em])hasized  when  it  is  remembered  that  irriga- 
tion is  today,  as  ever,  the  })aramount  need  of  Montana. 

CONCLUSION 

From  the  whole  record  herein,  we,  your  committee,  conclude  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  appropriations  of  water  on  Badger,  Two  Medicine,  and  Crit 
Bank  Creeks  on  the  Blackfeet  Indian  Reseiwation,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
district  are  at  the  present  time  merely  paper  appropriations  whose  validity 
and  adequacy  depends,  altogether,  on  such  supplies  of  water  as  the  district 
may  be  able  to  obtain  from  the  United  States  of  America,  after,  and  not 
un1:il,  the  United  States  has  first  taken  care  of  the  prior  rights  of  the 
Blackfeet  Indian  tribe. 

2.  That  at  the  present  time  no  arrangement  whatever  have  been  per- 
fected between  the  Toole  County  Irrigation  District  and  the  United  States 
of  America  for  securing  to  the  district  the  water  of  said  Creeks  not  utilized 
or  utilizable,  b}^  the  Blackfeet  tribe. 

3.  That,  in  the  absence  of  the  arrangement  referred  to  in  "2"'  above,  the 
District  Court,  which  created  the  Toole  County  Irrigation  District,  was  with- 
out jurisdiction  to  create  such  District,  or,  if  technical  jurisdiction  existed, 
because  of  the  technical  paper  water  rights,  then  in  the  interest  of  justice  and 
of  honest  irrigation  develo]>ment  in  Montana,  the  District  Court  should  not 
have  created  such  district,  until  it  was  first  shoM^n  to  it  that  the  District  had 
an  adequate  water  right,  or  rights  in  fact  and  in  law. 

4.  That  more  money  has  been  expended  for  engineering  services  by  the 
Gerharz-Jaqueth  Com])any,  and  for  legal  services,  up  to  this  time  than  is 
justified  or  economical,  in  \  i(*w  of  tlie  situation  obtaining  with  respect  to  the 
so-called  water  rights  of  the  District,  and  that  "in  consequence,  land  owners 
of  the  District  have  been  subjected  to  unwise,  improvident  and,  if  any  water 
supply  is  not  in  fact  developed,  utterly  unnecessary  expenditures. 

5.  That  a  per  acre  cost  of  .$r»0.<)0  i)er  acre  for  irrigation  districts  on  other- 
wise dry,  or  semi-irrigated  land  in  ^ilontana.  very  nearly  approximates  the 
line  of  economic  nonfeasibility,  and  tliat  a  fair  study  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
undertaking  in  this  district,  and  of  expenditures  already  made,  and  of  costs 
of  districts  of  similar  size,  under  like  conditions  indicates  that  the  Toole 
County  Irrigation  District  could  not  be  constructed  for  a  sum  considerably  in 
excess  of  $50.00  per  acre,  bearing  in  mind  all  costs  of  the  district  of  every 
nature  whatsoever.

By  I'eason  of  the  brevit>'  ot  time  allowed  your  committee  within  which 
to  nmke  this  investij'.'J \tion.  and  by  leason  of  the  importance  of  developing 
the  Mhole  trutli  in  i('<.>;n(l  to  tlie  Toole  County  Irrigation  District,  both  for 
the  land  o\\urr<.  inxohcd.  and  for  the  good  of  irrigation  development  in  ]\Ion- 
tana,  your  coiuiniltcc  resjiectfully  recommends: 

1.  That  tlie  'i'(  ()!e  County  Irrigation  District  be  thoroughly  investigated 
and  inquired  into,  from  a  legal  standpoint  by  tlie  Attorney  Ceneral  of  ]\lon- 
tana,  and  from  an  engineering  standiioint  liy  the  State  l{!ngineer  of  T^Jontana, 
and  the  engineers  of  the  Public'  Ser\ ice  Coiiiiiii>sion  of  Montana,  and  this 
Legislative  Assembly,  bv  the  adoption  of  this  report  docs  hereby  direct  and 
instruct  said  officers  to  proceed  to  make  such  investigation  forthwith  and 
to  report  the  resuts  thereof,  in  writing,  on  or  liefore  July  1st,  1!)23.  and  file

2.  That  in  any  event,  the  members  of  said  district  be  given  free  oppor- 
tunity to  express  their  desires  concerning  said  district  by  means  of  a  dissolu- 
tion proceeding  to  be  heard  by  the  Court  of  the  Nineteenth  Judicial  District, 
subject  to  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Montana.

REPORT  OF  SPFdAF  COM.MirTFF  OF  THE  SENATE  TO  INVESTIGATE

Mr,  President:  Your  vSpecial  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
Board  of  Education  and  the  Board  of  Examiners  pertaining  to  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  the  Educational  Bonds  and  the  use  and  expenditure  of  the  moneys 
derived  therefrom,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Your  Committee  lias  examined  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  and 
also  members  of  the  Stat(^  ]5oard  of  Examiners  and  the  records  and  minutes  of 
both  of  these  boards,  and  find  as  follows  regarding  the  educational  bond  issue 
authorized  by  tlie  peo])le  of  the  State  of  ^Montana  by  special  enactment: 

We  find  that  in  December.  1920.  after  the  passage  of  the  Act  authorizing 
the  bond  issue,  the  Board  of  Education  met  and  passed  a  resolution  authoriz- 
ing the  Board  of  Examiners  to  dispos?^  of  a  bond  issue  of  .$1,750,000  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  new  l)uildings  and  making  repairs  at  tlie  various  educa- 
tional institutions  in  tlic  State  of  Montana,  as  set  fortli  in  their  minutes. 
Your  Committee  finds  tliat  no  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  of  Examiners 
as  to  selling  this  bond  issue. 

That  in  April.  192L  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education,  at  whicli  all 
members  of  the  Board  were  ])resent.  an  amended  report  was  adopted  combining 
the  previous  recommendation  of  $1,750,000  and  adding  thereto  additional  build- 
ings and  repairs^  making  a.  total  l)on(l  issue  to  l)e  asked  for  of  $2,260,000.  The 
minutes  of  the  Board  of  I':ducation  slmw  the  resolution  properly  adopted  and 
this  bond  issue  to  l)e  known  as  series  '"A"'.  Also  a  bond  issue  was  authorized 
in  addition  thereto  of  $544,000  for  reformatory  institutions  a-^  specified  in  the 
minutes  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  to  be  known  as  series  "jV.  \\'e  find 
the  total  of  these  recommendations  to  be  tlie  sum  of  $2,804,000  and  that  the 
minutes  of  the  Board  of  Education  show  tliat  tlie  Board  of  Examiners  were 
authorized  to  sell  a  bond  issue  of  that  amount. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Education  were  questioned  as  to  whether  in 
recommending  this  large  bond  issue  they  took  into  consideration  tlie  financial 
conditions  prevailing  at  that  time  and  the  difficulty  whicli  would  be  encountered 
in  selling  the  bonds  on  tei-ms  favorabh^  to  tlie  State  of  Montana.  All  members 
of  the  Board  of  Education  testified  that  this  matter  was  fully  considered 
in  the  meetings  of  the  ]5oard.  and  tliat  in  tlie  iudgnient  of  tiie  F>oard  of 
Education  the  urgent  needs  of  the  educational  and  reforuiatory  institutions 
more  than  offset  the  unfavorahle  terms  at  wliicli  tlie  Ixnids  could  i)rol)ably 
be  disposed  of.  Two  members  of  tli(>  Board  of  Education,  namely,  the  Gov- 
ernor. Joseph  M.  Dixon,  and  the  Attorney  Geneial.  \\>llington  D.  Rankin, 
are  members  of  both  boards,  and  the  testimony  shows  that  the  otlier  member 
of  the  Board  of  Examiners.  Secretary  of  State  C.  T.  Stewart,  was  also  ealled  in 
and  consulted  regarding  the  advisability  and  the  possibility  of  selling  tlie  pro- 
posed bond  issue. 
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Following  the  bond  issue  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  we  find  said  board  HI 
consulted  the  bankers  of  Helena  and  other  cities  regarding  the  best  methods  Hli  in 
of  placing  the  bond  issue  on  the  market,  as  to  the  rate  of  interest  which  at  Hll  1! 
that  time  would  attract  purchasers,  also  the  denominations  of  the  bonds  and  HI'  p 
Uii.'   ^orm  thereof  and  the  form  of  interest  coupons,  whicli  would  sell  most  WU'  S 
readily  on  the  market  at  that  particular  time.    We  find  from  the  records  of  the  '' 
State  Board  of  Examiners  that  the  Board  advertised  for  and  offered  for  sale, 
according  to  the  minutes  of  the  Board  dated  June  13,  /1021,  a  bond  issue  of 
$700,000  at  five  and  one-half  percent,  payable  semi-annually,  also  that  said 
advertisement  carried  with  it  the  privilege  of  the  purchase  of  all  or  any  part 
of  the  total  bond  issue  authorized  of  $2,804,000,    That  the  Board  of  Examiners 
were  tqf  meet  on  the  28th  day  of  June,  1921,  to  receive  bids  on  said  bond  issue. 
That  on  that  date  the  Board  did  meet  for  that  purpose,  as  shown  by  the 
records  kept  by  the  Clerk  of  said  Board,  and  that  no  bids  were  received  for 
said  bonds.    The  testimony  given  by  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  shows 
til  at  they  later  consulted!  with  bankers  and  financial  agents  in  an  attempt  to 
sell  part  of  this  bond  issue  and  that  no  bids  were  received  at  any  time  until 
August  10th,  1921.  when  a  bid  was  presented  by  a  banker  of  Helena,  but  said 
bid  was  such  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  could  not  accept  it  and  it  was  at  that 
time  withdrawn.    The  records  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  show  also  that  on 
August  10,  1921  Chancellor  Elliott  brought  to  the  Board  a  :\Ir.  H.  J.  Reesburg 
representing  the  Gold-S'tabeck  Company  of  Minneapolis  and  Barr-Schmeltzer  of 
Xew  York  City,  and  that  he  submitted  to  the  Board  in  writing  a  proposition 
to  take  a.  part  or  the  whole  of  said  bond  issue. 

The  minutes  of  the  Board  further  show  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  en- 
tered into  a  contract  at  this  time  with  Mr.  Reesburg  as  follows: 

That  he  would  make  a  purchase  outright  for  immediate  delivery  of  $300,- 
OOO  of  the  above  five  and  one-half  percent  bonds  at  a  price  of  par.  together 
Avith  accrued  interest  to  date  of  delivery. 

Also  $300,000  of  the  above  five  and  one-half  percent  bonds  to  be  delivered 
December  10,  1921,  and  that  an  option  was  given  to  said  ]\Ir.  Reesburg  to  pur- 
chase the  entire  amount  of  the  $2,804,000  of  said  bonds  at  par.  The  records 
of  the  Board  of  Examiners  show  this  contract  in  full  and  that  same  was  ac- 
companied by  a  certified  check  for  $fi.0OO.  It  also  shows  that  the  legality  of 
the  bonds  has  been  tested  out  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  found  to  be  valid  and 
that  all  provisions  of  the  law  had  been  complied  with. 

We  find  that  delivery  of  the  bonds  was  to  be  made  to  the  State  Treas- 
urer at  his  office  in  Helena,  and'  that  the  transfer  of  the  bonds  to  some  other 
point  of  delivery  was  to  be  paid  for  by  the  bidder.  We  find  that  the  bonds 
Avere  delivered  to  the  State  Treasurer  and  by  him  delivered  to  the  above 
bidders  through  the  agent  of  the  State  of  Montana  in  New  York  City,  the 
bidder  paying  the  expenses  of  transferring  the  bonds  to  that  point  of  delivery. 

We  further  find  that  the  State  Treasurer  received  from  the  said  bond 
sale  the  amounts  and  on  the  dates  as  follows:  I

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We  also  further  find  that  of  Series  "A"  the  State  Treasurer  invested 
in  October,  1921,  in  seven  percent  State  Warrants,  $280,295.03;  in  November, 
1921,  in  seven  percent  State  Warants,  $210,219.95;  in  December  1921,  in  seven 
percent  State  Warrants,  $348, 188.09,  and  in  January  of  1922,  in  four  percent 
State  Warrants,  $161,29().03,  the  balance  of  said  bond  money  being  deposited 
in  the  various  banks  of  the  State  in  the  regular  course  of  business  at  the 
rate  of  two  and  one-half  percent  interest. 

We  find  that  the  interest  received  on  the  investments  in  State  Warrants 
up  to  February  111,  1923,  was  $68,535.43.  We  find  also  that  the  interest  from 
State  depositories  to  February  1,  1923,  was  $32,266.13,  a  total  of  interest 
received  from  said  bond  issue,,' of  $100,791.56. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  given  that  contracts  could  not  have  been  let 
or  the  work  started  on  the  various  improvements,  buildings  and  repairs  speci- 
fied by  the  Board  of  Education,  until  the  money  was  actually  received  from 
the  sale  of  bonds. 

It  further  appears  from  the  testimony  given  that  money  received  for 
Series  "A"  of  said  bond  issue  could  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  as 
specified  in  the  resolution  of  the  Board"  of  Education,  which  was  a  part  of  the 
requirements  necessary  to  the  bond  issue.  Also  that  no  part  of  Series  "B" 
or  Series  "C"  could  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  except  as  so  specified  by 
the  Board  of  Education.  That  in  consequence  of  this  fact  the  bond  issues 
"B"  and  "C"  were  authorized  and  requested  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and 
that  in  making  such  recommendation  for  the  subsequent  bond  issue  the  Board 
of  Education  were  fully  informed  of  the  fact  that  over  $80O.0i0O  still  remained 
in  the  Treasury  of  bond  issue  Series  "A",  which  could  not  be  used  for  any 
other  puri)ose  than  the  purposes  for  which  the  bonds  were  issued. 

We  find  from  the  testimony  of  witnesses  from  both  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  the  Board  of  Examiners  that  contracts  were  let  for  these  several 
buildings  and  improvements  as  soon  as  the  money  was  received  for  such 
buildings,  and  that  such  buildings  have  been  constructed  or  are  being  con- 
structed at  the  present  time,  covering  the  entire  amounts  as  specified  in  said 
bond  issue. 

In  analyzing!  the  testimony  given,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  needs  of  the  educational  and  penal  institutions,  for  which  the  bond  issues 
were  authorized,  were  extremely  urgent;  that  due  consideration  of  the  poor 
bond  market  was  given  in  arriving  at  the  amount  determined  as  necessary  for 
the  immediate  needs  of  these  institutions;  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  con- 
sulted with  bankers  and  financial  agents  as  to  the  form  of  bonds,  interest 
rates  and  other  conditions  to  enable  them  to  sell  the  bonds  on  the  best  terms 
possible  for  the  State.  Also  that  they  attempted  to  sell  bonds  in  smaller 
amounts  than  the  whole  amount,  and  were  unable  to  do  so;  that  under  the 
existing  conditions  the  Board  was  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  the  sale 
of  the  whole  amount  of  bonds  was  a  good  one  and  for'  the  best  interests  of  the 
State. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Board  of 
Examiners  acted  fairly  and  honestly  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  said 
Educational  Bond  Issue  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Institutions  under 
their  charge. 

Your  Committee  also  files  herewith  a  transcript  of  the  testimony  taken 
at  the  hearings  held  by  this  Committee,  which  transcript  is,  by  this  reference, 
made  a  part  of  your  Committee's  report.

HOUSE  BILL  NO.  409 

INTRODUCED  BY  PILGERAM 

A  BILL  FOR  AN  ACT,  ENTITLED:  "AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE 
SUBMISSION  TO  THE  QUALIFIED  ELECTORS  OF  THE  STATE  OF 
MONTANA  OF  AN  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 
STATE  OF  MONTANA  BY  ADDING  THERETO  AN  ARTICLE  TO  BE 
KNOWN  AS  ARTICLE  XXII,  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  PAYMENT  OF 
ADJUSTED  CO:\IPENSATION  TO  BONA  FIDE  RESIDENTS  OF  THE, 
STATE  OF  IMONTANA  WHO  SERVED  ON  ACTIVE  DUTY  IN  THE 
WORLD  WAR  AND  TO  SUCH  OF  SAID  PERSONS  WHO  BEING  CITI- 
ZENS OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  SERVED  IN  THE  NAVAL,  mLITARY 
OR  AIR  FORCES  OF  ANY  OF  THE  GOVERNMENTS  ASSOCIATED 
WITH  THE  UNITED  STATEiS  DURING  SAID  WAR,  AND  AUTHOR- 
IZING THE  INCURRING  OF  INDEBTEDNESS;  AUTHORIZING  THE 
ISSUING  OF  BONDS.  PROVIDING  PO[R  THE:  LETVY  OF  A  TAX. 
Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  That  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  be  amended 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and,  that  the  question  of  such  amendment  be  submitted 
to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  at  the  general  election  to  be 
held  in  November  1924. 

Section  2.  That  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  an  article  to  be  known  as  Article 
XXII,  and  to  read     as  follows: 

Section  XXII,  Section  1.  In  order  to  promote  the  spirit  of  patriotism 
and  loyalty,  in  testimony  of  the  gratitude  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  in 
recognition  of  the  splendid  services  of  Montana  men  in  the  war  between  the 
United  States  and  the  German  Empire  and  its  allies,  there  shall  be  paid  to 
each  person  who  was  regularly  called,  enlisted,  drafted,  inducted  or  commis- 
sioned and  who  served  on  active  duty  in  the  Army,  Navy  or  Marine  Corps 
of  the  United  States  between  the  sixth  day  of  April,  Nineteen  Hundred  and 
Seventeen  and  the  Eleventh  Day  of  November,  Nineteen  Hundred  Eighteen 
for  a  period  longer  than  two  months;  and  to  each  person  who,  being  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States  at  the  time  of  entry  therein,  served  on  active  duty  in 
the  naval,  military  or  air  forces  of  any  of  the  governments  associated  with 
the  United  States  during  the  war  with  the  central  allied  powers  between  the 
sixth  day  of  April,  Nineteen  Hundred  Seventeen  and  the  eleventh  day  of 
November,  Nineteen  Hundred  Eighteen,  for  a  period  longer  than  two  months; 
and  at  the  time  of  his  call,  enlistment,  induction,  commisssion  or  service, 
was  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  State  of  Montana,  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars 
($10.00)  for  each  month  or  major  fraction  thereof  that  such  person  was  in 
active  service  during  said  war  whether  before  or  after  November 
11,  19)118,  not  to  evceed  however,  a  total  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars 
($200.00) ;  provided,  that  persons  who  have  received  extra  compensation  from 
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any  other  state,  or  nation  other  than  the  United  States  for  such  active  ser- 
vice shall  not  be  entitled  to  compensation  under  this  Article  unless  the  amount 
Of  compensation  so  received  is  less  than  they  vv^ould  be  entitled  to  hereunder, 
in  which  event  they  shall  receive  the  difference  between  the  compensation 
allowable  minder  this  Article  and  the  extra  compensation  already  received 
'from  such  other  state  or  nation,  provided,  further,  that  persons  who  have  re- 
ceived greater  compensation  than  the  regular  pay  of  the  Army,  Navy,  or 
Marine  Cbrps  and  commutation  for  quarters  and  subsistence  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  receive  compensation  under  this  Article  unless  the  amount  of  the 
extra  compensation  so  received  is  less  than  they  would  be  entitled  to  here- 
under, in  which  event  they  shall  receive  the  difference  between  the  compensa- 
tion allowable  under  this  article  and  such  extra  compensation.  In  case 
of  death  of  any  such  person  while  in  such  service  an  equal  amount  shall  be 
paid  to  his  surviving  widow,  if  not  remarried  the  time  compensation  is  re- 
quested, or  in  case  he  left  no  widow  and  left  children,  then  to  his  surviving 
children,  or  in  the  event  he  left  no  widow  or  children,  then  to  his  surviving 
parent  or  parents.  Persons  of  the  female  sex.  or  their  surviving  children  or 
parents,  who  are  in  all  other  respects  within  the  terms  of  this  Article  shall 
be  entitled  to  compensation  thereunder. 

Section  2.  The  word  "person"  as  used  in  Section  1  of  this  Article,  shall 
not  include  persons  who,  during  the  period  of  their  service,  refused  on 
conscientious,  political  or  other  grounds,  to  subject  themselves  to  full  mili- 
tary discipline  or  unqualified  service,  or  who  while  in  such  service,  were 
separated  therefromi  under  circumstances  amounting  to  a  dishonorable  dis- 
charsre  and  who  have  not  subsequently  been  officially  restored  to  an  hon- 
orable status,  and  such  person  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this 
Article. 

Section  3.  All  disbursements  required  by  this  Article  for  compensation 
shall  be  made  upon  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  upon  a  form  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  State  Auditor,  which  certificate  shall  be  duly  verified  by  the 
claimant  under  oath  and  shall  set  forth  the  name,  residence  at  the  tinie  of  entry 
(into  the  service,  date  of  enlistment  .induction  or  commission,  date  of  dis- 
charoe  or  release  from  active  service,  if  the  claimant  is  not  on  active  duty, 
a  statement  tliat  the  claimant  during  the  period  for  which  compensation  is 
allowed  did  not  refuse  to  sub'iect  himself  to  full  military  discipline  and  unquali- 
fied service  and  that  he  hns  not  l)een  separated  from  the  service  under  circum- 
stances amountino-  to  a  dislionorable  discharge,  and  such  further  information 
as  the  State  Auditor  may  requuire.  Such  certificate  shall  be  presented  to 
the  State  'Auditor  or  his  representative  together  ^^'ith  an  honorable  discharge 
or  release  from  active  service,  or  in  case  of  its  loss  a  properly  authenticated 
record  O'f  servi^^e.  or  in  the  event  that  claimant  is  still  in  the  service  a  proper 
authenticated  rf^cord  of  all  active  sf^rvice  performed  by  claimant,  or  if  the 
saT»ie  be  presented  by  the  Avidow.  child  or  pnrents  of  a  deceased  veteran,  then 
with  the  proper  evidence  of  deatli,  toi>ether  with  a  properly  authenticated  record 
of  service,  and  the  State  Auditor  shall  endorse  upon  such  discharge,  release 
or  record  of  active  service  the  fact  that  it  was  made  the  basis  of  the  appli- 
cation, and  shall  return  such  discharge  or  release  or  record  of  active  service 
to  the  claimant  and  shall  forthwith  drnw  his  wararnt  in  the  name  of  the 
claimant  upon  the  Veteran's  Con^pens'ition  Fund  for  an  amount  equal  to 
Ten  Dollnrs  (SlCOiOO  for  each  and  every  month  of  active  service,  or  major 
fract'on  thereof,  snbsPduent  to  the  sixth  dav  of  April.  Nineteen  Hundred 
Seventeen,  not  exceeding  however  a  total  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00), 
•and  the  State  Treasurer  shall  pay  such  warrants  from  the  Veterans'  Com- 
pensation Fund. 

In  cases  where  application  for  compensation  is  made  by  the  widow,  chil- 
dren or  parents  of  a  deceased  veteran,  such  person  shall  furnish  the  same 
information  as  thouo-h  the  application  were  made  by  the  deceased  veteran, 
and  the  State  Auditor  shall  prepare  and  appropriate  form  of  certificate  to 
cover  such  cases.  Compensation  allowed  to  the  children  of  deceased  veterans 
f^hall  be  paid  to  the  g\iardians  of  such  children,  which  guardian  if  appointed 
by  the  courts  of  this  state,  sliall  serve  witliout  compensation  and  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court  without  bond,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  county 
attorney  in  this  state  to  app'ear  in  the  courts  or  render  any  other  necessary 
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legal  (assistance  in  behalf  of  such  children  in  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  thisi 
Article  are  concerned,  without  compensation  and  no  public  officer  shall  col- 
lect any  fees  in  any  proceeding  brought  in  behalf  of  such  children  to  secure 
coiii])ensation  under  this  Article. 

Thv  State  Auditor  is  empowered  to  make  such  additional  reasonable  re- 
([uireiiKMits  from  applicants  as  are  necessary  to  prevent  fraud  or  the  pay- 
ment of  compensation  to  persons  not  entitled  thereto. 

Section  4.  The  State  Auditor  shall  furnish  free  of  charge,  upon  appli- 
cation thereof,  the  necessary  form  of  certificate  to  all  persons  entitled  thereto, 
and  may  establish  at  different  noints  with  the  State  of  Montana  offices 
^at  which  there  shall  be  kept  on  file  for  the  use  of  persons  covered  by  this 
Article,  a  sufficient  number  of  forms  of  certificate  so  that  there  may  be  no 
delay  in  the  payment  of  this  compensation.  The  State  Auditor  may  authorize 
the  county  auditor,  or  county  clerk,  or  both,  of  any  county  of  the  state  to 
act  for  him  in  receiving  applications  under  the  provisions  of  this  Article, 
and  shall  furnish  such  person  wij:h  the  proper  certificates  to  enable  him  to 
accept  such  application.  The  State  Auditor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  procure  such  printing  and  office  supplies  and  (Hiuipment,  and  to 
employ  such  persons  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  properly  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  Article,  and  all  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  this  Article  shall  be  paid  by  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Veterans' 
Compensation  Fund. 

The  Adjutant  General  shall  advise  with  and  assist  the  State  Auditor  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  Auditor  under  this  Article. 

Section  5.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  means  for  the  payment  of  com- 
pensation hereunder  and  for  paying  the  expenses  of  administration,  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  of  the  State  of  Montana  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered 
and  directed  to  issue,  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose 
of  this  Article,  bonds  of,  and  in  the  name  of,  the  State  of  Montana,  to  and  in 
the  amount  of  the  sum  of  Four  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  (.$4, 
500.000.00)  in  excess  of  the  constitutional  limitation  of  indebtedness  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  and  over  and  above  any  bonded  indebtedness  of  said  state 
heretofore  created  or  incurred  for  which  said  state  is  now  obligated.  The 
bonds  provided  for  in  this  Article  shall  be  issued  in  denomination  of  One 
Tlhoiisand  Dollars  ($1,000,000  each,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding five  and  one-half  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually 
on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  of  each  year  at  the  office  of  the  State 
Treasurer  of  the  State  of  ^Montana  or  at  some  bank  in  a  city  outside 
of  the  State  of  ]\Tontana  designated  by  the  State  Treasurer;  such 
bonds  shall  be  dated  on  the  first  day  of  January  or  the  first  day  of  July  and 
shall  become  due  and  payable  twenty  (20)  years  from  their  date  and  be  re- 
deemable at  the  option  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  at  any  time  after 
t>en  (10)  years  from  their  date  at  any  interest  payinigf  period.  The  bonds 
herein  referred  to  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Attorney 
General  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  ,and  shall  be  signed 
by  the  members  of  said  board  and  issued  under  the  great  seal  of  the  State 
of  Montana,  and  shall  be  registered  in  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer. 
Said  bonds  shall  have  inteiest  coupons  attached  thereto  covering  the  interest 
due  semi-annually,  which  coupons  shall  be  executed  with  facsimile 
signatures  of  all  of  the  members  of  tlie  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  the  sign- 
ing of  said  coupons  with  said  facsimile  signature  shall  be  recognized  as  suf- 
ficient execution  of  said  coupons  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

The  bonds  provided  for  in  this  Article  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  State  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Article;  provided,  that  no 
bond  shall  be  disposed  of  for  less  than  its  par  value. 

Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  be  a  legal  invest- 
ment for  any  of  the  funds  of  the  State. 

Section  0.  The  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  each  issue  of  bonds  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  a  special  fund  to  be  known 
as  the  "Veterans'  Compensation  Fund"  Avhich  shall  be  used  for  the  payment 
of  the  compensation  provided  in  this  Article  paying  the  expenses  of  adminis- 
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tration  thereof.  Foi-  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Article 
there  is  lu-rehy  appropriated  from  the  Veterans'  Compensation  Fund  the  sum 
of  Four  A^illiou  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($14,500,000.00)  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

Section  7.  All  payments  or  allowances  made  under  this  Article  shall  be 
exejii.pt  from  all  taxation  and  from  levy  and  sale  on  execution. 

Section  8.  That  there  shall  be  levied  annually  a  tax  not  exceeding  one 
mill  on  the  dollar  on  all  property  in  the  State  of  Montana,  subject  to  taxa- 
tion, which  said  tax  when  collected  by  the  County  Treasurers  of  the  counties 
of  the  State  of  Montana  shall  be  by  them  accounted  for  and  paid  into  the 
State  Treasury  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  to  be  by  the  State  Treasurer 
]>]aced  in  and  credited  to  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Veterans'  Compensation 
Bond  Retirement  Fund"  and  which  fund  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  ])rincij)al  and  interest  accruing  on  said  bonds. 

Section  1).  Xo  charge  made  by  any  agent,  notary  public  or  attorney  for 
a  service  in  connection  with  obtaining  the  allowance  as  provided  for  by  this 
Article  shall  bo  recognized  by  the  state  and  any  person  who  for  a  considera- 
tion discounts  or  attempts  to  discount,  or  for  a  consideration  advances  money 
upon  any  certificate  or  certificates  issued  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  Article 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  gross  misdemeanor. 

Section  !]iO.  Any  person,  who  with  intent  to  defraud,  subscribes  to  any 
false  oath  or  makes  any  false  representation,  either  in  the  execution  of  the 
certificates  provided  for  in  this  Article  or  who- with  intent  to  defraud,  presents 
to  the  State  Auditor,  or  to  any  other  officer  of  the  state,  any  certificate  for 
the  )>uiiiose  of  obtaining  funds  provided  for  by  this  Article  which  do  not  in 
fact  belong  to  such  person,  or  makes  any  false  representation  in  connection 
witli  obtaining  any  fundsi  under  tlie  terms  of  this  Article,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
felony. 

Section  11.  The  Legislature  may  |)ro\i(le  additional  means  for  raising 
moneys  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  jirincipal  of  said  bonds  and  this 
Article  shall  not  be  deemed  to  ])rovide  and  exclusive  method  for  such  pay- 
ment.

The  special  committee  appointed  to  investigate  expenditures  and  loans 
made  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  War  Defense  Fund  for  the  assistance  of 
the  farming  industry  submitted  the  following  report: 
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Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  on  investigation  of  expenditures  and 
loans  made  under  and  by  virtue  of  ^he  War  Defense  Fund,  the  same  being 
an  emergency  measure  passed  by  the  Sixteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Montana  appropriating  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  encouraging,  aiding  and  assistin|g^  those  engaged  in  agri- 
cultural pursuits,  in  procuring  seed,  in  planting,  sowing,  and  raising  and  har- 
vesting crops,  and  in  procuring  labor  and  assistance  necessary  for  such  pur- 
poses, for  the  purpose  of  encouraging,  aiding  and  assisting  farmers  and  stock 
growers  in  jnocuring  live  stock  and  feed  for  the  same,  and  in  raising  live  stock, 
and  in  procuring  labor  and  assistance  necessary  for  such  purposes,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  transporting  and  aiding  and  assisting  in  the  transportation  and 
marketing  of  crops  and  livestock,  to  the  end  that  the  food  supply  of  the 
nation  may  be  sufficient  and  adequate  for  the  support  of  its  armies,  and  for 
all  other  purposes,  public  exigencies  may  require  for  the  support,  aid  and  assist- 
ance of  the  United  States  in  carrying  on  and  prosecution  of  such  war,  beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Of  the  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  resulting  from  the  sale  of  one 
thousand  $500.00  Bonds,  there  was  expended  and  laid  out  the  following  sums: 
$75,000  was  turned  over  for  the  use  of  the  Student's  Army  Training  Corps  at 
the  University;  $7,767.92  was  paid,  laid  out  and  expended  in  behalf  and  on 
request  of  the  Council  of  Defense;  $i311,. 395.47  was  loaned  to  the  farmers  in 
the  various  sections  in  the  state  to  relieve  their  financial  distress  and  en- 
courage, in  so  far  as  it  was  possible,  bumper  crops  to  supply  the  needs  of 
our  allied  forces  in  the  world  war;  of  the  sum  of  $311,395.47  so  loaned,  there 
was  paid  back  to  the  State  the  sum  of  i$n3,528.97  and  there  still  remaina 
outstanding)  loans,  that  are  past  due  in  the  sum  of  $197,966.50,  of  which  sum 
$8,3lli8.01  is  secured  by  mortgages  on  Realty  and  appear  to  be  good  solvent 
credits.  There  is  outstanding,  past  due  and  unpaid,  the  sum  of  $189,548.49, 
which  was  originally  secured  by  crop  mortgages,  but  because  of  excessive 
drouths  and  other  unusual  distressed  conditions  existing  among  the  dry  farm- 
ers at  that  period  the  crops  did  not  materialize  and  the  debt  or  debts  if  col- 
lected at  all.  will  be  because  of  the  moral  rather  than  legal  obligation. 

We  further  desire  to  report  that  from  our  investigation  the  failure  to 
collect  t]ie  unpaid  balance  was  not  in  any  way,  or  at  all,  attributable  to  any 
fault  or  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  officers  charged  with  the  legal  respon- 
sibility for  so  doing. 

We  recommend  that  the  Attorney  General  be  furnished  a  copy  of  the 
within  report  and  feel  sure  from  our  investigation  that  every  reasonable  effort 
will  be  made  by  him  to  make  whatever  further  collections  are  possible.

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REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  conference  committee  appointed  to  consider  H.  B.  No.  190,  submitted 
the  following-  report: 

Mr.  President  and  Mr.  Speaker:  We,  your  Joint  Conference  Committee, 
appo"nted  to  consider  Senate  amendments  to  House  Bill  No.  190,  introduced 
by  Buell,  McCormack,  Holton,  Brandjord,  Myrick,  Pope  and  Buttleman,  being 
a  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled: 

"An  Act  to  amend  Sections  2398,  2399,  240O,  2401,  2402,  2403,  2404  and 
2405  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921,  and  requiring  every  person, 
firm,  copartnership,  association,  joint-stock  company,  syndicate  and  corpora- 
tion engaged  in  or  carrying  on  the  business  of  producing  within  this  state 
petroleum  or  other  mineral  or  crude  oil,  or  engaged  in  or  carrying  on  the 
Isusiness  of  owning,  controlling,  managing,  leasing  or  operating  within  this 
state  any  well  or  wells  from  which  petroleum  or  other  mineral  or  crude  oil 
is  produced,  to  pay  to  the  State  Treasurer  for  engaging  in  or  carrying  on 
such  business,  certain  license  fees  for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  the 
State  of  Montana;  fixing  the  amount  of  such  license  fees,  prescribing  a 
method  for  the  assessment  and  collection  thereof;  and  prescribing  penalties 
for  the  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  and  repealing  Section  2406  of 
the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921." 

Having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report  and  recom- 
mend as  follows : 

1.  That  the  House  concur  in  the  Senate  amendment  as  follows:  "Amend 
Section  1  by  striking  out  in  line  nine  (9)  of  the  printed  bill  the  words  "one 
and  one-half"  as  amended  by  this  Committee,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  "two." 

2.  That  the  Senate  recede  from  its  amendment  as  follows;  to-wit:  "Also 
amend  Section  1  of  the  printed  bill  by  inserting  after  the  word  'consideration' 
and   before    the    word    'all'   in   line  (12   the   words   'All   royalty   oil  and/'* 

3.  That  the  Senate  recede  from  its  amendment  as  follows,  towit:  "Amend 
Section  2  by  striking  out  lines  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6  and  the  House  amendment 
of  said  Section  2  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

SECTION  2399;  TAX  WHEN  PAYABLE.  Such  license  shall  be  paid  on 
December  31st,  of  each  year.  The  State  Treasurer  shall  transfer  from  the 
income  of  this  tax  to  the  Public  School  fund  of  the  State  a  sum  equal  to  Sev- 
enty-five per  cent  (75%)  of  the  total  amount  of  such  license  taxes  collected 
during  such  year,  the  same  to  be  apportioned  in  the  same  way  as  tlie  other 
incomes  of  the  public  school  fund  is  apportioned,  and  at  the  same  time  the 
State  Treasurer  shall  also  apportion  a  sum  equal  to  twenty-five  per  cent 
{'25%)  of  such  license  taxes  collected  during  such  year  to  the  high  schools  of 
the  State  on  the  basis  of  the  airoregate  number  of  day's  attendance  during  the 
preceding  school  year  in  each  High  School."  And  your  Conference  Committee 
recommend  that  Section  2  of  the  engrossed  bill  be  stricken  out  and  that  the 
folloAvinj?  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof,  to  be  known  as  Section  2. 

Section  2.  Section  2399  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1921  is  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  2399.  Such  license  tax  shall  be  paid  in  semi-annual  instalments 
for  the  spuii-annual  periods  ending  respectfully  June  30th  and  December  31st 
of  pach  year,  beginning  with  the  semi-annual  period  ending  June  30th.  1023, 
and  the  amount  of  the  license  tax  for  each  semi-annual  period  shall  be  paid 
to  the  State  Treasurer  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  end  of  pach  svieh 
semi-annual  period.  On  January  31st  of  each  year,  the  State  Trea-urer  shall 
transfer  to  ihe  Common  School  Interest  and  Income  Fund  of  the  State  a  sum 
equal  to  tewnty-five  per  cent  (25%)  of  the  total  amount  of  such  license  taxes 
collected  during  the  preceding  twelve  months,  the  same  to  be  apj-ortioucd  in 
the  same  "\Aay  as  other  monies  in  the  said  fund  and  at  tlio  sanit  tiiup;  tlie 
St^te  Treasurer  shall  also  apportioin  a  sum  eriual  to  twenty-fi\'e  per  cent 
(25%'i  of  such  license  taxes  collected  during  such  preceding  tweh*^  montlis  to 
the  county  and  district  high  schools  of  the"  state  on  the  basis  of  tho  a.^gregate 
number  o^  day's  attendance  during  the  preceding  school  year  in  eaeV,  of  said 
high  schools  respectfully;  and  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  "such  taxes  shall  be 
credited  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  state  when  received  by  the  Statp  Treasurer.
